On Topic 

Wading into the SXSW vitriol, despite repeated warnings

Certain topics are especially ill-served by 
my inconsistent and distorted linear skills 
- which are further impaired by sporadic, 
unpredictable disconnects, wherein my inner 
and surface realities drift apart. South by 
Southwest is a topic that co-workers, family, 
friends, and professional acquaintances have 
wisely and compassionately advised/begged/ 
insisted that I consider off-limits. (Chronicle 
Publisher Nick Barbara and I are SXSW senior 
directors.) They are right. If only I could. The 
following column is an object lesson as to just 
how right they are. 

It’s obviously foolish to address Web 
attacks on SXSW Any kind of conscientious 
reply would be as if one responded to a 
17th century novel in the language of a beat 
poem. Obviously, there are concerns we 
help perpetuate by not addressing frequently 
posted misunderstandings, misconceptions, 
and outright lies, but there is an equal 
concern that, if we did respond, our efforts 
would be meaningless at best and encour- 
aging at worst. Without any desire to try 
to change minds, I decided to offer, in last 
week’s column, SXSW’s take on some of the 
major criticisms. 


One of the first posts responded: “Wow, so 
all of those who dare to exercise their freedom 
of speech rights and say they don’t think 
much of SXSW are sneering, insulting, spread- 
ers of vitriol! Nice generalization, Louis!” 

What I had written: “Clearly, many of 
them are absolutely not about information 
but instead exist to spread vitriol. I say go for 
it, although how much fun can it be travel- 
ing in the wake of Limbaugh (sneer, insult, 
condescend, misinform, and then repeat)?” 
Is accusing someone of sneering, insulting, 
and spreading vitriol really that outrageous? 
Is the writer even vaguely implying that 
someone exercising his or her freedom of 
speech shouldn’t be criticized? Or is it really 
something more, a gratuitous reference being 
used to indict me further while suggesting the 
writer is on higher moral ground? 

After reading that post, I thought that my 
going for the more reasoned response was in 
itself unreasonable. I decided to tell the truth. 

I’m in love with rock & roll. I have been for 
a long time! And I’ll be out all night! 

I’m in love with film, filmmaking, music, 
media, the rant, prayer, books, and this paper. 
The only way to lead is with your heart; noth- 
ing else makes sense. I really think most of 
the criticism of SXSW tells us more about the 
author than the event. SXSW and my involve- 
ment with it are both gifts in my life. Austin 
saved my life and changed it for the better. My 
work, SXSWJ the Chronicle - all are very much 
site-specific. My heart and work are as one. 
Creative Austin is not geographical; it is an 
approach to life, art, and creativity. SXSW rep- 
resents Austin, and the Chronicle is of Austin’s 
fiber. SXSW is out of Austin; it is of the things 
we do here and the ways we live here. 

To a point far beyond reason, I’ve been 
blessed by being here and by getting to do 
what I’ve gotten to do. I love getting to work 
year-round with the people at the Chronicle 
and SXSW 


Here are the dirty secrets of SXSW: Dream! 
Dream, and then do! Joy! Love what you do! 
Honor those whose work inspires, excites, 
entertains you. Respect past generations; do 
what you can to aid future ones. Remember: 
Insisting on quality is in every way painful, 
but without quality, none of it has meaning. 

The secret isn’t power, money, corrup- 
tion, or cynicism. It is passion, joy, belief, 
and cooperation. 

The truth, the one we hide and don’t share, 
is simple: Obviously, SXSW works! Why do 
10,500 bands apply? Why are more than 
3,000 movies submitted? Why do thousands 
of musicians, filmmakers, critics, writers, 
media folk, bloggers, and hard- and software 
visionaries show up? Isn’t it a bit ludicrous 
in the face of this overwhelming testament 
to SXSW that a handful of locals work them- 
selves up into a snit? It’s only by ignoring the 
obvious that they can pass such vicious nega- 
tive judgments. Those who, without offering 
a hint of their reasoning, denounce SXSW 
should be aware that they are insulting thou- 
sands and thousands of creative talents from 
around the world - so much more than they 
are indicting anyone who works for SXSW 

It is important to me that SXSW work. It 
upsets me every time I hear of any kind of 
problem. I take it very seriously and very emo- 
tionally, betting that I’m in no way unique. In 
the first few years of the Film Festival, I’d stick 
my head in at a screening and, seeing only a 
half-full house, would just feel sick - feel like I 
had personally let the filmmaker down. Later, 
I would go looking for him or her to apolo- 
gize. More often than not, again and again 
and again, when I started lamely apologizing, 
the filmmaker looked at me as though I were 
deranged. “That was the best screening of my 
life,” was always the statement. They weren’t 
getting bigger audiences anywhere else, and 
Austin audiences asked the best questions and 
made the smartest observations. 

As to the claim that we’re only in it for the 
money: Evidence - whether it be supporting 
or contradicting their positions - is of no inter- 
est to many of the most vicious SXSW critics. 
They are as uninterested in substantiating their 
claims as they are in truly examining them. 

SXSW sells only a limited number of wrist- 
bands. We could sell more; we don’t because 
we want them to be of value. The price is kept 
low. They routinely sell on eBay and Craigslist

for between two and three times what SXSW 
charges. We could raise the price. We could 
raise it a lot! 

Most major music events take place in parks 
or fairgrounds. Most of the revenue generated 
at least goes through the producers (I am not 
being critical of this in any way). SXSW takes 
place on about 80 stages in roughly 75 ven- 
ues all over Downtown. Most of the day and 
non-SXSW evening parties are sponsored; this 
means that the hosts are being paid money, 
often from national corporations, to put on 
these parties. Sometimes the week after SXSW 
I walk around in the general area to ask retail 
businesses how they’ve done (I don’t identify 
myself). The consistency of positive response 
is amazing. In point of fact, everyone makes 
money at SXSW: clubs, bars, restaurants, retail, 
hotels, cabbies, etc. 

SXSW does help Austin bands - the ones 
that showcase and the ones that don’t. Not 
only because of SXSW, though it is a contrib- 
uting factor, the international music business 
is aware of and pays attention to the local 
scene 52 weeks a year, not just one. SXSW 
has brought thousands of passionate music- 
business folks to Austin. Many of them come 
back again and again. 

There is a great line in Bud Shrake’s 
consistently great movie Songwriter. Kris 
Kristofferson is relating the tale of Willie 
Nelson and his character. He says, “Remember, 
they did it for the love . . . but they were not 
above the money.” 

Lately, the scary monster invoked by those 
who don’t like SXSW is the big-business 
monkey: Ohhh those evil SXSW staffers, truly 
demonic followers. First they stole Austin

'Chronicle' Endorsements 

March 4 primary election 

The Chronicle editorial board offers the following recommendations to our 
readers for the Democratic primary election. We endorse only in contested races, 
and this week add - immediately below - several new endorsements to those that ran in last week’s 
issue. (We found no one on the thin Travis Co. Republican primary ballot that we could unreserv- 
edly support.) Following the new endorsements are abbreviated explanations for the races we 
addressed last week. A full version of all endorsements is available online at austinchronicle.com. 



Texas Supreme Court, Place 7: Sam Houston 

In the quest to unseat incumbent Justice 
Dale Wainwright on the all-Republican Texas 
Supreme Court and to begin the process of 
rebalancing the scales of justice, we support 
the candidacy of Democrat Sam Houston. 
Houston has more than 20 years of experience 
as a civil attorney in Space City and is board- 
certified in personal-injury trial law. We believe 
he has the knowledge and experience neces- 
sary to step into the job on Texas’ highest civil 
bench. Houston’s assessment that the Supremes 
have become “results-oriented” in their han- 
dling of cases, heavily favoring big-business 
defendants, is spot-on. His opponent, Dallas 
attorney Baltasar D. Cruz, is running on a plat- 
form of judicial reform - including a plan to 
change ethics rules to forbid justices from 
accepting campaign contributions from attor- 
neys with cases pending before the court. We 
agree that such reforms must be considered 
but also that turning this court around will 
take some time and is best begun by electing a 
more reserved and even-tempered candidate. 

Texas Supreme Court, Place 8: Linda Yafiez 

To face Republican incumbent Phil Johnson in 
November, Democratic voters have two well- 
qualified jurists to choose from: Galveston Co. 
District Judge Susan Criss and 13th Court of 
Appeals Justice Linda Yafiez. Criss is full of energy 
and ready to run a higher profile campaign than 
usual for the decidedly sedate civil court, and her 
enthusiasm is admirable. However, Yanez’s expe- 
rience as an appellate jurist makes her the candi- 
date best qualified for the job of civil high-court 
justice. Gov. Ann Richards first appointed Yafiez 
to the bench in 1993, making her the first Latina 
appointed to the court and the first woman to sit 
on a Texas appeals bench. She has served well, 
developing a reputation as a reasonable jurist. 
Yafiez’s experience earns our support. 

District Judge, 427th Judicial District: 

Jim Coronado 

Two candidates are vying for the right to face 
incumbent Republican Melissa Goodwin, 
appointed last fall by Gov. Rick Perry to the 
county’s newest felony court, partly to give her 
a leg up in November. Both Dem candidates are 
strong, and it’s a shame that the race thus far 
has largely been obscured on both sides by 
misleading issues: whether Jim Coronado, cur- 
rendy a magistrate, has the technical right to 
call himself a “judge” and whether his oppo- 
nent, defense attorney Karyl Anderson Krug, is 
sufficiently a party “Democrat” to allow her to 
run at all. For voting purposes, the simple 
answers are yes and yes - and each candidate 
has real, substantive claims for the bench. 
Coronado is an experienced attorney, court 


officer, and legal activist who has been centrally 
involved in social-justice issues in and out of 
court for many years; Krug is an experienced 
attorney and expert in criminal law, who appren- 
ticed under Judge Charlie Baird and is a spirited 
and dedicated defender, including in capital 
cases. Either is likely to make a solid opponent 
to Goodwin and a very fine judge in this court. 
That said, on balance, we believe that Coronado 
has the length of service and the breadth of 
legal and community experience to more com- 
pletely deserve our endorsement at this time, 
but Democrats haven’t heard the last of Krug 
and, we expect, will soon be considering her 
again for a judicial race, with good reason. 

Travis County Commissioner, Precinct 3: 
Karen Huber 

Unseating GOP incumbent Gerald Daugherty 
has become increasingly critical to protect 
environmentally sensitive western Travis Coun- 
ty. Daugherty has earned the broader region’s 
ire for favoring development over protection, 
supporting ever more roads, and opposing 
transit. So a Democrat with strong appeal for 
still-conservative western Travis County is 
needed on the November ballot. We endorse 
environmentalist Karen Huber, who has an 
activist but pragmatic agenda for slowing and 
regulating growth, including possible use of 
state health and public safety laws. Her back- 
ground in the real estate industry gives her a 
powerful perspective rarely found in environ- 
mental circles. Her opponent, Albert Gonzales, 
makes much of her recent switch from the 
Republican Party; he contrasts it with his life- 
long Democratic involvement. But his knowl- 
edge of the job and personal passion for it 
don’t match Huber’s. In this conservative pre- 
cinct, a recovering Republican who has “seen 
the green light” can best sway moderate voters 
concerned about paving over the Hill Country. 

Travis Co. Constable, Precinct 1: 

Willie Joe Madison 

As the current chief deputy for this office 
serving East Austin and eastern Travis County, 
Madison would provide a near-seamless transi- 
tion in succeeding Constable Luke Mercer, who 
will retire at the end of the year. Mercer, in fact, 
has endorsed Madison for this seat, as have two 
other longtime constables who work with him 
on various community programs. Madison 
started his constable career as a Precinct 1 vol- 
unteer, which demonstrates his commitment to 
both the office and this largely underserved sec- 
tion of the county. We should also note that his 
better-known Democratic primary opponent, 
Danny Thomas (Janie Serna is the third candi- 
date on the ballot), has a long and valued his- 
tory in both the community and the city at 


large. He’s an ordained minister and a former 
officer with the Austin Police Department, and 
he served two terms as an outspokenly conser- 
vative member of the Austin City Council. The 
precinct would be well-served by either candi- 
date, but we believe Madison’s hands-on expe- 
rience and institutional knowledge of the office 
make him the best person to fill the open seat. 

Travis Co. Constable, Precinct 2: No 
Endorsement 

Two Democrats, Adan Ballesteros and Paul 
Labuda, are running to replace Republican 
incumbent Bob Vann in this North Austin pre- 
cinct. Each is running on a platform of reform 
- promising to make the office more efficient 
and more community-oriented. However, each 
candidate has significant weaknesses. Labuda 
obtained his peace-officer license only last 
month, and while he’s clearly enthusiastic 
about the race, his main motivation for running 
appears to be his desire to oust a Republican 
and not necessarily any real ideas about how or 
why the office isn’t working under Vann’s stew- 
ardship. Ballesteros, on the other hand, has a 
wealth of law-enforcement experience - 27 
years, working with the Texas Department of 
Public Safety, as a lieutenant under Vann in 
Precinct 2, and, currently, as an officer in 
Constable Precinct 3 - but the circumstances 
of his departure from DPS are, at best, puz- 
zling: In court filings responding to Ballesteros’ 
lawsuit (which he lost), the agency said, among 
other things, that Ballesteros had allowed 
cocaine to be smuggled into the country with- 
out interdiction. We’re not entirely convinced 
that the DPS investigation into Ballesteros was 
not at all retaliatory in nature, but we’re still 
not terribly comfortable with Ballesteros’ insis- 
tence that he had no idea drugs were being 
brought into South Texas. Thus, we are declin- 
ing to endorse either candidate in this race. 


Travis Co. Constable, Precinct 3: 
Richard McCain 

McCain first proved his ability to get things 
done in the 2004 general election with his 
stunning upset over the heavily favored 
Republican candidate, Thornton Keel. In this 
year’s Democratic primary, he faces Robert 
Eller, a respected chief deputy constable in 
Precinct 4, whose bid for the seat (as we also 
see in the Precinct 4 race) plays into the 
popular perception that political infighting 
and funding competition among precincts are 
par for the course in counties across Texas. 
McCain touts his record of adding more 
patrols in the growing number of subdivisions 
cropping up in southwest Travis Co. while 
decreasing civil process response times. We 
believe his proactive performance has earned 
him a second term. 

Travis Co. Constable, Precinct 4: 
Maria Canchola 

Canchola, who is seeking her third term, is 
well-known and -liked in Democratic Party 
circles and has a proven record of success in 
running an office that covers South Austin and 
southeast Travis County. She has taken this 
office from a low tech operation with a huge 
backlog of criminal warrants to a much more 
modern-day outfit that runs itself in the spirit 
of efficiency, good government, and commu- 
nity service. Her primary opponent is Alonzo 
“Al” Reyes, a career law-enforcement officer 
who currently serves as a master peace officer 
in the Precinct 3 constable’s office. We have 
no particular beef with Reyes, but Canchola 
has already demonstrated her strengths in run- 
ning this office, and we support her bid for 
another term.

Health Insurance Program. They kept in power the very man who led 
the charge to cut more than 200,000 kids from CHIP in 2003. 

The truth is that Republican members went to Craddick and told 
him they had to put more kids back on the CHIP because they were 
getting killed back in their districts. The vote to fully fund CHIP 
was the precise moment when Democratic members should have 
been fighting tooth and nail to provide every child with health care, 
not settling for a deal Republicans had to pass to save their own 
hides from an angry electorate.

Idea Is Absurd 

Dear Editor, 

In Daniel Mottola’s story about HelioVolt coming to Austin 
[“Solar Celebrity HelioVolt Lands in Austin,” News, Feb. 8], he 
said that one of HelioVolt’s big advantages is that their new thin- 
film solar-power technology “doesn't rely on increasingly scarce 
silicon," as most current solar panels do. Silicon is far from being 
scarce; it is the second most abundant element in the Earth's 
crust (after oxygen) and constitutes about 25% of everything 
around us. Rocks, sand, you name it, they’re mostly made of 
silicon. I'm delighted that HelioVolt is coming to Austin, but the 
idea that anyone is shifting to copper-indium-gallium-selenide solar 
panels because silicon is becoming scarce is just absurd.

[Daniel Mottola responds: Mr. Hunt is correct to point out that raw 
silicon, often sourced from sand, is abundant on Earth. However, 
silicon must be intensively refined in order to be utilized in things like 
photovoltaic crystalline solar panels and computer semiconductors. 
David Brearley, vice president of design for Austin-based solar design 


and installation firm Meridian Energy Systems Inc., explained that 
silicon refineries cost billions of dollars and take years to build. In 
the years since the dot-com bust, he said, a global surplus of refined 
silicon supply has turned into an acute global shortage, thanks 
mainly to the explosive growth of the solar industry (approximately 
40% annually). Brearley said the refined silicon shortage has heavily 
hindered the PV industry’s growth for the last four years especially. 
In 2008, experts finally expect supplies to grow. He added that PV 
manufacturers have to compete with computer semiconductor pro- 
ducers for refined silicon supply, though solar-grade silicon requires 
less refining. PV companies had historically bought refined silicon on 
the spot market with no guarantee of supply, while many semicon- 
ductor firms had long-term contracts, he said. So in essence, it's not 
silicon that’s been in short supply but rather refined silicon.]

Doesn't Like Endorsement

As someone who reads the Chronicle for a 
progressive take on current events. I was disap- 
pointed in your endorsement of Rick Noriega over 
Ray McMurrey for the U.S. Senate [“‘Chronicle’ 
Endorsements," News, Feb. 15]. McMurrey is a 
true progressive who supports publicly financed 
elections, single-payer national health care, and 
a 15-month timetable for withdrawal from Iraq. 
Noriega has only spoken in the vaguest generali- 
ties about clean elections and health care and 
twice refused at a debate last week to commit 
to a timetable for bringing home the troops.

By far the most frustrating justification for the 
Chronicle’s endorsement of Noriega is the claim 
that he is the only candidate with any chance 
to beat John Cornyn, and as good Democrats, 
we should be more concerned with picking up 
a Senate seat than with promoting progressive 
values.

In contrast, Ray McMurrey has advocated 
for a truly progressive platform from day one. It’s 
a shame that the only candidate who has a com- 
pelling progressive vision for this country is not 
worthy of the Chronicle's endorsement.

Early voting began this week in the 
Democratic and Republican primary elections, 
if you don't want to wait until election day, 
March 4. See voting information and the 
Chronicle endorsements, p.6. 

The Texas presidential campaign shifts into 
high gear today (Thursday), as Hillary Clinton and 
Barack Obama debate on the UT campus, broad- 
cast by CNN. If you do not have a ticket already 
... there are debate-watching parties around 
town. See "Happenings," p.30. Lloyd Doggett 
announced Wednesday afternoon that he has 
pledged his superdelegate vote to Barack Obama. 

In Tuesday's Wisconsin Democratic primary, 
Obama defeated Clinton (58% to 41%), and 
John McCain (55%) whupped Huckabee (37%) 
and Ron Paul (5%). 

Looks like there will be no City Charter 
amendments on the May city ballot after all; 
the election falls less than two years after the 
last such vote; see below. 

The Austin Independent School District 
announced on Tuesday that Superintendent Pat 
Forgione will retire next year. In a press release, 
the district said, “Dr. Forgione informted the 
board during its executive session last evening 
in order to give the board ample time to select a 
strong successor and for that successor to work 
with Dr. Forgione to provide the smooth transi- 
tion the Austin School District deserves.” 

NAKED CITY 


Need another reason to hate Wal-Mart and 
Lincoln Property? OK: One of Travis County's 
busiest early-voting sites is consistently 
Northcross Mall. Oops, make that was - 
thanks to the construction under way on the 
property, that is no longer an option. For the 
upcoming election, the county was forced to 
move two blocks west to the less convenient 
and less visible Ben Hur Shriners Hall at 
7811 Rockwood. (OK, let’s be fair - this likely 
would have happened at some point anyway. 
But we’d be more accepting if Lincoln had pro- 
posed a good redevelopment for Northcross.) 
Other early-voting moves: Rather than continu- 
ing their exile to portable buildings in the park- 
ing lot of the East Seventh Street HEB, county 
officials moved that voting location one block 
north to the Parque Zaragoza Recreation 
Center, 2608 Gonzales. Also, after being gone 
for a few election cycles, early voting returns to 
Hancock Center (North 1-35 at 41st). But 
instead of HEB, it’s now in the tiny Washington 
Mutual Bank branch. Early voting runs through 
Feb. 29. See p.6 for a full list of early-voting 
sites. For more election news, see p.20.

Good news and bad news for pressure group 
Stop Domain Subsidies in its efforts to block 
the city from entering into retail subsidy agree- 
ments with developers. On Feb. 19, Austin City 
Clerk Shirley Gentry confirmed the group had 
collected the 18,433 signatures to get a City 
Charter amendment onto the ballot to prevent 
the city from entering into or honoring econom- 
ic-development agreements for any project 
where the money would go to the developer 
rather than the retailers.

Unjust war and torture 
degrades us all

Perhaps while we’re all busy this week pre- 
maturely celebrating the end of the Bush 
administration - still quite a few miles of bad 
road ahead - it’s a cautionary moment to 
remind ourselves just how bad things have 
gotten. Last week, the Defense Department 
announced its intention to try the six accused 
al Qaeda plotters, now in high-security resi- 
dence at Guantanamo Bay. The six, most 
prominently the notorious Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed - purported “mastermind” of 
the 9/11 attacks on New York and Washington 
- are relatively recent additions to 
Guantanamo, having previously been held at 
unidentified “black site” prisons abroad. The 
government says it plans to pursue capital 
prosecutions in military tribunals of the six 
men, although it has some technical legal 
problems. There’s this niggling little matter 
(as the government frankly admits) that it 
acquired the evidence against the six men 
partly through torture: sleep deprivation, 
extreme temperatures, stress positions, noise, 
various forms of psychological abuse, and the 
ever-popular (since the Torquemada adminis- 
tration) water-boarding. 

Not to worry. The Pentagon has assembled 
legal “clean teams” to revisit all the accused, 
regain their trust by polite conversation, and 
convince them to rehearse all they told their 
original interrogators, this time out of the 
goodness of their hearts. If you’re just a trifle 
skeptical, you’re not alone. The U.S. plan is 
being roundly denounced around the world, 
and the response isn’t much better at home. 
New York constitutional scholar Samuel 
Issacharoff told The New York Times , “There’s 
no such thing as a do-over when you have an 
abuse of fundamental rights.” John Hutson, a 
retired Navy rear admiral and judge advocate 
general, even more bluntly told the Washington 
Post, “Once you torture someone, it is hard to 
un-torture them.” 

I asked Austin attorney Dicky Grigg, who has 
worked pro bono on behalf of a few of the 
much less notorious Guantanamo prisoners 
(the overwhelming majority), for his reaction to 
the pending trials. He acknowledged that a few 
of the prisoners are undoubtedly “real bad 
men,” and though he has no way of knowing 
the evidence against Mohammed and the rest, 
it appears that they may well be “real terror- 
ists” at least partly responsible for 9/11. “But 
the sad part of it is,” he continued, “that 
because of the U.S. government’s behavior, 
instead of the world’s focus being on the terri- 
ble loss of life [in 9/11] and what these men 
may have done, the focus will be on whether 
they can possibly get a fair trial and whether 
and how badly they were tortured.” 

Echoing the judgment of Secretary of Defense 
Robert Gates, who reluctantly inherited 
Guantanamo from Donald Rumsfeld, Grigg

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said, “I don’t believe the world will 
believe that anything that comes out of 
Guantanamo is legitimate.” 

Unconstitutional 

Grigg is one of hundreds of U.S. 
lawyers who are volunteer members of 
the “Guantanamo Bar Association,” 
organized by the Center for 
Constitutional Rights to do what they 
can on behalf of the Guantanamo 
detainees. His clients have been 
Afghans - “dirt farmers,” Grigg 
describes them in his frank West Texas 
way - who were not captured in com- 
bat but were turned over to the U.S. by 
Afghan or Pakistani “bounty hunters,” 
like 90% of the Guantanamo prisoners, 
who originally numbered about 750 
(about 250 remain). In his frequent 
talks about the history, Grigg displays 
a leaflet promising great wealth to any- 
one turning in terrorist suspects to 
U.S. forces. The government’s own 
documents reflect that a majority of 
the prisoners were innocent of any 
hostile acts against the United States 
and that less than 10% had any asso- 
ciation with al Qaeda. Only 10 have 
been charged with any crime, and 
none has been tried or had any sort of 
fair hearing. Their incarceration, treat- 
ment, and dismal circumstances are 
completely illegal under both interna- 
tional and U.S. law. 

Indeed, the headline-grabbing “high- 
value” prisoners provide a misleading 
impression of the circumstances of 
most of the prisoners. Barring action by 
the Supreme Court or Congress, Grigg 
has written, most of the prisoners will 
never receive even a fair hearing on their 
alleged crimes. “Ironically, the ‘high 
level’ detainees brought to Guantanamo 
[in late 2006] from secret prisons in 
foreign countries will have their cases 
heard before a military tribunal.” 

No such luck for Grigg’s clients. 
After more than three years of impris- 
onment, including torture and sexual 
humiliation, his first client, a 56-year- 
old father of nine, was finally returned 
to Afghanistan as inexplicably as he 
was originally incarcerated - and 


immediately released by the Afghan 
government. The second was released 
and imprisoned there. (Grigg has just 
accepted a third client, of whom he 
yet knows little.) Given the circum- 
stances at the prison and the mili- 
tary’s approach to evidence, Grigg 
and his colleagues are able to do little 
in an orthodox legal way to assist 
their clients, but he believes the pub- 
lic pressure created by the 
Guantanamo Bar Association has 
helped some to freedom. 

No Remorse 

Asked by the BBC last week whether, 
in light of these documented (and 
admitted) abuses of human rights, the 
United States can still claim the moral 
high ground against its enemies, Bush 
responded: “Absolutely. We believe in 
human rights and human dignity.” 
Grigg, with a little closer knowledge of 
the distance between U.S. rhetoric and 
actions, describes Guantanamo as “the 
symbol of the executive branch’s refus- 
al to follow the rule of law and a stain 
on the U.S., its moral authority, and its 
international reputation.” 

Grigg is notably nonpartisan in his 
criticism, employing a quote from John 
McCain to headline his presentations 
on Guantanamo: “It’s not about them; 
it’s about us.” He says that while some 
overreaction to the 9/11 attacks was 
initially understandable, “Every time 
we abandon the rule of law, we always 
end up causing ourselves severe prob- 
lems and doing a lot of damage to our 
moral authority and reputation.” He 
believes that while some of the admin- 
istration’s reluctance to back down is 
ideological, and some obviously politi- 
cal, it also seems more simply that 
“nobody wants to admit that they’re 
wrong.” 

For that craven bureaucratic senti- 
ment, we’re refusing to outlaw torture 
and putting people on show trial for 
their lives. ■

BESIDE THE POINT 

Affordable? If You Have to Ask

This is the way the Tobyocracy ends. 

Not with a bang but a whimper. 

That was the lesson learned Thursday, as Toby 
Futrell’s reign over City Hall’s Dream Kingdom came 
to a quiet, not entirely silent twilight. Although the out- 
going city manager expressly forbade any flowery 
words on her behalf, council scheduled a stealth 
appearance from troubadours Kelly Willis and Bruce 
Robison to wish Futrell “Happy Trails.” (Likely whis- 
tling “Take This Job and Shove It," Council Member 
Mike Martinez was up and gone from the hoedown, 
as was Jennifer Kim, ill all day with the flu.) Pleased 
with his skill at subterfuge, party planner Brewster 
McCracken marveled at the pains 
he took to keep Futrell in the dark, 
boasting that no one in her office 
knew, while other staffers were 
secretly assigned to keep her on 
the premises. Ah, the pains one 
must take to ensure an employee 
shows up for a half-million-dollar 
separation check. 

Welcome Marc Ott: For thine is 
now the kingdom. 

Beyond this tender farewell, 
council plowed through longstand- 
ing development conceptions: A 
protracted PowerPoint presenta- 
tion reviewed the still-in-progress 
Downtown Plan from ROMA 
Design Group, while later, council 
took more definitive action on the 
Green Water Treatment Plant. 

Assistant City Manager Laura 
Huffman walked council through 
some recent changes to the request for proposals for 
purchase and redevelopment of the plant, a few 
blocks west of City Hall; if financing the move of an 
Austin Energy electric control center on the site 
didn’t excitedly speak to Austin’s shared community 
values, etc., maybe the affordable-housing provi- 
sions did. In addition to using 40% of the city's sale 
profits on affordable housing in the “urban core,” the 
request for proposal is slated to contain 10% afford- 
able rentals for those earning 80% of median family 
income, plus the allure of “public-private partner- 
ships" to potentially go even lower. 

“It will likely be the biggest development in the his- 
tory of Downtown Austin,” McCracken said. “It will be 
a development that’s for everybody." Much like the 
massive infill development of Mueller, it raises the 


impertinent question: If you can’t build affordably in 
this town on government-owned land, where in the hell 
can you? “It’s not going to be shopping for rich peo- 
ple, housing for rich people. It’s going to be for the 
entire community,” McCracken continued, carrying the 
varietal boho sampler reliably referenced as compris- 
ing the State of Downtown to Come: “musicians and 
filmmakers and artists,” plus some city employees 
lucky enough to walk to work (i.e., with his temporary 
residence at the AMLI, the Marc Ott commute). Can it 
happen this time? Council has one ace up its sleeve: 
McCracken spoke of the need for an “anchor retailer 
that’s there for everybody . . . the kind of place that the 
entire community would be able to 
shop at.” Maybe if Wal-Mart moves 
to Green from Northcross, the 
condo aesthetes will scramble, 
leaving vacancies in their wake. 
There was less-welcome develop- 
ment news for Webberville, in 
eastern Travis County: Worsening 
months of Webbervillian worries 
that Austin would use property it 
owns out there for a landfill, 
Austin’s now eyeing a landfill and/or 
a wastewater-treatment plant, if not 
a power plant. Nothing’s near final- 
ized, but a presentation from 
Community Services Assistant City 
Manager Bert Lumbreras made 
clear the capital city is anticipating 
heavy infrastructure on the 3,000-or- 
so-acre site - and not giving 
Webberville’s buyout offer on the 
tract as much as a courtesy flush. 

Lastly, passed on consent was language setting 
presentation and public discussion of charter-amend- 
ing single-member districts for the next council 
meeting, Feb. 28. Council Member Mike Martinez 
favors a scheme of six districts plus two at-large 
seats (bringing the dais to a manageable nine, count- 
ing the mayor - hardly the bureaucratic cluster bomb 
the Statesman cowers in fear of). While never igniting 
public debate in ways Martinez imagined, a town hall 
meeting on single-member districts this Tuesday per- 
haps means the debate won’t quite end the way this 
item was passed - without discussion. 

The single-member district town hall takes place 
Tuesday, Feb. 26, 6pm, at the Austin Energy Building, 
721 Barton Springs Rd.

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That same day, city legal announced that, oops, there can’t be any charter 
amendments on the May ballot, as there have to be two years between such 
votes. This year's election is scheduled for May 10 - three days short of the 
two-year anniversary. So while Stop Domain Subsidies hoped to have the 
proposition on the May ballot, they’ll have to wait until November. “Everyone 
was caught out by this,” said group founder Brian Rodgers.

Karen Bunton, 40, entered a plea of guilty on Feb. 14 and was sentenced to 
15 years in prison for tampering with evidence in connection with the 2006 
murder of her 22-year-old niece, Latoya Finley. Finley, an aspiring singer- 
songwriter, left Austin in February 2006, heading to Los Angeles to make con- 
nections; she never got there. Instead, she was beaten and smothered by 
Bunton’s husband, 26-year-old Tony Holmes. Her body was stuffed in the 
trunk of her Hyundai sedan, which Bunton and Holmes then drove around in, 
back and forth to Abilene, for more than a month before they were finally 
pulled over by Abilene police and subsequently arrested. The pair was 
charged with capital murder; in a plea deal, prosecutors dropped that charge 
against Bunton. Holmes pleaded guilty to Finley’s murder and last week was 
sentenced to 60 years in prison. -Jordan Smith 

The AISD board of trustees approved a plan last Monday to reduce overcrowd- 
ing at Linder and Walnut Creek elementary schools. The plan will shrink 
the attendance boundary for the schools, which have been operating at 155% 
capacity, and enlarge the boundaries of nearby Brooke, Metz, and Sanchez 
elementaries, which have all been operating below capacity. Fifth-graders at 
Linder won’t be moved next year and will remain with their classmates through 
middle and high school. Trustees also agreed to move the 210 students in 
the Vietnamese Bilingual Program at Walnut Creek to Summitt Elementary. 
Walnut Creek is at 119% capacity, while Summitt is at 67%. - Michael May 

Local TV stations are refusing to broadcast a commercial from People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Animals, which links buying a dog from a breeder 
with the death of dogs in animal shelters. Titled “Buy One, Get One Killed,” 
the spot shows a couple with a young girl buying a canine. With the deal 
complete, the breeder dumps a large black body bag on the desk. “And 
here’s the dog you just killed," he says. “When you buy a dog from a breeder, 
you kill a dog in a shelter.” The spot ends with, "Four million unadopted ani- 
mals are killed in shelters every year. Adopt. Never buy.” PETA specifically 
wanted to show the ads in Austin, home to Uno, the much-hailed beagle that 
won best in show at the Westminster Kennel Club dog show last week. But 
Austin’s network affiliates rejected the 30-second ad, apparently due to the 
disturbing imagery. (Local station execs did not immediately return calls seek- 
ing comments.) “It is the stark reality of the overpopulation crisis,” said PETA 
spokeswoman Melissa Karpel. PETA is still trying to place the ad on local 
cable systems; they tried to run the spot in Washington, D.C., but it was 
rejected by every station except the CBS affiliate. The ad did run on the USA 
Network, however, Karpel says. Check out www.peta.org to view the spot.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Here’s another howler - the largest recall of beef in U.S. history has taken 
place as a result of an undercover investigation by the Humane Society of the 
United States that went public earlier this month, uncovering extreme and 
repeated acts of animal cruelty at a Southern California slaughterhouse, 
despite the presence of U.S. Department of Agriculture inspectors. Workers at 
the now-shuttered Westland/Hallmark Meat Co. were videotaped abusing 
downed cows (or those too sick or injured to walk), engaging in acts including 
beatings, applying electric shocks to the cows’ faces and eyes, and ramming 
them with forklifts. Workers were forcing the downed cows to walk to slaughter, 
even though it’s known that such animals may carry bovine spongiform enceph- 
alopathy (aka mad cow disease). Last Friday, San Bernardino County District 
Attorney Michael Ramos charged one slaughter-plant employee with five felony 
counts under California's anti-cruelty statute and three misdemeanor counts for 
abusing animals, while another worker received three downed-animal-abuse 
misdemeanor charges. The Humane Society is now calling on Congress to 
enact two pieces of pending farm-animal-welfare legislation: the Downed Animal 
and Food Safety Protection Act and the Farm Animal Stewardship Purchasing 
Act.

Controversial Harris Co. District Attorney Chuck Rosenthal has left the build- 
ing. That’s right, the man who has proudly led the nation in the number of 
inmates sent to death row has resigned his position as top law enforcer in 
Houston amid questions about his integrity and judgment, as well as an ongo- 
ing investigation into his conduct by the Texas attorney general, reports the 
Houston Chronicle. In his resignation letter, Rosenthal blamed his indiscretions 
on drugs. Prescription drugs, that is: “Although I have enjoyed excellent medi- 
cal and pharmacological treatment, I have come to learn that the particular 
combination of drugs prescribed for me in the past has caused some impair- 
ment in my judgment," he wrote (that, or perhaps he's just a mean and spite- 
ful guy). Rosenthal's troubles began in December when a host of e-mails he'd 
written on his public machine were made part of public record in a pending 
federal lawsuit - including a handful of suggestive notes written to his execu- 
tive assistant, for whom, apparently, the married Chuck had the hots. Harris 
Co. GOP officials pressured Rosenthal to remove his name from the primary 
ballot, making him a lame duck. But less than a week later, more e-mails were 
released, including one where Chuck was asking prosecutors for help arrang- 


ing a barbecue kickoff for his re-election campaign, reports Texas Lawyer, even 
though Texas law forbids using state equipment for campaign purposes. That 
got the attention of the AG’s office, which announced that it would be investi- 
gating whether Rosenthal's campaign e-mails constituted “official miscon- 
duct.” According to the Houston Chronicle, Rosenthal decided to resign in 
response to the AG's offer to call off its investigation if he would step down. 
Really, its a win-win for all of us - don’t let the door hit you, Chuck! - J.S. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission announced on Feb. 13 that it has 
suspended its Feb. 25 deadline for public petitions and intervention in the 
South Texas Project permitting case. NRC spokesman Victor Dricks said 
the suspension was based on a request by the applicant that the NRC post- 
pone its review of the plant’s safety documents. On Feb. 8, the environmen- 
tal group Sustainable Energy & Economic Development Coalition filed a 
motion to suspend the deadline. “The STP application was so full of holes, 
the NRC said they were planning on suspending their own internal review of 
the application. Opponents would have been required to develop their list of 
contentions or problem based on an incomplete application by the 25th. That 
was an impossible and illogical burden," said SEED Director Karen Hadden. 
“We are delighted with this victory, but this is only a temporary pause in the 
battle against this unneeded, budget-breaking, radioactive-waste producing, 
water-guzzling nuclear plant.” - D.M. 

This just blew in: Not only does Texas produce more wind power than any 
other state in the U.S., but Texas increased its wind-power capacity in 2007 
by 59%, more than twice as much as any other state, installing nearly 3 bil- 
lion dollars' worth of windmills and hardware, reports the American Wind 
Energy Association. Texas’ wind farms represent 26% of the nation’s overall 
wind-power capacity, and those 4,356 megawatts of energy are enough to 
power a million Texas homes. AWEA says plans to add new transmission 
lines are set to be finalized by state regulators this year, which will help facili- 
tate the 3,064 MW of new wind-farm plans made during 2007, but that 
extensions of federal production tax credits, dropped out of the recent energy 
bill during partisan wrangling, are desperately needed to sustain growth. New 
and existing wind projects could reduce wholesale power costs by more than 
$1 billion per year while reducing statewide power-plant emissions by 5%, 
AWEA says. See www.awea.org for more. - D.M. 

Speaking of plant emissions, aside from carbon dioxide and smog, mercury 
- a potent neurotoxin chiefly affecting unborn and developing children - is 
viewed by watchdogs as among the most imminent threats posed by coal- 
burning power plants. A federal appeals court recently struck down the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s so-called Clean Air Mercury Rule, 
which, instead of mandating the Maximum Achievable Control Technology 
for limiting power-plant mercury pollution (expected to cut emissions by 
90% if enacted), exempted plants from the Clean Air Act and allowed oper- 
ators to buy emission credits in a cap-and-trade system. Fifteen U.S. 
states challenged the EPA rule, which the court found to be in violation of 
federal law. According to Environmental Defense, one of the plaintiff 
groups, the EPA used language drafted by industry attorneys for the rule. 
Local mercury-pollution reformer Karen Hadden said: “This is a big victory 
for Texas children. Texas leads the nation in emissions from power-plant 
mercury, and childhood autism in Texas is increasing.” Said Sierra Club 
analyst Alice McKeown, “Claims of ‘clean coal’ will now be put to the test,” 
adding that new regulations will test whether coal is still viable in a cleaner 
energy future. - D.M. 

The votes are in: Pretending to drown someone by sealing up their mouth 
and pouring water down their nostrils is torture, after all. The U.S. Senate, 
by a slim 51-45 margin, voted last week to ban water-boarding, an inter- 
rogation technique dating back to the Spanish Inquisition, which has been 
mimicked by infamous human-rights violators such as the gestapo and the 
Khmer Rouge. The new intelligence legislation limits the interrogation tech- 
niques the CIA can use to the 19 allowed by the Army handbook. President 
Bush has already threatened to veto any legislation limiting the agency's 
interrogation methods, and he is joined in his opposition by presidential 
hopeful John McCain, who is no stranger to torture because of his stay at 
a Vietnamese prison. The Senate also approved new rules last week to ret- 
roactively protect telecom companies from lawsuits for cooperating with 
the government on telephone and e-mail surveillance without a court order. 
So far, there have been around 40 such lawsuits from customers who 
claim their rights under privacy and wiretapping laws were violated.

A U.S. district judge refused last Thursday to dismiss the Target Corp. from 
a lawsuit filed on behalf of cleaning crews in Austin and other Texas cities 
who were denied thousands in wages and overtime. Target contends it isn’t 
responsible for paying the workers, since they were employed through Jim’s 
Maintenance Service, a contractor. The judge ruled otherwise, saying there 
was sufficient evidence to conclude the workers were employed by both Jim’s 
and Target. Cleaning crews reported directly to Target managers, who set 
shift lengths, sometimes as long as 10 hours, by locking janitors in over- 
night. According to court documents, crew members worked 50-70 hours per 
week and were paid on a semimonthly basis that amounted to less than the 
federal minimum wage. When Target terminated its contract with Jim’s - 
effectively putting the company out of business - it also withheld nearly half 
a million dollars in wages for the month of May 2006, which the company 
used to pay its lawyers. Target has been ordered to enter into mediation with 
the workers to settle the dispute. - J.W.

Hope vs. (bitter) experience 


If you’ve stumbled unaware into our online 
reader forums lately, you already know that 
the Democratic primary race for Travis County 
Constable Precinct 2 has become a nasty 
fight between Adan Ballesteros and Paul 
Labuda, competing to face Republican incum- 
bent Bob Vann in November. The online criti- 
cism, in all directions, has grown from flame 
war to all-out assault - histrionic critiques of 
each candidate’s qualifications and especially 
their characters. Labuda is blasted as an 
inexperienced dolt, while Ballesteros' termina- 
tion from the Texas Department of Public 
Safety nearly a decade ago has provided fuel 
for allegations that he is either corrupt or in 
fact a criminal. Disregarding the more inflam- 
matory personal attacks, each candidate has 
his own strengths and weaknesses and his 
own particular vision of what the constabulary 
should be doing to serve county residents. 

The constable’s office is akin to a judicial- 
branch cop shop - serving civil process and 
misdemeanor criminal warrants and tracking 
down school truants; it’s an underappreciated 
but necessary job. The candidates for 
Precinct 2 each would like to see the statuto- 
ry mission expanded; both envision an office 
more involved in the community. There the 
similarities end. 

Thirty-six-year-old Paul Labuda's background 
is in the tech industry. He spent seven years 
at Dell before moving into network administra- 
tion; he now works for a small Austin soft- 
ware company. He has no law enforcement 
background but says that doesn't mean he 
isn’t qualified to be a constable. He notes that 
popular (and unopposed) Precinct 5 Con- 
stable Bruce Elfant didn't have any law 
enforcement experience either when he first 
won the job 15 years ago. In January, Labuda 
obtained a peace-officer license, according to 
records from the Texas Commission on Law 
Enforcement Officer Standards and Education. 
Labuda says his lack of law enforcement 
experience is in fact a strength: Precinct 2 
needs an overhaul, he says, and his “fresh 


perspective” offers him the chance to provide 
the "purest top-down evaluation” of the office. 
As constable, he would respect the experi- 
ence of his deputies in daily responsibilities 
and would focus much of his own attention on 
raising the profile of the office within the com- 
munity. He'd like to perform home-security 
audits for Precinct 2 residents and have his 
deputies help with school-zone traffic enforce- 
ment when possible. 

Labuda says he’s running primarily because 
he wants to oust the Republican incumbent - 
if Travis Co. is to be truly “blue,” voters need 
to erase the red blot in North Austin. Until 
then, he is short on precise criticism of the 
office. “I’m the boundless hope that everyone 
likes to criticize,” Labuda concluded, “but 
enthusiasm can get a lot done.” 

In contrast, 51-year-old Adan Ballesteros 
has 27 years of law enforcement experience: 
He served with the DPS from 1979 until 
1998, has worked as a private security train- 
er, worked for eight years as a lieutenant in 
the Precinct 2 office he now seeks to man- 
age, and is currently a senior officer in the 
Precinct 3 office of Constable Richard 
McCain. Ordinarily, such credentials would 
make Ballesteros the candidate to beat. 
However, the circumstances surrounding his 
termination from DPS in 1998 have called his 
integrity and his candidacy into question. 

According to DPS, Ballesteros, while work- 
ing as a narcotics investigator in the Valley in 
the early Nineties, acted without authority to 
allow several shipments of drugs - including 
several thousand pounds of cocaine - to be 
smuggled into Texas without law enforcement 
interdiction and without DPS authority. The 
agency sustained five out of six formal com- 
plaints about Ballesteros (also including poor 
investigative techniques and insufficient 
accountability). Ballesteros appealed his ter- 
mination but was rejected by the state Public 
Safety Commission. 

Ballesteros insists there is no truth to the 
DPS allegations. The drug charge, he says, 



was conjured by a former confidential infor- 
mant angry that Ballesteros wouldn’t help get 
him out of prison on an unrelated case. At 
the time the drugs were alleged to have been 
brought into the country, Ballesteros says, he 
was working with a Drug Enforcement 
Administration agent who, as lead officer, 
would approve any undercover smuggling. 
Ballesteros insists he played no active role in 
any unlawful smuggling. He says his DPS 
supervisors used the bogus information as a 
way to squeeze him out of the agency, in an 
illegal retaliation. According to Ballesteros, 
when he was promoted to lieutenant at the 
Austin Narcotics Training Center in 1993, he 
was told by supervisors to fire a female assis- 
tant who had filed a sexual-harassment com- 
plaint against his predecessor. “Make her 
miserable,” he says he was told. He refused 
and ran afoul of DPS’s old-boy network. 

Ballesteros sued DPS for unlawful termina- 
tion but lost. Federal Magistrate Judge Robert 
Pitman ruled that Ballesteros had failed to 
demonstrate a causal connection between the 
alleged order to fire Wendy Raumaker in 1993 
and his termination five years later. Still, 
there’s no clear evidence that Ballesteros 
ever did anything wrong; in 1998, when the 
DPS appealed to the Texas Workforce Com- 
mission for permission to cease paying bene- 


fits to Ballesteros, the TWC rejected the 
appeal, noting that the DPS investigation was 
both belated and unpersuasive. 

Ballesteros points out that if the charges 
were true, why would he run for office, know- 
ing that all this would come out? He sees the 
race as a chance to clear his name as well as 
an opportunity to turn around Precinct 2. (He 
left the office last fall, under strained circum- 
stances, saying he was again forced out 
because he’d raised questions about sexual 
harassment in the office.) Ballesteros says he 
will ensure “diligent” service and would like to 
develop a “flexible payment plan” for people 
who owe money on misdemeanor warrants - 
a move that he says would help ease jail over- 
crowding. He’d also like to make the office 
more community-friendly. 

Labuda notes that Vann has already spent 
nearly $470 in campaign cash on open 
records from DPS and says he assumes that 
means Vann is waiting in the wings, ready to 
attack Ballesteros in the general election 
campaign. The only chance to change things, 
he says, is to vote Labuda in the primary: 

He's a blank slate, he says, and there's noth- 
ing Vann can use against him - except, per- 
haps, that he has no experience at all.

Supreme Attention Dems 

PLACE 7: 

JUSTICE AND PROCEDURES 

In the race for Texas Supreme Court Place 7, two Democrats 
are competing for a chance to face six-year incumbent 
Republican Justice Dale Wainwright in November. Sam 
Houston, a mellow and reserved historical namesake from 
Houston, has been practicing civil law - including malpractice, 
business litigation, and general liability cases - for more than 
20 years and is board-certified in personal-injury trial law. Like 
the other Dems running for Texas’ highest civil appellate court, 
Houston is running as a candidate who can return some bal- 
ance to the all-Republican, uber-business-friendly court. His 
bid for the job has been endorsed by the Harris County 
Democrats, a handful of Austin Dem clubs, and the Texas AFL- 
CIO. Houston told the Houston Chronicle that the civil high 
court is now stacked with judges whose approach to handling 
cases is “results-oriented” and "activist” and has said he's 
particularly appalled by the number of jury verdicts the court 
has overturned (in 2005-06 term, the court ruled for civil 
defendants a whopping 84% of the time, according to Texas 
Watch). “In my view, and in the view of many others, the cur- 
rent Supreme Court of Texas has been undermining the jury 
system, particularly in civil trials, and this has been of great 


for the Court 

concern to me, both as a lawyer and as a citizen,” Houston 
says. (More on Houston at www.samhoustonforjustice.com.) 

Facing Houston in the primary is the more gregarious 
Baltasar D. Cruz, a Dallas attorney who has been in civil prac- 
tice for 17 years. Cruz is effusive (“overly verbose,” said The 
Dallas Morning News, in endorsing Houston) about what he 
would like to see happen with Texas’ Supreme Court. He too 
aims to restore balance to the GOP hotbed that is the court, 
but he's aiming his primary guns at altering court procedures, 
rules, and ethics. Cruz would like to install sound and video 
recording, not only in the Supreme Court but all Texas courts, 
as a way to provide “meaningful [public] access to courts”; he 
would like to change the court’s code of conduct to forbid its 
justices from taking campaign contributions from any lawyers 
with cases pending before the court; and, he'd like to see the 
Supreme Court institute a so-called submission docket, where 
many pretrial issues are taken care of in written form - by the 
submission of motions and replies the justices read before sub- 
mitting and order. (The court is responsible for revising many 
state court rules, including those on civil procedure.) The sub- 
mission docket would cut down on court costs, Cruz says. And, 
he says, he would use his position to “encourage trial courts 
throughout Texas to change the way in which they operate.” 


PLACE 8: KINDS OF EXPERIENCE 

It’s no secret that the Texas Supreme Court is a really nice 
place to be if your business is big - for example, a big insur- 
ance company - but it’s not such a nice place to land if you’re 
anyone else - like a consumer, for example, or a working-class 
stiff. It’s also no secret that the currently all-Republican court 
is, embarrassingly, nearly devoid of intellectual dissension - 
incredibly, during their last term, the justices ruled unanimous- 
ly 90% of the time (and against consumers in 84% of the 
cases). Finally, it’s also true that things are unlikely to change 
dramatically in this election year. However, there are a few 
Democratic challengers out there, including two well-qualified 
contenders for Place 8, where Texas’ 13th Court of Appeals 
Justice Linda Yanez faces Galveston Co. District Judge 
Susan Criss for the chance to face off in November with GOP 
Justice Phil Johnson, appointed to the bench by Gov. Rick 
Perry in March 2005. 

Yanez was first appointed to the appellate bench in 1993 by 
then-Gov. Ann Richards - the first Latina on a Texas appeal 
bench and the first woman appointed to the 13th Court. She 
has a lengthy and impressive resume and an appealing per- 
sonal story: As a child, she picked cotton in the fields of 
South Texas and veggies in the fields of northern Illinois; after 
law school she did legal aid work first in Chicago, before

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returning south to work with Texas Rural Legal 
Aid. In 1993, she served on incoming 
President Bill Clinton’s transition team, bring- 
ing the newly elected president up to speed 
on immigration issues, and taught as a clini- 
cal instructor at Harvard Law School. She has 
served on the appeals-court bench for 14 
years and has written nearly 800 opinions. 

Criss served as both a prosecutor and 
defense attorney before she was first elected 
to the Galveston Co. bench in 1998, where 
she presides over criminal and civil matters - 
she is currently 
presiding over 
cases related to 
the 2005 BP refin- 
ery explosion in 
Texas City. Criss 
says her 20 years 
working in court- 
rooms combined 
with her experi- 
ence as a trial 
judge puts her in 
the best position 
to take on the 
role of a Texas 
Supreme. “The 
Texas Supreme 
Court decides 
whether trials 
were conducted 
fairly and accord- 
ing to the law," 
she told The 
Dallas Morning 
News. “I know 
what happens in 
the real world of 
the courtroom. I 
have done much 
more than read transcripts of trials. And I can- 
not be outworked in a campaign.” So far, Criss 
has raised slightly more than $300,000 in 
campaign cash. 

According to Yafiez, however, her lengthy 
career on the bench makes her the clear 
choice to win in March, the best suited to take 
on Johnson in November, and best poised to 
“bring balance” back to the Supreme Court 
bench: She is the only candidate with appel- 
late experience, and her legal career is 
defined by serving as the “voice of the voice- 
less,” she told the Morning News. “I thus 
understand the plight of consumers, patients, 
and workers - both in their daily lives and 
when confronted with challenging corporate 
America in the courts.” - Jordan Smith 



Noriega vs. McMurrey Shadowboxing 


In Billy Lee Brammer’s classic 1961 novel 
about Texas politics and Austin, The Gay 
Place , U.S. Sen. Neil Christiansen consults 
with the Texas governor who appointed him, 
Arthur “Goddamn” Fenstemaker - a fiction- 
alized version of LBJ - about his upcoming 
election challenge; “Shouldn't I debate him?” 
Christiansen asks. “Oh hell no,” Fenstemaker 
replies. “You’re above all that now.” 

Then as now, in the political world, Fenste- 
maker’s wisdom is also conventional wisdom: 

If you’re the front-runner with the name ID, you 
have nothing to gain and everything to lose by 
agreeing to a debate with your unknown oppo- 
nent. No point in letting the underdog turn in a 
sterling performance and gain some traction. 
Real-life Democratic U.S. Senate candidate 
Rick Noriega learned that lesson Wednesday 
night. After his campaign had said the five- 
term state representative from Houston wasn't 
likely to debate his leading challenger, Corpus 
Christi schoolteacher Ray McMurrey, Noriega 


finally relented and took on his rival last week 
in Jester Auditorium on the UT-Austin campus. 
(The other two Democrats, Gene Kelly and 
Rhett Smith, were not invited, since they’re 
both perennial hobbyist candidates.) The 
result? McMurrey’s Rocky Balboa landed some 
solid punches on Noriega's Apollo Creed. 
Fortunately for Noriega, there weren't that 
many people there to see it - the auditorium 
was less than half full, and the event wasn’t 
televised, although Noriega’s campaign did 
net-cast the debate live from its website. 

Noriega's biggest problem - one he really 
needs to fix before he faces incumbent John 
Cornyn, which I'm still assuming will happen - 
is that his answers are squishy. McMurrey 
directly challenged Noriega, and Noriega stren- 
uously avoided returning the fight, almost 
ignoring his primary opponent and acting as 
though it was Cornyn on the stage with him. 

A prime example: While most of the ques- 
tions came from the audience, at the end of 



the debate, each candidate was allowed to 
ask a question of the other. When McMurrey 
challenged Noriega to fight for “full coverage,” 
Noriega wouldn't come right out and say “no” 
- instead, he answered the question indirectly 
by saying he would fight for “access to afford- 
able health care," which isn’t the same thing. 

That wasn’t good enough for McMurrey, nor 
for many in the audience. And conversely, for 



Craddick Under Siege 

How not to run a speaker's race 


The Speaker Statute - the section of 
Texas law governing campaign expenditures 
by and for the House Speaker - is suddenly 
under the spotlight, after two legal challenges 
were filed in the past two weeks. One claims 
Speaker Tom Craddick violated the statute by 
spending money to help him remain speaker; 
the other claims the law restricts free speech 
by limiting campaigning (and funding) for or 
against a speaker candidate. 

On Feb. 13, right-wing groups the Free Mar- 
ket Foundation (and President Kelly Shackel- 
ford), the Texas Eagle Forum PAC, and the 
American Civil Liberties Union of Texas 
and its vice president, David Broiles - a 
grouping so unlikely that their own press 
release calls them "strange bedfellows” - 
brought a federal complaint against the 
Texas Ethics Commission. The pleading 
seeks a temporary and then permanent 
injunction preventing the commission from 
enforcing two sections of the statute that 
restrict private citizens and groups from put- 
ting money into the speaker race. 

The suit alleges that certain clauses of 
the 1973 law are unconstitutional bans on 


free speech. One sec- 
tion places a $100 limit 
on individuals from 
campaigning for or 
against any speaker 
candidate, and another 
bans any groups from 
any action or expendi- § 
ture in a speaker race, g 
All the plaintiffs (except § 
the ACLU, which does ! 
not endorse or donate 
to candidates) say they are prepared to 
start campaigning immediately to aid or 
defeat specific speaker candidates. The 
FMF hopes for at least a temporary injunc- 
tion before the end of February, meaning it 
could start campaigning before the prima- 
ries. Foundation director of litigation Hiram 
Sasser called these sections the most dra- 
conian political speech restriction in the 
country. “If this doesn’t get struck down, it 
would be an amazement,” he said, adding 
that the foundation currently has no plans to 
lobby for changes in the law next session if 
they lose in court. 


The Ethics Commission declined to com- 
ment, but House Democratic Caucus Chair Jim 
Dunnam, D-Waco, said the purpose of the law 
was to keep outside cash and intimidation out 
of the speaker race, and it has been success- 
ful up to this point. He questions the motiva- 
tion of the foundation and the forum. “Why 
now? Where were they two years ago, or four or 
six or a decade ago?” he asked. “They only 
filed the suit because Tom Craddick doesn’t 
have the votes to be speaker, and some people 
think that this is the way for him to keep it.” 

The Free Market, et al. challenge followed 
by a few days a request from Texans for 
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his question, Noriega just lobbed a softball at 
McMurrey that was guaranteed not to boomer- 
ang: "What do you see as the greatest disap- 
pointment by Senator John Cornyn?” If that's 
Noriega’s idea of debate, he may as well have 
continued with his refusal to debate at all. 

McMurrey landed other clearly articulated 
body blows. When questions came up about 
alternative energy policy, Noriega gave pol- 
ished, politician-sounding talking points, while 
McMurrey took shots at Noriega's employ- 
ment by CenterPoint Energy: “I respect Mr. 
Noriega’s background and career with big 
energy; I understand his interest in the 
advancement of fossil fuel profits on his cor- 
porate management development team. 
However, I just feel we have enough of Reliant 
Energy and CenterPoint Energy and big corpo- 
rate energy in the United States Senate. I feel 
they’re overrepresented.” 

Noriega did come off well when asked if he 
supported publicly funded elections for the 
Senate: “Looking at Mr. Cornyn's account of 
$6 to $8 million, I absolutely support publicly 
funded elections.” However, he added he 


thought the judiciary would be the best place 
to start. McMurrey challenged him: “I would 
like to ask Mr. Noriega, if possible, if he could 
give us the name of the bill and number, in 
the Texas House after five terms, [for] ... 
clean elections and publicly financed elec- 
tions he sponsored.” Noriega came back by 
firing off a list of bill numbers. 

Ultimately, both candidates saved their best 
lines for Cornyn. Contrasting his experience in 
the Army and National Guard (including a stint 
in Afghanistan) with the incumbent's lack 
thereof, Noriega said Cornyn and other 
Republican war supporters “don't know the 
difference between M&M’s and M-16s.” 

McMurrey pointed out that the notion of a 
fierce Texan progressive holding a Senate seat 
isn’t unthinkable and compared himself to 
Ralph Yarborough, who held the other Sen- 
ate seat from 1957 to 1971. “He used to say 
we need to put the jam on the bottom shelf so 
the little guy can reach it,” said McMurrey. 
“These Republicans have been hiding the jam 
since Ronald Reagan, and if you're lucky enough 
to find it, it’s half-empty.” - Lee Nichols 


Public Justice that Travis Co. D.A. Ronnie 
Earle investigate campaign donations made to 
three Democratic state reps by a PAC that TPJ 
claims is working as a front for Craddick. TPJ 
charges that, on Jan. 10, the Craddick cam- 
paign donated $250,000 to Texas Jobs & 
Opportunity Build a Secure Future Inc. (Texas 
Jobs PAC) - the first donations the PAC had 
received since June 2006, when it was called 
the Texas Free Enterprise Fund. The following 
day, the PAC cut three checks of $50,000, 
one each for the campaigns of Reps. Aaron 
Pena, Kevin Bailey, and Kino Flores. All three 
have been accused of being “Craddick D’s” - 
Democratic supporters of the speaker - and 
TPJ’s letter asks Earle to investigate whether 
the donations violated the Government and 
Election codes, including sections of the 
Speaker Statute restricting the ways the 
speaker may contribute to other campaigns. 

The speaker’s office declined to comment, 
saying it felt the issue was best settled in 
court, but Craddick’s attorney Roy Minton 
called the allegation “dead wrong.” As com- 


mittee chairs, he argued, the three reps were 
already a part of the House leadership, and 
the idea of a quid pro quo for speaker votes 
or appointments was ridiculous. “It’s like say- 
ing I'm sending something to a member of my 
family, but they’re already part of my family," 
he said. 

TPJ says the connection between the PAC 
donation and Craddick was known by the 
campaign of at least one legislator: Rep. 
Dawnna Dukes, who did not accept any 
Texas Jobs PAC money. It quotes Dukes 
spokesman Colin Strother as telling the 
Austin American-Statesman that “The check 
that’s not in the mail is the $50,000 from 
Craddick” - but Strother rejects talk of a con- 
spiracy. He says this was a joke, taken out of 
context, in response to a question about 
Dukes’ fundraising after the media coverage 
of the PAC donations had begun. “We didn't 
take the money, and we didn't give any 
money,” he said. - Richard Whittaker

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ELECTION NOTES 

The idea that the presumed nomination of 
John McCain has ended internal rifts in the 
Republican Party was dealt a blow Monday 
for presuming the nomination fight is over 
when leading members of the religious right 
in Texas came out for Gov. Mike Huckabee 
and against the “Republican aristocracy.” 

The new Texans for Conservative Principles 
PAC held four synchronized press conferenc- 
es around the state (in San Antonio, Dallas, 
Houston, and Austin), pledging its support to 
Huckabee and reinforcing his reputation as 
the preferred nominee of religious conserva- 
tives. This came as a Texas Credit Union 
League poll put Huckabee and McCain in a 
statistical tie among likely primary voters. 
Speakers included Rep. Dan Flynn, 

R-Canton; two-time Southern Baptist 
Convention Chair Jimmy Draper in Dallas; 
Vision America founder Rick Scarborough; 
and former Christian Coalition National Field 
Director Dave Welch in Houston. “The PAC 
believes that not all these small-c conserva- 
tive principles are equal,” Rob Hurlburt of 
Kingdom Activists’ TakeUp.org told the crowd 
in Austin. First and foremost, he said, was 
the right to life, and only Huckabee passed 
muster on this test. In front of the 
Governor’s Mansion, he and other speakers 


attacked Gov. Rick Perry and Sens. John 
Cornyn and Kay Bailey Hutchison for treating 
the McCain nomination as a done deal. 

While Hurlburt stressed he expected the 
party to coalesce around the eventual GOP 
candidate, the group also sent a warning to 
the party that the struggle back to the right 
will not end if McCain takes the nomination. 

“I feel like I’m in a time warp,” said former 
state Rep. Rick Green, comparing this year's 
primary to 1976, when underdog Ronald 
Reagan almost derailed the nomination of 
President Gerald Ford after a pivotal victory 
in Texas. "Ford went on to win the nomina- 
tion by a handful of votes and then lose to 
Carter," Green said. "But I would contend 
that it was from the rubble of the Ford and 
Carter years that the Reagan revolution 
would rise.” - R.W. 

In their final meeting before early voting, rival 
Democratic House District 46 candidates 
Rep. Dawnna Dukes and challenger Brian 
Thompson sparred over lunch at the Central 
Texas Democratic Forum on Monday. In their 
opening speeches, the two laid out their plat- 
forms: Thompson again portrayed the primary 
as a fight against Speaker Tom Craddick, 
while Dukes laid out her family's historic con- 
nection to the district. But any aura of convivi- 
ality evaporated when Dukes supporter Angie 
Barrientos asked Thompson whether he had 


ever voted in an eastern Travis Co. primary 
before. Thompson replied that, as a newcom- 
er to the district, he hadn’t, but he also 
hadn’t voted to support Craddick. Dukes 
faced her own tough questions when asked 
whether she thought Craddick had done a 
good job, and she reiterated her statement 
that she had yet to decide which potential 
speaker candidate she might support. By 
comparison, 353rd District Court judge candi- 
dates Scott Ozmun and Madeleine Connor 
were cordial, with Connor acknowledging her 
rival's experience by say- 
ing her friends had told 
her, “You’re crazy to run 
against God.” - R.W. 

In a meeting with the 
media last week, Travis 
Co. clerk (and director of elections) Dana 
DeBeauvoir predicted the huge interest in this 
year's Democratic presidential race would pro- 
duce an equally huge turnout at the polls: “I 
feel like we're running ahead of an ava- 
lanche,” she said. Get ready, Dana - the snow 
just broke loose. The first day of early voting 
on Tuesday saw 7,398 voters at the polls in 
Travis County, plus 671 more ballots by mail. 
That's 1.45% of the county's 556,939 regis- 
tered voters - a whopping number for the first 
day of a primary. “It looks like in comparison 
to the 2004 presidential primary, this is about 


five times as much,” said Elections Division 
spokeswoman Mary Fero. The first day of that 
election's early voting was 1,625. This just 
reinforces DeBeauvoir's plea to vote early - if 
this many people are already voting, turnout 
on election day (March 4) could be crazy, with 
long lines and frustrating delays, so do your- 
self a favor and get it over with now. Early vot- 
ing runs through Feb. 29. For a list of early 
voting locations, see p.6. - L.N. 

While policy wonks statewide have gone 
through the first four of the five stages of

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CHARTER CHANGES? HOLD THATTHOUGHT. 


Austin has gained another six months to mull over a 
change to the way that City Council members represent 
Austinites. Currently, all members are elected at-large; 
under consideration is a single-member-district system 
(or a hybrid) that would provide new geographic repre- 
sentation. 

City Council had been rushing to meet a deadline of 
next week for the May 10 municipal election. But late 
Tuesday, city legal announced the referendum must wait 
for the Nov. 4 election. (A change requires revising the 
City Charter, which, under state law, can only be done 
every two years - and the 2006 election was on May 
13.) That buys some breathing 
room. For its Thursday, Feb. 21, 
session, council is currently 
posted to hold a formal public 
hearing and briefing on single- 
member districts. 

Going into the discussion, 
council members were evenly 
split on whether to put the sin- 
gle-member decision on the bal- 
lot. At press time, Mike 
Martinez, Lee Leffingwell, and 
Jennifer Kim were in favor; 

Brewster McCracken, Sheryl 
Cole, and Betty Dunkerley were 
opposed. Mayor Will Wynn - dis- 
appointed that the Charter 
Revision Committee had not rec- 
ommended a specific plan and 
map - remains the undecided 
swing vote. 

Many possible new systems 
and district maps have been for- 
warded and debated, as have 
the relative advantages of geo- 
graphic representation itself (or, 
as it’s routinely smeared, “ward 
politics”). Intelligent arguments 
have been made for many alternatives. No clear com- 
munity consensus has yet emerged. 

Council Member Mike Martinez led creation of the 
Charter Revision Committee, which has met since last 
year to consider geographic representation. (A change 
to single-member districts would require revising the 
City Charter.) Shown here is the six-district map 
Martinez currently favors: It depicts proposed boundar- 
ies for a 6-2-1 system. Each of the six districts shown 
would elect one City Council member. In addition, all 
Austinites would vote to elect two at-large members 
and the mayor. We recently asked Martinez why he liked 
this map; his responses are below. - Katherine Gregor 


Austin Chronicle: Why should the community favor the 6-2-1 system 
and this map? 

Mike Martinez: From Oak Hill to the Eastside to North Austin, peo- 
ple say they want to elect a council with more accountability. The six 
geographic areas shown on this map will provide for that type of 
neighborhood accountability that I hear people asking for. The six dis- 
tricts will let Austin neighborhoods and communities of interest 
choose candidates to specifically represent them at City Hall. 

AC: Won’t geographic representation dilute African-American voting 
strength? 

MM: The current system provides for one African-American and one 
Hispanic candidate because of an informal quota system that can, at 

best, be described as a fragile 
agreement. Districts number 4 
and number 2 on the demon- 
stration map provide “opportu- 
nity areas” for both an African- 
American candidate and a 
Hispanic candidate - just like 
council now. I believe districts 
would ultimately preserve and 
enhance minority representa- 
tion on council. If Austin 
moved to a system of geo- 
graphic representation, I 
believe minority representation 
could be institutionalized. 

AC: Won't it be expensive? 

MM: An advantage of this 
6-2-1 system is that it would 
increase the size of the council 
- and thus the city budget - by 
just two seats. The annual 
budget for each council office 
is under $250,000. Adding 
two representatives is still less 
than the $510,000 buyout 
package we're paying to former 
City Manager Toby Futrell to 
leave before May. 

AC: Has considering this issue been divisive for Austin and the council? 
MM: The beauty of democracy is that when we represent differing 
opinions, if there are enough like minds, we move forward. Even if 
we ultimately do not decide to adopt single-member districts, the 
public discussion is healthy, constructive, and Austin should have 
more of it.

Olsen Firing 
Appeal Under Way 

The Civil Service Commission began hearing testimony 
this week in the appeal of Austin Police Department Sgt. 
Michael Olsen, who was fired from the department last year 
for the fatal shooting of Kevin Brown in the courtyard of an 
apartment complex in East Austin. Olsen was working an over- 
time assignment June 3 outside the now-closed Chester’s 
Nightclub near East 12th and Airport Boulevard when he was 
alerted by a private security guard that Brown might be carry- 
ing a firearm; after Brown fled through the parking lot, over a 
fence, and onto the property of the apartment complex next 
door, Olsen shot him twice through the back, killing him in the 
complex courtyard. A gun was found less than 30 feet away 
from Brown’s body. 

In his opening statement on Feb. 19, Olsen's attorney Tom 
Stribling told the three-member commission that Olsen had a 
duty to investigate the report of a patron carrying a weapon 
and that he did not violate any department policy in how he 
handled the situation. Indeed, he noted Brown also contribut- 
ed to the dangerous situation by unlawfully carrying a weapon 
and then choosing to scuffle with and subsequently flee from 
Olsen. But City Attorney Mike Cronig argues Olsen’s actions 
were sloppy and not in keeping with department training - 
deciding to go into the crowd outside Chester’s without waiting 
for backup to arrive (additional officers were just seconds 
away, he noted) was risky at best. 

Olsen was trailed by his partner, Officer Ivan Ramos, 

Cronig noted, but Olsen failed to advise Ramos about what 
Brown looked like, leaving Ramos ignorant and leaving both of 
them vulnerable to attack by an “anti-police” crowd of patrons 
that could have decided to “turn” on the officers. Testimony 
continues today. - Jordan Smith 


'ARF ARF' ... OR IS IT 'BARF BARF'? 

Last week Cott Corp., a Florida-based beverage retailer, 
sent out a press release touting its latest product: bottled 
water for dogs. No, we’re not pulling your tail. Fortifido will 
capitalize on “the growing trends in the $40 billion pet indus- 
try,” reads the release, which doesn’t mention that the com- 
pany will also be tapping into the bloated, multibillion-dollar 
bottled water industry. 

Not unlike the typical marketing strategy for regular bottled 
water, Cott pitches Fortifido as a healthy beverage choice. 
“Dogs are more than just pets, they are part of the family 
and owners want to make the same healthy choices for their 
pets as they make for their kids or other loved ones," said 
Dave Vautrin, Cott’s vice president of marketing and innova- 
tion, in the release. 

But who says tap water isn’t just as healthy - if not healthi- 
er - as bottled water? According to a May 2007 report by D.C.- 
based nonprofit the Worldwatch Institute: “In the United 
States, regulations concerning bottled water are generally the 
same as for tap water, but are weaker for some microbial con- 
taminants. The U.S. Food and Drug Administration, which 
regulates bottled water at the federal level, permits the prod- 
uct to contain certain levels of fecal matter, whereas the 
Environmental Protection Agency does not allow any 
human waste in city tap water.” 

The report also points out that bottled water is bad for the 
environment: “Millions of tons of oil-derived plastics, most- 
ly polyethylene terephthalate (PET), are used to make the 
water bottles, most of which are not recycled. Each year, 
about 2 million tons of PET bottles end up in landfills in the 
United States.” 

However, there are much bigger questions at issue here than 
“Is bottled water healthier than tap water?”: Among others, if 
humans drink Fortifido, will it make their bones, skin, and joints 
healthier, as well as freshen their breath, as Cott claims the 
product does for canines? And what happens if Kitty gets ahold 
of Fortifido? Just some fortification for thought.

THE SCHOOL-BOND LOWDOWN 

After months of discussion, the Austin Independent 
School District is moving forward with a $343 million bond 
proposal. At the district's Feb. 18 meeting, the AISD board 
of trustees instructed staff to work on language for three 
bond propositions for the May ballot. The first two split the 
recommendations of the Citizens' Bond Advisory Committee: 

• Proposition 1 proposes $187 million for new classrooms 
and technology investment; 

• Proposition 2 proposes $74 million for essential repairs 
and legal compliance issues. 

In a literally last-minute decision, the board created a third 
proposition of board proposals worth $82 million, including 
$32 million for land for a high school in Southwest Austin, 

$10 million for school and band-hall repairs at Anderson High, 
and $40 million for a districtwide performing-arts center. The 
board calls this an interim bond, before a comprehensive 
bond in May 2010. Board members plan to issue a call for an 
election at their next meeting on Feb. 25.

KVET's Panic Attack, and More

Die-hard University of Texas sports fans 
are agonizing over the turmoil at sports sta- 
tion KVET-AM, the Zone, the self-proclaimed 
“Fiome of the Longhorns.” “How much more 
can the Zone possibly F-up?” wrote one post- 
er on HornFans.com. Another wrote, “Whoever 
is running KVET seriously has their head up 
their nether regions.” 

Once a bastion of stability, KVET has 
turned into a poster child for station chaos 
and questionable nether-region activity. In the 
last seven months, most of the recognizable 
on-air talent has either quit or been fired, 
including morning-show stalwart Erin Hogan 
and afternoon hosts Chad Hastings and 
Kevin Dunn. Former KZNX-AM (ESPN 1530) 
program director Gregg Henson, who was 
hired as program director last year to shake 
things up, was fired in January, just six 
months after he started. 

The only old-school survivors are “Voice of 
the Longhorns” Craig Way and Hogan's ex- 
partner, Bucky Godbolt - and Godbolt isn't 
a happy camper. Last week the Austin 
American-Statesman reported Godbolt has a 
year left on his contract. In fact, he's been 
working without a contract for several 
months. His relationship with the station is 
“fair,” according to his representative, 
Lawrence Temple, general counsel for 
Capital Sports & Entertainment. “They 
are talking," Temple said. But Godbolt, 
whose show was cut from five hours to three 
earlier this month, also “wants to consider 
his options,” Temple said. 

Godbolt clashed with Henson, who often 
joked about the KVET morning show when he 
was on the air at ESPN 1530. Henson is a 
member of the aggressive, trash-talking, 
“dude”-laden new school of sports talk, which 
treats sports radio as part Howard Stern, part 
frat-boy fart contest. When he moved over to 
staid KVET and took over the afternoon show, 
the comments about Godbolt reportedly con- 
tinued. At one point, Godbolt went to manage- 
ment to complain when Henson made on-air 
comments about his college-age daughters. 

“I don’t think that he was happy they let 
Erin Hogan go,” Temple said. “I don’t think he 
was thrilled about some of the comments 


about his daughters.” (Godbolt 
and Henson both declined to 
comment.) 

Hogan, who spent six years 
on the morning show, was 
offered a contract but decided 
to leave when the station 
refused to raise its offer. “At 
the end of the day it was my 
decision,” he said. He 
resigned on Jan. 3 and origi- 
nally planned to work through 
the end of January, but man- 
agement abruptly told him to 
leave the building on Jan. 17. 

□ 

Local managers for Clear 
Channel Communications, 

owners of KVET, aren’t talking, 
but it’s not hard to discern 
some of the factors at work 
here. On one level, KVET is 
clearly going through the famil- 
iar panic attack experienced by 
many radio managers when 
faced with a real competitor, in 
this case ESPN 1530, which is 
eating into the sports audience 
with its nationally syndicated 
shows. Hiring Henson was a typical numb-nut, 
knee-jerk reaction, a cheap attempt to jump- 
start the ratings with a more aggressive and 
controversial tone, under the assumption he 
was an “established name.” Not surprisingly, 
KVET immediately pissed off its most loyal 
fans, the Austin sports nuts who will gladly 
spend hours discussing the relative merits of 
high school running backs. 

Behind the scenes, Clear Channel, the larg- 
est radio company in the country, is dealing 
with its own problems, as it nervously waits 
for final regulatory approval of its sale to pri- 
vate equity firms. In the year since the deal 
was first consummated, investor interest in 
radio companies has plummeted, and Clear 
Channel, which once gobbled up stations like 
M&M’s, has been desperately slashing jobs 
and expenses - and that might explain the 
station’s reluctance to negotiate with Hogan. 

Meanwhile, Hogan is rumored to be headed 
to KVET’s competitor, ESPN Austin. Hogan 
wouldn't comment on his future. He says he’s

The Austin Museum of Art has announced a long-awaited development deal for a Downtown museum: 
a partnership with heavyweight developer Hines, which vastly improves the odds that this iteration 
(the museum's third) will actually get built. Representatives for the Houston-based developer said 
the company is truly invested in the museum's mission and success. (Hines also co-developed the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Houston.) AMOA sold Hines half of its full-block site Downtown; there Hines 
plans a 30-story office tower meeting green-building standards. A contemporary glass-clad AMOA 
museum of 40,000 square feet will sit on about half the remaining site. An entry plaza faces Republic 
Square Park at Fourth and Guadalupe. Ground-level cafes and shops in the Hines tower could open 
onto a generous open green space behind the museum. Engaged in early schematic design for both 
projects are Pelli Clarke Pelli Architects, who recently master-planned the University of Texas campus. 
Design principal Fred Clarke, fellow of the American Institute of Architects and a UT-Austin grad, 
expressed a desire "to bring the character of Austin into the buildings themselves." AMOA only has 
to raise an additional $9 million. A lead capital campaign gift of $3 million from Bettye and William 
Nowlin, plus proceeds from the land sale to Hines, plus funds raised from previous campaigns and 
gifts, will cover the rest of the $23 million project. Said Nowlin, "This is the deal!"

DEMOCRATS SUCKERED ON 
WATER-BOARDING 

Let's all give a big shout-out to two 
Democrats in the U.S. Senate who made 
Michael Mukasey the attorney general of our 
country. Thanks, Chuck Schumer and Diane 
Feinstein - thanks for nothing. 

After Mukasey was nominated last year by 
George W. to be America’s top legal officer, 
all hell broke loose at his confirmation hear- 
ing when he refused to categorize water- 
boarding as “torture." Unpleasant, yes; tor- 
ture - well, maybe not. 

Let’s clarify what this despicable interroga- 
tion tactic involves. Water-boarding usually is 
described by the media as strapping a person 
faceup on a board, tilting that board to lower 
the person’s head, putting a towel over the 
head, and pouring water over it in a way that 
“simulates" drowning.

SANCTIONING CORPORATE 
AUTOCRACY 

Corporate executives have long used 
intimidation and thuggery to try to beat back 
organizing campaigns by unions, environ- 
mentalists, farmers, consumers, and others. 
But now, at least one corporation is moving 
from goon tactics to tactical goofiness. 

Smithfield Foods, the world’s largest pig 
processor, has a long and sorry record of 
anti-union nastiness, especially at its 
massive slaughterhouse in Tar Heel , N.C. 

It has been cited by a federal appeals 
court for using “intense and widespread 
coercion” to keep its labor force from join- 
ing the United Food and Commercial 
Workers union. 

With brute force not working, Smithfield 
recently unleashed its legal dogs on UFCW, 
trying to use an anti-Mafia racketeering law 
to stop the union from speaking out about 
the labor, environmental, and safety issues 
inside the plant. The goofball corporate 
claim is that by issuing press releases, 
organizing protests, and lobbying public 
officials, the union is engaging in extortion 
to force Smithfield to unionize. One of the 
corporate lawyers cried that what UFCW is 
doing is “actually the same thing as what 
John Gotti used to do." 

Actually, esquire, it’s not at all the same. 
Did you miss the Godfather movies? 

Instead of issuing press releases, the 
Mafia tended to favor kneecapping, 
machine-gunning, strangling, and other 
more robust actions against its opponents. 
Besides, doesn’t Smithfield itself issue 
press releases and hire lobbyists? It’s 
called free speech. 

But today’s corporate elites don’t believe 
in free speech for their opponents, and 
they now have right-wing judges in place 
who are willing to suspend America’s hard- 
won constitutional rights in order to sanc- 
tion the actions of a rising corporate autoc- 
racy. Smithfield’s lawsuit is not just goofy;

Working on the Railroad 

CAMPO takes on transit - where the rubber doesn't meet the road

It’s a come-to-transit moment. 

Before standing-room-only crowds, a histori- 
cal brokering of a regional Central Texas transit 
system - focused on rail, not roads - has been 
taking fascinating shape at a series of Monday 
morning work sessions at City Hall. The Transit 
Working Group convened by the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization is going 
boldly where the region has never gone before. 
For the first time, all of the many transporta- 
tion and governmental powers-that-be are talk- 
ing collaboratively about partnering to create a 
comprehensive system of appealing rail (and 
rapid bus) alternatives to cars and congestion. 

“We are in a time of landmark change when 
it comes to transportation,” observed Hays Co. 
Commissioner Jeff Barton, one of the group’s 15 
members. Assembled by CAMPO board chair 
and state Sen. Kirk Watson, the transit workers 
represent diverse political leanings, jurisdic- 
tions, public piggy banks, and transportation 
priorities. Equally broad-spectrum are the plans, 
funding sources, and authorized service areas of 
the cities and transit entities presenting: Capital 
Metro, the Central Texas Regional Mobility 
Authority, and the Austin-San Antonio 
Intermunicipal Commuter Rail District. 


What’s most striking thus far is how close 
Austin and the region could be to a collabora- 
tive solution, if - and it’s a big if - the money 
can be cobbled together. An impressive amount 
of planning for passenger-rail transit already 
has been done, albeit in a fragmented fashion. 
Continued Barton, “Timing is everything, and 
I have a sense that we might be at a place in the 
region’s history, and in the Zeitgeist, where we 
are all ready to sing ‘Kumbaya,’ or maybe 
‘Happy Trails,’ together.” 

“This is a historical moment, a remarkable 
moment!” celebrated Brewster McCracken, vice 
chair of the group, at its Jan. 14 meeting. At 
working group sessions, McCracken has emerged 
as an eager facilitator who regularly frames 
ideas and data under consideration to empha- 
size common interests and to push toward 
unity of vision. Citing recent endorsements of 
transit and density (and their progeny, transit- 
oriented development) from diverse groups - 
the Real Estate Council of Austin, the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council, the city of Austin, the 
Downtown Austin Alliance, Clean Water Action 
- he stressed: “We’ve come together! These 
groups came at it from opposite ends, but 
they’ve reached the same conclusion.”

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Central Texas rail lines all have multiple names - which become confusing. New passenger rail service 
has been proposed to run on existing train tracks. This cuts costs by using land and rights-of-way 
already in place. These tracks were laid largely in the 1800s for freight service; now their locations 
could determine our region's 21st century land-use policy and new development patterns. - KG 

LLANO TO GIDDINGS LINE: Owned by Capital Metro. Passenger service discussions 
now focus on two segments: Leander-Austin and Austin-Manor-Elgin. Capital Metro has named 
its imminent commuter service from Leander the "Red Line." Also called "Leander Line." For 
proposed passenger service, the eastern segment is often called the "Elgin Line" - but it could run 
all the way to Giddings. Minimal freight service. 

MOKAN LINE: Starts north of Georgetown; runs south to Round Rock and Williamson County, 
then through East Austin to Downtown. No longer a functioning railroad (most tracks and bridges 
are gone) it's now known as the MoKan Rail Corridor. Union Pacific sold the right-of-way to 
TxDOT (with city and Cap Metro) to build State Highway 130. But the right-of-way largely remains 
available to provide passenger service parallel to SH 130: Round Rock-Austin Line. 

UNION PACIFIC LINE: Runs north from San Antonio, through San Marcos, Kyle, and Buda; 
then through Austin (along MoPac); north to Round Rock, Georgetown, and points beyond. Called 
the UP line (on old Missouri-Pacific tracks - thus MoPac). In considering passenger service, the 
Austin-San Antonio Rail District refers to it as the "Austin-San Antonio" line. Potential reach: San 
Antonio to Georgetown. Still used for freight - an expensive stumbling block.

Rail's Optimal Role 

The initial drive to create a fast-moving but 
transparent public process came from Mayor 
Will Wynn. In November 2007, Wynn declared 
himself “ready to roll” on getting a referendum 
before voters for new passenger-rail transit in 
November 2008. Wynn and McCracken are 
most focused on getting under way a modem 
streetcar (ultralight rail) urban circulator, with 
service out to the city-owned Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport. The airport link could 
allow significant airport-backed bond funding. 
The line envisioned would run from the airport 
down East Riverside to Downtown, then con- 
tinue north through the Capitol Complex and 
UT campus, on out to Mueller. The city’s Feb. 
1 1 presentation to the Transit Working Group 
detailed the extensive groundwork already laid 
for that line - on the land-use planning, engi- 
neering, and financial fronts. 

But an Austin circulator is just one part of 
the group’s charge: “to analyze and evaluate the 
potential for rail in Central Texas, and the opti- 
mal role for rail as part of a comprehensive 
regional transportation plan,” with roads and 
dedicated-lane rapid buses and bike paths, too. 
Much discussed by the group are two other 
tantalizing rail projects that could run on exist- 
ing track, thus eliminating the huge cost of 
buying land for rights-of-way. Those are 1) a 
commuter service linking Central Austin with 
Elgin and 2) an Austin-San Antonio service. 
The latter will take longer to put together, in 
part due to the wildly expensive need to first 
reroute Union Pacific freight service (although 
a short-term Amtrak solution is being pur- 
sued). Developing all three services together 
would be ideal so that they can reinforce one 
another’s ridership and ultimate success. 

Wynn is chairing the group because he feels 
an urgent personal sense of mission to leave a 
legacy of passenger rail when he steps down as 
mayor next June. “For too long, we didn’t make 
the land-use and transportation-planning deci- 
sions necessary to accommodate future 
growth,” said Wynn, in first announcing the 
group’s charge. “We’re paying for that now in 


longer drive times, lost productivity, environ- 
mental degradation, and a host of other prob- 
lems that come from sprawl.” 

A promising sign of change: Wynn’s message 
has found favor even with the traditional busi- 
ness community. On Feb. 12 the Austin Cham- 
ber of Commerce named Wynn “Austinite of 
the Year.” Specifically cited was the mayor’s 
work on clean energy, climate protection, 
Downtown urban planning and development, 
and regional transportation - including his 
current push for a modern streetcar. In effect, 
the chamber award endorsed Wynn’s inter- 
related campaigns for both climate protection 
and rail transit in Austin. Fast year the cham- 
ber’s Take On Traffic campaign pushed hard for 
toll roads; after attending last week’s Transit 
Working Group meeting, former campaign 
Chair Gary Farmer said the chamber hasn’t 
forgotten its commitment to think comprehen- 
sively and now pursue transit as well. 

But the mayor’s determined push for a 
November election dictates, in turn, a fast- 
track decision-making process by the group. To 
meet that timeline, the group’s recommenda- 
tions will need to go to the full CAMPO board 
by May for endorsement - or not. 

Not everyone is convinced of an immediate 
need for rail transit, or an election. The most 
vocal doubter on the group has been Gerald 
Daugherty. “I have been a hard sell on transit 
being a traffic reliever,” he affirmed recently. 
“But I’m willing to see what people are think- 
ing about. We haven’t really gotten down to 
determining what kind of system we’re even 
talking about and how we would finance it. We 
haven’t even begun to really put a pencil to it. 
I want to see real numbers.” 

Good Process, Good Policy 

In consultation with CAMPO board Chair 
Watson, Wynn and McCracken determined 
that regional transit decision-making should 
follow the same CAMPO working group pro- 
cess used for toll roads. (That process took 
eight months.) The open public process 
allows for broad input and community dis- 


cussion. Perhaps equally important, invoking 
the same process clearly establishes rail transit 
as a major CAMPO initiative, on a par with 
toll roads. Always mindful of Austin’s failed 
2000 light-rail election, the conveners saw 
the wisdom of building consensus recom- 
mendations through a careful, systematic, 
efficient, and honest process. The goal was 
good public policy - and the broad buy-in 
essential to advance it. 


Transit Working Group members represent- 
ing rail-adverse perspectives would have to 
absorb and think though transit’s real costs 
and benefits, publicly respond to the data 
presented, and hear one another out. Without 
a doubt, the working group would have to 
determine the true cost-effectiveness of rail 
transit as a transportation alternative, com- 
pared to roads.

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“Even if we can pay for it, would it prove to 
be cost-beneficial?” asks Daugherty. “How do 
we use our precious few dollars to benefit the 
greatest number of people? Let’s look at what 
the cost modeling is going to tell us. If it shows 
it is cost-effective, as a way to move large num- 
bers of people around the region, then you’ll 
even get a Gerald Daugherty and a Jim Skaggs to 
say, ‘Okay, we need to continue to look at it.’” 
But to ensure a truly holistic look at costs, 
the conveners strongly desired an open forum 
for broadly linking rail transit to community 
values. While harder to quantify, those factors 
also translate to hard costs and opportunity 
costs over time. They include quality of life, 
environmental and climate protection, sus- 
tainability, affordability and social equity, 
freedom of choice, a physical vision for 
Central Texas, and protecting the region’s 
long-term competitive strength. Williamson 
County Rep. Mike Krusee, another working 
group member and regional transit’s most 
passionate Republican advocate, stresses the 


critical importance of evaluating it not just in 
terms of mobility but by two other key criteria 
as well: economic development and social/ 
environmental impacts. 

Actively in play for the proposed voter ref- 
erendum: Exactly what transit modes and 
lines would voters be authorizing? Would vot- 


ers simultaneously vote yea or nay on general 
obligation bonds or other funding? Who 
would call the election - Capital Metro? The 
city of Austin? The Regional Mobility 
Authority? That’s what the group members 
need to help determine, and fast. Rail systems 
take a long time to plan and build - so propo- 
nents believe there’s no time to waste. Even if 


voters do approve new commuter rail this 
November, McCracken pointed out, it would 
take at least two to three years, and possibly 
four or five, for a circulator service to become 
fully operational. 

As a stopgap or alternative to rail, the Real 
Estate Council of Austin on Jan. 14 presented 


a proposal for a rubber-tire Downtown circula- 
tor. RECA’s study cited an estimated cost of 
$101 million to pair rapid buses with five new 
parking garages (at more than $87 million) 
sited near the four comers of Downtown. That 
kind of money could fund a lot of streetcars. 
RECA’s membership, once strongly conserva- 
tive and anti-rail, has developed a stronger 


progressive faction - thus the odd compromise 
of a transit proposal. (Like all presentations 
made to the Transit Working Group, it’s online 
at www.campotexas.org.) RECA’s Downtown 
park-and-ride alternative yielded an immediate 
rebuttal from the pro-streetcar Downtown 
Austin Alliance, too-polite comments from 
several group members, and gentle correction 
by Capital Metro. But McCracken continues to 
celebrate RECA’s insight that increased density 
requires transit - embracing its first, tentative 
stumble into the transit fold. He played up 
commonalities between RECA’s loop route and 
Cap Metro’s current effort to rethink the ’Dillo, 
with a simpler route and increased frequency. 

Tolls-to-Transit 

The broader “mobility” context, of course, 
is last year’s embattled 15-4 vote by the 
CAMPO board that approved a $1.45 billion 
package of five new toll road projects. When 
it became clear to transit advocates like

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Wynn, McCracken, and Travis Co. 
Commissioner Sarah Eckhardt that they 
didn’t have the votes necessary to defeat toll 
roads, they shilted their energies to attaching 
as much good public policy as humanly pos- 
sible to the distasteful toll road package. 
That set the stage for the current “Phase II” 
CAMPO transit effort. The good-policy 
aspects included: free dedicated high-occu- 
pancy-vehicle lanes with rapid bus service 
(especially important for low-income folks 
without cars); maintaining local toll road 
control by the 
Regional Mobility 
Authority, not the 
Texas Department 
of Transportation; 
preventing privati- 
zation; specifying 
that net toll tax rev- 
enues are con- 
trolled by the peo- 
ple of Central Texas; 
and committing 
CAMPO to a region- 
al long-term plan 
for reducing vehicle 
miles traveled. 

Most important 
for the funding of 
transit, an Eckhardt 
amendment estab- 
lished that all sur- 
plus revenues gener- 
ated by the five toll 
roads (and any 
future ones) must 
stay with their corri- 
dors, in perpetuity. 

Thanks to that poli- 
cy, those roads now 
could fund passen- 
ger-rail service run- 
ning alongside toll 
roads, within two 
miles. (Nothing 
more keenly piques 
a stalled driver’s 
interest in switching 
to transit than 
watching a train zip 
right by.) Some pro- 
jections indicate 
that local toll roads 
will yield substantial 
monies - which all 
flow to the Central 
Texas Regional 
Mobility Authority. 

By way of example, 
the original authori- 
ty projections for 
the toll portion of 183A that opened in March 
2007 near Lakeline Mall show that road yield- 
ing ever-rising revenues over time. By 2045, 
183A was projected to net more than $68.5 
million annually (worth about $17 million in 
today’s dollars). As the road is already carrying 
double the traffic anticipated, that revenue 
stream should only get sweeter. (But as 183A 
predates the 2007 package and policy revi- 
sions, its excess revenues may never fund rail 
transit.) On some local toll roads, however, net 
revenues could prove scant or nonexistent. 


Under Watson’s leadership, CAMPO has 
been changing course to assert the “planning” 
in “planning organization,” broaden its mis- 
sion beyond road-approval, and increase the 
public transparency of its decision-making and 
financial processes. (CAMPO currently is seek- 
ing a new executive director; experience with 
transit is a crucial hiring criteria.) Of course, 
construction of the toll road projects has since 
been threatened by TxDOT reneging on the 
$500 million to $700 million it had promised. 
After TxDOT recently blamed the shortfall on a 
little $1.1 billion 
accounting error at a 
Feb. 5 state Senate 
committee hearing, a 
steamed Watson basi- 
cally asked: “Are y’all 
liars or just grossly 
incompetent?” But who 
knows - a decade from 
now, perhaps Central 
Texans will look back 
on the missing toll road 
funding (compounded 
by similar-sized loss in 
federal transportation 
dollars) as a blessing in 
disguise: It adds even 
more motivation to 
partner collaboratively 
on transit. 

Transit- 
Oriented 
Development 

Presentations and dis- 
cussions at the weekly 
Transit Working Group 
work sessions since 
Jan. 7 have enthusiasti- 
cally documented rail 
transit’s benefits. While 
members such as 
Daugherty still ques- 
tion whether drivers 
will switch to transit, 
everyone presenting so 
far clearly sees it as 
good for the region. 
Traffic congestion and 
air pollution are univer- 
sally reviled. Presenters 
reiterate that getting 
people out of their cars 
protects the environ- 
ment, averts global 
warming, supports 
clean air and water, and 
addresses Austin’s 
imminent threat of hit- 
ting Environmental Protection Agency nonat- 
tainment status on air quality. (While federal 
adoption of new metrics technically could 
throw us into that attention-getting status 
soon, Eckhardt said it’s likely to take years for 
the feds to implement new, enforced air-pollu- 
tion reductions. “It brings so much other bag- 
gage; you don’t want to go there if you can 
avoid it,” she observed of nonattainment.) 

Rail transit also has a proven track record 
of stimulating economic development - a true

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godsend for forging bipartisan support. Transit-oriented devel- 
opment arises around fixed rail lines (and to a lesser extent, 
dedicated lanes for rapid buses). As multiple presenters have 
attested, TOD increases local governments’ and school dis- 
tricts’ property- tax base and sales-tax revenues and offers 
handsome profits to private landowners and developers. At 
the Jan. 7 meeting, delegations from the cities of Leander and 
Elgin showed up to sing the praises of commuter rail - estab- 
lishing that it’s not just the darling of liberal Austin. Cap 
Metro’s Red Line from Leander begins service to Downtown 
Austin this fall (it would connect to a future streetcar); now 
Elgin wants its own “right arm” line for the 50% of its resi- 
dents who commute to work in Austin. Elgin City Manager 
Jeff Coffee is a Transit Working Group member. 

“Elgin knocked people’s socks off!” said Wynn. “Half the 
town showed up!” Why? Elgin’s own economic development 
projections show that rail service would drive transit-oriented 
development, capable of increasing Elgin’s tax base by more than 
$664 million and yielding about another $2.5 million in annual 
tax revenues. Plus Elgin says it wants to enjoy TOD’s positive 
effects on diversity, walkability, community, urban form, and 
streetscapes. (When a small Texas town best known for its 
smoked sausage starts shopping a civic PowerPoint heralding 
“Good Urban Form,” the Zeitgeist has shifted indeed.) 

What Elgin doesn’t have are the deep pockets required to get 
the service up and rolling. (The similar Red Line to Leander was 
budgeted at $90 million; one early cost estimate for the Elgin 
line was $80 million.) Between 2000 and 2006, Elgin’s popula- 
tion exploded by 50%, from 6,000 to 9,000 - but that still yields 
relatively few transit riders. The investment required would 
prove cost-effective only if it attracted a dense new population 
of rail- riders to the Manor-Elgin corridor. Nonetheless, many 
group members are bullish on the Elgin line, for its relatively 
low costs, benefits to a regional system, and potential to pro- 
duce dense New Urbanist development along the line. “It’s 
low-hanging fruit,” said Eckhardt. “The rail line and right-of- 
way already exist - it’s a matter of some permit changes and 
purchasing some passenger cars. The market is there.” 

Collaborative Funding 

But is the funding there? The question of money and proving 
cost-effectiveness remains the dark cloud threatening to rain on 
all this transit euphoria. The hope is that if multiple partners 
shake their piggy banks together, they can produce sufficient 
funding for a regional system that serves all parties’ intercon- 
nected interests. As Eckhardt summed it up, “What we are 
doing is to start a much deeper conversation, and a deeper level 
of coordination, to identify mutual interests and partnerships.” 

Asked why planning by all the various transportation entities 
and governments has been so disjointed and noncollaborative 
to date, Eckhardt explained: “The reason we have so many dang 
entities is because of our state tradition of not providing state 
funding for state infrastructure. It’s designed to be uncoordi- 
nated. It’s a function of revenue sources. 

“Now that even more funding responsibility is devolving 
down to the region, we are trying valiantly - and somewhat suc- 
cessfully - to buck that design and actually talk to one another,” 
she continued. The fragmented funding comes from diverse 
sources available to some entities and service areas, but not oth- 
ers; for example, Capital Metro’s penny tax can’t be spent in 
Elgin, which is outside its service area. “In a brave new world 
of cooperation,” said Eckhardt of Elgin, “we could recognize 
that they’re paying a toll tax on 290 East - which could possibly 
go toward funding a rail line. That kind of pooling of both 
resources and authority to reduce overall [vehicle miles trav- 
eled] per capita would just be a huge benefit for the region.” 

Whether significant surplus toll taxes will actually materialize 
remains unknown. Within a few months, the Central Texas 
Regional Mobility Authority will present to CAMPO a proposal 
for financing the five-project toll road package approved in 
October. CTRMA has no dedicated tax revenues, only tolls with 
which to potentially fund projects. To broaden its options, 
CTRMA currently is circulating a request for proposal seeking 


strategic investment partners; Executive Director Mike 
Heiligenstein said 1 1 major finance firms have expressed inter- 
est, including big names like JPMorgan, Goldman-Sachs, 
Balfour Beatty, and Morgan Stanley. (Krusee favors private-sec- 
tor partners who build systems, rather than just lending the 
money - with contracts specifying public benefits and that the 
private partners assume the risks.) The CTRMA wants to 
improve mobility with all types of transportation; along 183A, 
it now is developing a bike -pedestrian trail. The level of financ- 
ing obtained through the request for proposal will determine 
how strongly CTRMA can participate on transit, said 
Heiligenstein - if they’re invited to the table.

“Everyone’s still trying to feel their way through all of this,” 
he observed. “I feel like there’s a new attitude, very hopeful, 
very positive. Through the Transit Working Group, I’ve devel- 
oped such good relationships with people who are really trying 
to do the right thing. The right people are teed up.” 

The Road Ahead 

Regional employers could offer another pool of viable and 
engaged partners. A major employers summit on transit - co- 
sponsored by the Austin Chamber of Commerce, the Alliance 
for Public Transportation, and the Seton Family of Hospitals - 
kicked off in August 2007 and met again Feb. 11. Companies 


participating include Dell, Freescale, and IBM; other employers 
conversing include UT and Texas State University. Watson has 
facilitated the discussions; he characterized the participants’ 
responses as “very positive.” Working group member Brandon 
Janes (the 2008 Take On Traffic chair) co-hosted this month’s 
summit. He anticipates it will result in a consensus “request of 
elected officials to address regional transportation planning in 
the context of land use and a sustainable community.” He says 
the employers seek “a comprehensive regional transportation 
network that has specific objectives, metrics, and is financially 
sustainable” (comprehensive being the code word for “with rail 
transit”). To make the business case for something other than 
roads, said Watson, the summit is addressing transit in business 
terms: efficiency, value-capture, clear objectives and metrics, 
long-range financial planning, attracting high-quality employees 
and retaining them. 

On Feb. 11, the city of Austin presented a status report on its 
rail-readiness, covering topics such as the preplanned Mueller 
right-of-way for transit, core transit corridors, and a recent posi- 
tive feasibility study on running rail lines along Riverside Drive 
out to the airport. All along its desired streetcar circulator align- 
ment, land-use planning already completed by the city nicely 
supports rail. ROMA Design Group presented its related work 
on the Downtown Austin Plan to City Council on Feb. 14; the 
urban planners soon will study and make recommendations for 
the entire streetcar route. 

The last scheduled Transit Working Group presentation is by 
the University of Texas on March 4. That could prove crucial, as 
UT has been cool to Capital Metro’s earlier approaches. Should 
a new medical school affiliated with UT arise in Austin - as 
recommended in a study released Feb. 11 by the chamber and 
friends - UT’s need for transit could increase, particularly if the 
med school were sited at Mueller or on its Brackenridge tract off 
Lake Austin Boulevard. 

After the presentations conclude, the Transit Working Group 
will enter the more difficult phase of its charge. “Having a pro- 
posal by May that could make a fall election will be difficult,” 
noted Janes. But like nearly all group members interviewed, he 
wanted to try. “I think we are making great progress, and I don’t 
see any reason to slow down.” 

“I like the fact that everyone is willing to work this hard to try 
to get there,” said Watson of a November referendum. “It’s a 
strong goal of Mayor Wynn’s, and I want to help him succeed. 
It’s important to set time frames in Central Texas, because it 
helps this community move forward.” 

“I can’t overstate the value that Senator Watson’s chairman- 
ship has created,” said Wynn (clearly no stranger to logrolling as 
a smart transportation choice). Asked who should create an 
integrated regional passenger-rail system, Wynn said, “I see 
CAMPO as clearly the best entity to coordinate and approve the 
pieces.” Most other members agreed, although some pointed to 
the Regional Mobility Authority as having wider jurisdiction and 
precisely that legislative mandate. Most saw Capital Metro in a 
more limited operational role, given its existing obligations, 
struggles, and fiscal challenges. 

Watson is an ex officio member of the Transit Working 
Group; to date, he has stayed quietly out of sight and let 
Wynn run the show. But after the information-gathering phase 
ends in early March and the more difficult hammering out of 
consensual goals, priorities, and financial assessments gets 
under way, many working group members say they expect - 
indeed, are counting on - Watson to lend his famous deal- 
making leadership. “I’m ready to play a role, when and if the 
working group needs me - and I’ve been known to volunteer,” 
Watson chuckled. 

Hooking up all these disparate cars, to form a train of 
regional cooperation chugging forward in the same direction, 
remains a daunting charge - one sure to make the remaining 
group meetings lively. As Hays County’s Barton observed of 
the work ahead, “Things will get a lot more interesting, before 
they get less so.” ■

Austin Museum of Art On the count of three, a new home 


The third time looks to be the charm for the Austin 
Museum of Art, which made official on Tuesday its lat- 
est plan to build a Downtown home on the block at 
Fourth and Guadalupe, just south of Republic Square 
Park. As announced by AMOA Executive Director Dana 
Friis-Hansen, the new plan involves a partnership with 
Houston-based development firm Hines, which will 
acquire the western half of the block for a 30-story, 
425,000-square-foot office building to be called 
Museum Tower. On the eastern half of the block will be 
a new three-story museum facility with 40,000 square 
feet of space, roughly double what AMOA has at 823 
Congress, the museum’s home for the last 12 years. To 
ensure an architectural unity between the two buildings, 
both will be designed by Pelli Clarke Pelli Architects. 

This will be AMOA’s third shot at building a new facility, 
following efforts to construct a Robert Venturi design in 
the mid-Eighties and a Richard Gluckman design in the 
late Nineties. Both fell victim to economic downturns, 


along with other mitigating factors (cultural politics in the 
former, internal politics in the latter), and had to be aban- 
doned. What makes this effort different are both the 
scope - much more modest in terms of size and cost 
relative to the museum’s resources - and the business 
plan, which combines a traditional nonprofit capital cam- 
paign with a corporate partnership. AMOA will be able to 
obtain a substantial amount of income from the sale of 
the land, and that will be combined with a $3 million 
lead gift from Bettye H. and William C. Nowlin, also 
announced Tuesday. With several other anonymous gifts 
and donations remaining from the previous campaigns, 
the museum is 60% of the way to the $23 million that 
will cover construction costs, transition expenses, and a 
$2 million increase to the operating endowment. That 
leaves slightly more than $9 million to be raised, which 
seems to be an eminently achievable goal to museum 
leaders. More information to come next week. (See more 
coverage in the News section, p.30.)

Making the improv pie higher 


Theatre Action Project 

A birthday bash for your 
inner grownup 

It started as a class project by University 
of Texas graduate students trying to address I 
violence in Austin Independent School 
District schools. But in the decade since, 
the Theatre Action Project has grown into 
one of the city’s most valuable arts service 
organizations, connecting with 12,000 young I 
people a year, primarily in Title I elementary, 
junior high, and high schools throughout 
Central Texas. TAP’s 10 full-time employees 
and 35 teaching artists provide interactive 
afterschool programs addressing social 
issues, often working in partnership with orga- 
nizations such as SafePlace, the Hope 
Alliance, the Bob Bullock Texas State History 
Museum, and the Webber Family Foundation. 
Now that TAP has 10 years of serving the 
youth of Central Texas under its belt, it’s only 
natural that the organization would want to 
commemorate that milestone with a big birth- 
day bash, but TAP’s Big Kid Birthday Bash, to 
be held at the Design Center at Penn Field on 
Feb. 27, is a little more than just another party 
- and it’s something new for the organization. 

“This is the first year we’ve done a fundrais- 
er,’’ says Karen LaShelle, TAP’s executive and 
artistic director. “We wanted to do an event that 
we felt reflected who we are, and since we work 
with young people, we thought, let’s play on the 
theme of a kiddie birthday party, but let’s do it 
for adults. So there’ll be kidlike events, but 
everything will have a little bit of a twist. For 
instance, we have a ring toss, but instead of a 
ring toss for soda, it’s a ring toss for wine." 

The bash will be emceed by Jodi and Owen 
Egerton (of the Sinus Show) with live music 
provided by the ragtime jazz eightpiece 
ensemble White Ghost Shivers. Says 
LaShelle: “A lot of times adults will come 
watch our programs, or their children will be in 
our programs, and the parents will say, ‘Gosh, 


I wish I could be having this much fun.’ So 
here’s an opportunity to have that kind of fun 
and also get a peek at what we do, because 
we also do a lot of spectacle work like 
parades and puppets, and you’ll see some of 
that. We’re going to have fire dancing and stilt 
walkers and jugglers. We’re going to have for- 
tunetellers and a cakewalk [with cakes from 
some of Austin’s leading bakeries] and zany 
photo booths where you pop your face through 
and we’ll take a Polaroid.” The ubiquitous 
silent auction will offer vacation packages, 
local art, and jewelry; plus plenty of food will 
be available with a wine and beer cash bar. 

Almost every arts organization out there is 
a nonprofit, and almost every one of them 
wants your donations. Of course they do: The 
live performance arts - theatre, dance, classi- 
cal music - have been undervalued in this 
country for the almost half-century I’ve been 
kicking around, and bizarrely enough, our live 
music capital of the world sits near the bot- 
tom of the list of urban centers and private 
funding of the arts. Well, Austin, here’s a 
chance to ease your collective artistic - and, 
more importantly, social - conscience by giv- 
ing to what has to be one of the most worthy 
arts nonprofits around and have more than a 
little fun at the same time. What, exactly, are 
you waiting for? - Barry Pineo

With two venues catering almost full-time to 
improv, three festivals on the calendar that 
spotlight improvisers, and three local troupes 
being selected to perform in the 2008 
FronteraFest’s Best of the Fest, the improv 
scene has never been stronger in our fair city. 
And luckily for Austin, it’s about to get even 
stronger. This week sees the grand opening of 
the Merlin Works Institute for Improvisation 
and Gnap! Theater Projects Improv Season, 
giving Austin a third training center and perfor- 
mance space for the improvisatory arts. 

The Merlin Works Institute and the Gnap! 
Theater Season are the brainchildren of veter- 
an improvisers Shana Merlin and Shannon 
McCormick, who regularly perform together as 
the improv duo Get Up. The two companies 
will work in tandem, not unlike a music pro- 
ducer and a record label: Merlin, voted Best 
Improv Teacher by the Austin Improv 
Collective, will mold students and troupes at 
her school, while McCormick, who has previ- 
ously produced No Shame Theatre and co- 
produced the Out of Bounds Improv Festival 
and Miniature Golf Tournament, will showcase 
the groups and style that the pair would like 
to promote. 

The Austin improv scene has seen signifi- 
cant growth and change in the past few years, 
most notably from the arrival of ColdTowne 
from New Orleans following Hurricane Katrina. 
In less than two years, ColdTowne established 
its own theatre and began offering classes. Is 
Austin ready for a third improv school? Neither 
Merlin nor McCormick see any problem with 
the competition or overlap that another school 
adds. “As George W. Bush would say, ‘We’re 
trying to make the pie higher,”' McCormick 
explains. “We’re trying to do things inside the 
community that other people aren’t doing." 

While offering short-form and applied 
improv classes, Merlin Works is hoping to cor- 


ner the market on narrative long form, the 
specialty and focus of Get Up. Narrative long 
forms are akin to unscripted plays with struc- 
tured stories linked by characters or themes. 
“People have a lot of misconceptions about 
what improv is,” McCormick says. “Their only 
touchstone is Whose Line is it Anyway? or 
some sort of bar improv, playing to the lowest 
common denominator.” 

“We’ve really been examining what we want 
improv to be,” Merlin adds. “And we’ve made 
this curriculum up from scratch.” The launch 
of Merlin Works and Gnap! Theater Projects 
allows Merlin and McCormick to teach their 
preferred style of improv, spotlight some of 
their favorite troupes, and influence new gen- 
erations of Austin improvisers. 

The Gnap! Theater Projects Improv 
Season really gets going Saturday, March 8, 
and will take place every second and fourth 
Saturday late-night at Salvage Vanguard 
Theater. McCormick and Merlin hope to 
highlight many of the local groups they love, 
such as Junk, the Frank Mills, the 
Knuckleball Now, and Girls Girls Girls. For 
the grand opening, Merlin and McCormick 
will perform as Get Up and will be backed by 
Parallelogramophonograph. That night, 

Merlin Works will offer special deals to reg- 
ister for classes, including Improv 101 
classes, which start March 1. 

Merlin and McCormick are hopeful about 
taking the next step for Austin’s improv 
scene. “We’re taking it slow," Merlin cautions. 
“But we’re adding shows, classes are filling 
up, and eventually we’d love to be able to 
offer classes and shows every night.”

the guy Daniel is talking to on the MTV special 
when he says, “Look, Dave, I’m on MTV!”) 

Last September Daniel’s ex-manager Jeff 
Tartakov enticed me to think about being in 
Speeding Motorcycle, a rock opera of Daniel’s 
songs created by Jason Nodler for Infernal 
Bridegroom, a theatre company in Houston. 
The Zachary Scott Theatre Center had decided 
to give it an Austin run, and apparently Jason 
wanted me to be in it. It really didn’t take 
much persuading; when I read the script, I 
was in awe. What Jason and music director 
Anthony Barilla had done was so perfect: They 
used Daniel’s songs to dramatize the world 
inside Daniel’s mind, using characters and 
symbols from his artwork. I said yes. 

When rehearsals started in January, the 
Chronicle asked me to keep a journal of the 
experience. The world of theatre is a new one 
to me, but Daniel’s world is not; How would 
they come together? Here are excerpts from 
that journal. 

Thursday, Jan. 17: Meet & Greet 

I am so uncomfortable meeting new people, 
the very phrase “Meet and Greet” fills me with 
dread. It usually takes me weeks to be able 
to tell people apart, and that always makes a 
tenible impression that you just can’t explain 
away. But I get there, and it’s not all new 
people! I see Bill Anderson and Terri Lord and 
Sheri Lane (musicians I know), and I feel much 
better. They are all going to be in the band, and 
they are awesome. 

Tonight I learned what my role is to be, or 
rather not to be. Jason initially wanted to cast 
me as Laurie, Daniel’s muse and the only 
female lead, and that’s flattering and all - and, 
of course, I want as HUGE a role as possible and 
to be one of the big stars and everything! - but I 
don’t think I am the Laurie girl-next-door type. 
I’m pushing 50 over here ... and I’m chubby 
and weird, and it would beg credulity to cast 
me as a college girl. Once they met me, I am 
pretty sure they thought I’m not right for Laurie, 
either. But what they said was (and I detected a 
bit of blowing smoke up my ass here), “Oh, we 
are going to give you a part that allows us to use 
you more than the Laurie part!” 

We’ll see. But even if I have the tiniest part, 
I still get to do the play . . . and it is brilliant !! 

Monday, Jan. 21: First Day of 
Rehearsal 

We got the scripts today. There are a lot of 
songs that I am less than familiar with. It’s 
fascinating how two people can listen to 400 
Daniel Johnston songs and their list of 20 
favorites won’t overlap. Tony [Barilla] is going 
to make us all disks of Daniel’s versions so we 
can learn the songs and his idiosyncrasies. 

The girl who is to play “Laurie” had car 
trouble, so she’s not here. I offered to read her 
part, but they had Adriene Mishler read it. 

There is this song that requires a choir, and I 
am not the female soloist. It’s Susanne Abbott. 
I think, “I am the professional rock singer in 
the room - the only one, I might add - so why 
am I not the soloist?” And then she sang. 

Oh. My. Cod. Susanne has the most 
BREATHTAKING voice. I could never do the 
song as well! She’s like a great gospel singer! 


At every turn I am getting confirmation that 
Jason and Tony know what they are doing. It’s 
their vision, not mine. I need to keep my yap- 
per shut and let them do their thing. 

Tuesday, Jan. 22: Second Day 

I get to sing in the concert after the end of 
the show. Maybe that’s where they are going 
to “use me,” doing what I actually do, singing 
rock music. That won’t be much of a challenge, 
but I am okay with it. 

And what do you know? I am not the only 
professional rock singer in the cast, heh heh. 
Every girl here is a professional rock singer, and 
they all have bands! They all have CDs and gigs 
and everything, even Hannah, who is 16 or 
something. Are all the boys rock singers, too? 

The part of Laurie has been given to Adriene. 
It seems like a strange decision to me because, 
as far as I can tell, Adriene can’t sing. She’s 
inaudible in rehearsal, anyway. 

Jason asked, “How do you feel about danc- 
ing?” and I said I’d love to dance! I warned him 
though about my special quality, how I look 
completely uncoordinated, even if I am doing 
everything perfectly. He had no idea what I was 
talking about. Just wait! I look like I’m 5. 

Wednesday, Jan. 23: Third Day 

Today I put on the CD that Tony made for 
the cast. It has the songs that are in the show, 
in the same order, but Daniel’s versions. Very 
helpful. It was a shock to hear Daniel’s voice 
singing, “I had a girlfriend, made me scared 
of the world.” I haven’t heard that song since 
Daniel said, “I wrote a song about you,” and 
played it for me in 1985. Hearing it today 
knocked the wind right out of me. Then I real- 
ized why I’m not so familiar with the songs in 
this thing: A lot are off Continued Story, the 
album Daniel made right after I broke up with 
him. I never listened to that one, because it 
made me feel so guilty and terrible. 

It’s weird and disturbing. I sort of want to say, 
“Hey, that song is about me, not Laurie,” but at 
the same time, inspiring that song is not anything 
to brag about. (Oh, great, I made Daniel scared 
of the world - good going there, McCarty.) Plus 
it is kind of pathetic to be all: “Oh, that song is 
about me! And that song is about me!” There is 
just something wrong about being like that, like 
you want to bask in the reflected glow of celeb- 
rity, no matter what got you there. I should just 
keep some things to myself. (What is wrong with 
my personality that part of me wants to tell?) 

Thursday, Jan. 24: Fourth Day 

They have made my part bigger ! They added 
the song “Hey Joe.” Now I get to sing a whole 
song by myself. Maybe my role will grow and 
grow as they come to a greater appreciation of 
my natural S*T*A*R* Q*U*A*L*I*T*Y! 

We started dancing today. As I danced, I 
could hear chortling from the directors. If I 
were self-conscious, I would have minded, 
but I’m not; I think my strange gracelessness 
is sort of interesting. Fortunately for me, they 
did not yank me out of the dance line for being 
ungraceful. They must be going for “cartoony” 
dancing. That makes sense, what with cartoon 
characters being in the show and all.

Daniel Johnston's songs find new life 
in the rock opera 'Speeding Motorcycle

Long ago in the Eighties, I was in a band 
called Glass Eye. We were a very popular and 
critically acclaimed band, but we never “made 
it.” (If we had, I wouldn’t have to tell you who I 
am!) When Danieljohnston came to Austin, he 
decided that Glass Eye was the greatest band 
ever (“The Beatles of Now!”), and he came to 
all our shows and gave us his tapes. 

His songs blew us all away, and he began 
opening for us. In a very short time, Daniel 
was opening for practically everyone, and tons 
of Austin bands began covering his songs. 

Daniel was very upfront about his mental ill- 
ness; he had very somberly told me and my Glass 
Eye bandmate Brian Beattie that he was a manic- 
depressive. He read us the definition from a 
medical textbook the very day we met him so we 
would be sure to comprehend. His illness didn’t 
stop me from dating him briefly, and honestly, I 
should have known better: I was a mess myself 
at the time, and adding Daniel to the mix was a 
really bad decision on my part. We broke up. 


We had to avoid each other for a little while, 
but I still counted Daniel among my friends, he 
counted me among his, and we got over it. 

When Daniel had his really terrible nervous 
breakdown in 1990, it seemed like the world 
might never get to know his songs. He was ill 
and unable to write, due to his medication. So 
in 1993, with Brian, I made an album, Dead 
Dog’s Eyeball: Songs of Daniel Johnston. 

It’s a great record, and it was nationally 
recognized as such, which was nice. With it I 
sort of played Joan Baez to Daniel’s Bob Dylan: 
making his stuff a little more accessible so that 
regular people could “get it.” While I was mak- 
ing the record, Daniel got a better doctor and 
started to recover. We both ended up releasing 
records at the same time, which was also nice. 

Brian went on to become Daniel’s producer 
for several years, traveling to Waller, Texas, to 
record him with a mobile studio. I went on 
to fall in love with, and marry, Daniel’s best 
friend, the poet David Thomberry. (David is 
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Cary Winscott, who plays one of the three 
Joe Boxer characters (who represent Daniel’s 
fragmented personality), sang “Peek a Boo.” It’s 
amazing how he sounds like Daniel. His voice 
has that bit of Appalachian twang, just a little 
nasal - it’s perfect. All three Joe Boxers are per- 
fect in different ways. I’m glad that Jason brought 
them here from the Houston production. 

Friday, Jan. 25: Fifth Day 

The first day off, and I never quit working all 
day. Theatre takes up a ridiculous amount of 
time - about 30 hours a week. That’s an awful 
lot, especially if you have a “real” 40-hour 
workweek, too. The house is a mess, the bills 
aren’t paid, there is no food in the fridge, and 
everyone at home feels neglected. I only got 
about an eighth of it all done today. How do 
these theatre folk do it? They are hardcore. 


makes the song. All the guys sing it together, 
each standing in his own spotlight. They all 
sing together, yet each man is alone. 

Thursday, Jan. 31: 11th Day 

Still dragging. In my “normal” world, I 
wouldn’t even have gotten out of bed after four 
days with the flu. Man, I was so happy about 
doing this project, because it was going to be 
so much fun. My idea of fun right now is lying 
on the sofa with my eyes shut. 1 am missing 
out on the whole experience ! 

Friday, Feb. 1: 12th Day 

Today is my birthday, and I am off ! Dave was 
very sweet about the fact that my current idea 
of a fun birthday is lying on the sofa all day.

Saturday, Jan. 26: Sixth Day 

Rehearsal l-8pm. All day I have felt really, real- 
ly tired. Toward the end of the rehearsal, I could 
feel it: I am getting sick! 

No no no no, this is no 
time to get sick! 

Sunday. Jan. 27: 

Seventh Day 

I am so sick. It’s the 
flu! Fever of 102, every 
single part of my body 
aching so badly that 1 
can’t even sleep and, 
of course, a splitting 
headache. And the 
fever is making the 
Daniel songs go around 
and around and around 
and around in my head 
like a horrifying acid 
trip through a carnival. 

I had to call in sick 
to rehearsal. They are 
doing choreography 

today, and I really need to be there, but I can’t 
move. How will I ever catch up? 

Monday, Jan. 28: Eighth Day 

I can’t miss more than one day of rehearsal, 
so I dragged my sorry ass to the theatre. Earlier 
tonight, it seemed unthinkable to sing and 
dance for four hours with my fever and every- 
thing, but working through the numbers actu- 
ally made me feel a little better. 

Jason wants the cast to go out after rehearsal 
all the time and get to be friends and drink. But 
I am too sick, and everyone is going without 
me. It will be forever before I am well enough 
to abuse my body with alcohol. By then they 
will all be friends, and I will be too late! 


Saturday, Feb. 2: 13th Day 

All-day rehearsal. I met with Andrea Ariel, 
the Dancing Mistress of the show, to go 
over the dances that 1 missed that Sunday I 

1 was sick. She is so 

great and sweet and 
energetic; she doesn’t 
seem to think 1 am 
doing so badly; she 
even said she particu- 
larly enjoys watching 
me dance. 

Tuesday, 

Feb. 5: 

16th Day 

I am starting to feel 
better! Finally! 

I was totally wrong 
about Adriene! She 
sings beautifully; her 
voice is strong and 
lovely. She was just 
holding back in the 
beginning. She’s better 
at being Laurie than I 
could ever be. On YouTube, I saw some Daniel 
footage with Laurie Allen in it, and Adriene 
actually resembles her. Dye her hair ash-blond, 
and they’d look like sisters. 

They made my part bigger again today, 
which I love, of course! To make the “Man 
Obsessed” scene funnier, I am being more of a 
forbidding/comical Head Nurse. Everyone was 
laughing when I did the new stuff, and they 
swore it was hilarious. The Dancing Mistress 
wouldn’t lie to me, so maybe it is funny. 

But you know who is going to steal the fucking 
show? Adam Smith, who plays Captain America. 
He “did” his number today with all the stops 
pulled out, and he kicked the entire cast’s ass. 

Wednesday, Feb. 6: 17th Day 


Wednesday, Jan. 30: 10th Day 

Weep all day, go to doctor, cry some more, 
rehearsal. It’s just a symptom, being weepy. It’s 
not real, just flu germs poisoning my brain. 

Now we are working on staging, and it’s so 
great to see how things will actually look. The 
staging for “Mind Contorted” is brilliant!

all about you\” in a friendly joking way, and 
Adam cocked an eyebrow and said back (also 
jokingly), “You are just now figuring that out?” 
But there was some truth in it; you could hear 
it. You could hear it in his voice. 

Now, in the world of music, most musicians 
don’t want to be the frontman; it interferes 
with playing and having a good time. The 
frontman-type of personality that I have, where 
I want everyone to “Look at me! Look at me!,” 
makes musicians glad to have me around. It 
takes the pressure off them, and they can con- 
centrate on the music. I thought that everyone 
in the cast would feel the same way: happy to 
have me around to do my thing. 

But when Adam said that, it struck me: In 
theatre, everyone is a frontman! Everybody is 
like me! Everybody wants more stage time, 
more lines, more songs, more more more! 

In the theatre, it’s not a good thing to throw 
yourself forward and shoulder more lines or 
tasks; it is gauche. There is this delicate dance 
going on, of wordlessly acknowledging that we 
all crave the spotlight. You have to be very, very 
polite and egalitarian and try to make sure you 
aren’t being a big attention pig. It is hilarious 
that I just figured this out! I am a moron. 

Friday, Feb. 8: 19th Day 

Today I had my costume fitting. Daniel’s 
idea was that every costume is one bright color, 
and every cast member gets to choose whatever 
color they want. But no one ever asked us our 
favorite color. So I think the costume designers 
just picked colors for us. I have been thinking, 
“Oh please God, not yellow or white. I am the 
heaviest woman on that stage; please let it be a 
slimming color and not yellow or white!!” So, 
naturally, I am in yellow. 

Sigh. The costume looks like a yellow bag, 
with embiggifying horizontal stripes. On the 


bright side, it is comfortable, and at least every- 
one will look the same! 

The nurses’ outfits are fantastic 1 . To go with 
them though are 6-inch-heeled shoes. I took 
one look and burst out laughing. I have never 
worn heels in my life! I am supposed to dance 
in these? I can’t even walk in them (except like 
Frankenstein). I don’t know if any of us will be 
able to dance in them. We can but try! 

Tonight Joe Folladori (the third Joe Boxer) 
leaned over to me when the band was playing 
“Ain’t No Woman Gonna Make a George Jones 
Outta Me” and asked, “Did you know Daniel 
around the time this song was written?” And 
I couldn’t help it; I replied, “Uh, this song is 
about me.” It was kind of a relief. 

It’s funny, hearing Daniel play that song 
when it was written used to make me feel so 
bad. But now I love to hear it, and it makes me 
laugh! I think his sense of humor was lost on 
me at that time, at least about our breakup. 
Now I can see he only meant to make me feel 
better, maybe even reassure me. 

Doing this rock opera has made me hear 
Daniel’s songs in whole new ways. I have to 
admit I have been a Daniel snob of a sort: “I 
prefer his early work,” like someone who only 
likes the acoustic Bob Dylan. Hearing so many 
of his later songs, sung so heartfelt, makes me 
realize that Daniel’s talent has never declined. I 
just got stuck in his “classic” period and failed 
to really hear his new stuff. He’s great; he’s just 
as great as he ever was. 

Saturday, Feb. 9: 20th Day 

We are really getting close to the opening all 
of a sudden. Today we rehearsed for 12 brutal 
hours. We are doing something called “tech,” 
which consists mostly of Ifyle Sturdivant hav- 
ing to stand or sit or lie down on the stage for 
interminable periods. Kyle is one of the Joe 


Boxers, and he is very serious about acting and 
very great. He can totally make you cry without 
doing anything but sit there. 

Which is probably why he is endlessly hav- 
ing to sit there while they get the lighting right. 
It is bordering on ridiculous how they tell him 
to hold and then seemingly forget about him, 
trussed up like a turkey in his straitjacket, 
while they confer about the lighting. I think by 
the end he was ready to twist Jason’s head off. 

Sunday, Feb. 10: 21st Day 

Eleven to 1 1 again! Full dress rehearsal today. 
It is great to get to see the costumes finally, 
especially Captain America and Satan and 
Casper the Friendly Ghost and Jeremiah the 
innocent frog. And we are getting kids - a slew 
of children! Most importantly, we get little girls 
to play Jeremiah! It’s just as Daniel pictured it. 

Very upsettingly (for me), the costumes of 
the other girls don’t resemble mine at all! All 
the slender girls are in tight dresses of slim- 
ming colors like purple and teal, while I am in 
the yellow bag. 

Wednesday, Feb. 13: 24th Day 

Last rehearsal before we have an audience. 
We stayed until nearly 2am. I feel like the 
whole world has dropped away, and the only 
thing in my mind is The Production. I can’t 
stop thinking about every little thing: how 
to make the frog head stay on, fixing Captain 
America’s shield, the Coffin being too heavy to 
lift, and none of it is mine to fix . . . I just can’t 
think about anything else! This must be part of 
why theatre people love theatre so much: You 
are totally immersed in it, and it kind of makes 
the rest of the world go away. 

I have all my songs and moves and every- 
thing down. NOW I am afraid I will make some 


insane error that I have never made before, 
some completely new and startling mistake! 

Saturday, Feb. 16: Opening! 

The theatre was sold out, and the show was 
a total hit ! Just like I knew it would be. The 
audience laughed and clapped at all the right 
places and everything. They GOT IT. Jason 
and Tony are thrilled; everyone is smiling! 
Champagne! And food! And even though it is 
cold and rainy, everyone stays for the concert. 

The whole time we have been in rehearsal I 
have not allowed Dave to see the script, and I 
have refrained from discussing rehearsal so he 
can see the production with a Clean Mind. When 
I found Dave in the crowd, he was beaming. He 
really loved it. He couldn’t stop laughing. It is 
funny how a rock opera about a mentally ill guy 
who dies and has a funeral can be so funny and 
uplifting, can put everyone in such a great mood. 

I asked him: “Isn’t it unbelievable, watching 
it, thinking: ‘This is about Daniel. Not only 
is Daniel famous, but people are making art 
about him.’?” He said: “But Dan always knew 
this would happen. He used to talk about 
‘when they make a movie about my life,’ and 
‘when they make a rock opera of my songs,’ 
even when he was a teenager. He just knew it. 

“But watching this tonight,” he went on, 
“we are in the same room with the characters 
from his drawings, we are walking around in his 
dreams and his nightmares. We are characters in 
his fantasy of being famous, which have all come 
true! It’s just so surrealistic! The whole thing 
was so good, and the Joes just nailed it. But you 
know what? It made me miss him. I really miss 
that guy, that kid I knew back then.” ■

In Remembrance of Raul 


Paying tribute to poet and activist Raul Salinas

News of Raul Salinas’ death came swiftly. 
Accepting it will take a little longer. 

I received a phone call the morning he died 
from “sistah scribe” Maria Limon, who was 
making the calls from La Pena. I immedi- 
ately called the Chronicle’s Books editor as the 
paper went to press on Wednesday. This was 
big news. The poet and owner of Resistencia 
Bookstore, home of Red Salmon Arts, was also 
a teacher, a community and social activist, a 
mentor, a sprite, tin vato loco, an inspiration, 
a husband, a compadre . . . too many labels to 
mention. Raul Salinas is known and respected 
around the world. 

After I’d done my job, a peculiar second 
thought came into my head. Maybe Maria was 
joking. How dare she put me in this position 
of calling my paper with news that was a hoax. 
Deep down, I knew that wasn’t true, but I 
wanted a reason to be angry with her. When 
I reached her, she assured me, in the gentlest 
manner, that it was true. Raul was dead. And 
then the tears came. 


Raul had been sick for many years, keeping 
at bay the liver cancer that had come upon 
him a few years back but which returned with 
growing ferocity two years ago. Raul was a 
fighter, which explains why he lasted so long. 
News of his death was not a surprise, but it 
was still a shock. 

The day of his memorial service, his son 
Larry read a poem he wrote to the assembled 
mourners. In it, he wondered: Who was this 
man who was such a good father, mentor, 
and guide to everyone else, while pain- 
fully absent to him in his youth? His words 
brimmed with righteous anger, raw tender- 
ness, and awe for the man so many of us had 
the pleasure of knowing and learning from, 
while his son starved for his presence. It was 
the kind of truth telling, I think, Raul would 
have respected. 

When it was my turn to offer Larry my 
condolences, I told him, “I always respected 
your father, but I didn’t realize how much I 
loved him.” 


“Me neither,” he said. 

Below are a few remembrances of Raul. 
More can be found on The Austin Chronicle 
website at austinchronicle.com/chronic. Several 
other blog posts and e-mails about Raul are 
already flying in cyberspace, which is funny, 
since Raul was no “high tech Aztec.” He pre- 
ferred pen and paper. I like to imagine Raul’s 
spirit flying around now, alighting once in a 
while to literally surf cyberspace to check out 
what “the young ones” are saying about him.

Raul Salinas was a poet of the most serious 
kind. He knew that poetry was a matter of 
life and death. He knew that neither would 
wait for poetry. He was a man who spoke 
the truth that came to him from the dust 
of the earth he walked on. He was a poet 
of struggle, who did not put poetry in one 
pocket and struggle in the other, because he 
knew that one would get nowhere without 
the other. Raul was a poet of freedom; he 
embraced it as only those who have known 
prison can embrace freedom. He was a poet 
of justice, who knew that poetry always has 
some business to do with justice and that 
justice is always in some way poetic. Raul, 
we mourn you. We miss you. But we keep 
more than we lose. Not just your words, but 
the light, the fight, the strength.

THE ELEMENTS OF VIRTUAL COOKING 

“What is the element of good cooking?" Lenny Henry’s tyrannical chef, Gareth Blackstock, 
in the early-Nineties British TV show Chef! repeatedly barks at his kitchen staff. His answer 
fluctuates with his temper, but ingredients, timing, and restraint rank as Chef! 1 s Top 3 essen- 
tial elements to good cooking. 

Ten years after the savory sit- 
com simmered down to reruns, 
the phenomenon of food-related 
video games swept the nation's 
virtual kitchens in the form of 
Japanese game-developer Office 
Create’s Cooking Mama 
(Majesco Entertainment Co., 
$19.99) and, in 2007, Cooking 
Mama 2: Dinner With Friends 
($29.99), in which players 
“cook” dishes based on simple 
recipes. Dishes are assembled 
step-by-step, each step timed 
and individually scored. The pop- 
ularity of these Nintendo DS 
games prompted the March 
2007 release of Cooking 
Mama: Cook Off ($29.99) for 
the Nintendo Wii. 

Having spent a week marinating 
on the possible relevance of 
tedious cooking video games to 
either cooking or gaming, I sought 
insight from three students 
enrolled in chef Richard 
Winemiller's culinary program at 
James Bowie High School. 
Placed in front of the Wii, young 
cuisiniers Malcolm Goler, Michael 
Grimm, and Nicole Nguyen used 
their arms to imitate stirring, 
chopping, and kneading, eventual- 
ly sparring against one another in 
the player-on-player chapter of the 
game. “If only cooking were really 
this easy” was a popular sentiment among the high school seniors. That is, until they came 
upon the task of peeling a potato for minestrone, struggling to steady the cursor to erase 
every spec of peel. “Man, we would have been finished by now if this were real cooking,” 
Nguyen grumbled with a giggle. They were having fun and agreed the game appealed to young 
people interested in the technicalities of cooking. “You’ve got to portion correctly; [you have 
to] add stuff at the right time,” Grimm said, but he added that it only mimicked actual cooking 
on a very basic level. “I like that it's interactive," Goler offered. “It’s like you’re actually cook- 
ing. ... I don’t like that it’s a little too fast.” 

Unlike chef Blackstock, in Mama’s fiery eyes, the only important ele- 
ment to good cooking is timing, and, to her, timing means speed, as it 
does to Jill, the busty baker in Sandlot Games’ 2007 Cake Mania 2 
(Elephant Entertainment, $19.99, downloadable for Windows 2000/ 

XP), who makes cakes as fast as she can for impatient customers. 

Of all the foodie games I sampled, Oberon Games’ Go-Go Gourmet 
($19.95) offers the most relevance to the professional cooking indus- 
try. In this downloadable Windows 2000/XP game, Ginger has to 
advance to master chef by cooking in various kitchens, juggling orders, 
and actually cooking - chopping, boiling, seasoning - as opposed to 
Jill’s method of pressing a button on a magic cake machine and dump- 
ing it into a magic froster. 

Craig Long, proprietor of Austin catering kitchen Go Go Gourmet (now located in the 
Texas Municipal League building, 1821 Rutherford, 589-6063), upon cursory inspection of 
the eponymous game, did not glean the same pleasure from combining the elements of 
cooking and gaming that chef Winemiller’s students did. “You don't do any sort of cooking or 
culinary skills,” Long said. “I never saw her wash a dish; I never saw her cover a no-show.” 
Describing the hectic atmosphere in a real kitchen, Long admitted to having no interest in 
playing a video game that resembles that “in the weeds” mania. “I don't want to ever think 
that our future is being based on how applicable games are to reality. How about the game 
Smell This, and See If It’s Fresh or Is This Milk Still Good?” - Sofia Resnick 


Namco's BurgerTime Delight, revived from the steam 
tables of the Eighties, lives on in cell phones. As chef Peter 
Pepper, make burgers by stacking ingredients from elevated 
ladders; paralyze your enemies - hot dogs and eggs - with a 
shake of pepper or a flying bun.

Ever been on the Mexican coast, sitting at one of 
the little seaside cabanas with your toes in the sand, 
drinking a cold beer and eating a pile of garlic shrimp 
or a big seafood cocktail? In case you are short of 
funds - like me - and unable to travel to your idyllic 
paradise of choice, I’ve found the perfect place for 
you right here in Austin. 

Housed in the building that once was Ba Le 
Vietnamese bakery, La Mojarra Feliz (the Happy 
Tilapia) is a no-frills, friendly place that serves amaz- 
ingly fresh seafood specialties found nowhere else in 
Austin. Inspired by the cuisine of 
Acapulco on the Pacific and Veracruz 
on the Gulf Coast, Mexico City native 
Juanita Navarro and staff livened up 
the drab building, added an enclosed 
patio, and are dishing out some of the 
best authentic Mexican seafood in 
town. They are most definitely doing 
something right, because the place is 
usually busy, frequented mostly by Mexican nationals 
looking for a laid-back place to enjoy a taste from 
home. If I had one complaint, it would be the loud TV 
screen forever tuned to Mexican telenovelas, but as 
my husband pointed out, that is totally authentic. 

Now we really feel like we're off somewhere in 
Mexico, and I bet on Sunday afternoons they show 
Mexican soccer instead. 

The menu is quite ample, featuring something for 
everyone. It's divided into categories: appetizers, 
antojitos (tostadas, flautas, tacos, and the like), cock- 
tails, ca/dos (soups), and main dishes that include 
different preparations of fish fillets, octopus, shrimp, 
and whole fish. Among the starters, it's hard to go 
wrong with the Ostiones a la Luigi ($4.99), an order 
of six bacon-wrapped fresh oysters, crispy fried and 
served with tartar sauce. Another popular favorite, 
the Camarones Diablos ($4.49) are the ubiquitous 
bacon-wrapped shrimp and fresh jalapeho strips that 
I can eat like there’s no tomorrow. And the thought of 
those big metal trays piled with ice and freshly 
shucked oysters at $6.99 a dozen makes my mouth 
water. Among the antojitos, we have sampled the 
tacos dorados ($5.99), an order of three crispy, deep- 
fried corn tortillas rolled around your choice of tiny 
shrimp sauteed in garlic, seasoned canned tuna, or 
miniWa de pescado, a traditional dish from Veracruz 
that’s like fish picadillo. I ordered one of each, and, 
although all were good, the minilla was my favorite. 
The tostadas ($2.49) can be topped with either of 
the aforementioned dishes and also with ceviche, 
topped with lettuce, tomato, and avocado slices. The 
ceviche is marinated in vinegar rather than lime juice 
- which is not my preference, since it can be a bit 


strong. But it is well-seasoned and makes a great 
starter on top of the crunchy tostada. With a cold 
beer or a frosty goblet of spicy michelada , any of 
these snacks hits the spot. 

I’m a sucker for seafood cocktails, and La Mojarra 
serves several tasty varieties. The simple shrimp or 
octopus cocktail ($5.99 small, $8.99 large) is full of 
plump shrimp and perfectly cooked octopus, tender 
and never rubbery, swimming in a tangy ketchup-and- 
lime-juice-based sauce and garnished with chopped 
onion, cilantro, tomato, and avocado slices. The 

Campechana is a combination of two - 
shrimp and octopus or shrimp and oys- 
ters - in the same sauce and at the 
same price. The huge Vuelve a la Vida 
($8.99) includes all of the above, and, 
as the name implies, it can bring any- 
one back to life. The caldos are based 
with a spicy tomato broth, served with 
fresh lime wedges and fluffy rice with 
your choice of fish or shrimp ($6.99) or the Caldo 7 
Mares ($8.99), brimming with fish, shrimp, oysters, 
and crab. Trust me, the restorative properties of these 
soups for those of us who suffer allergies (or for late- 
night revelers recovering the next day) are amazing. 

Any of the main dishes - fish fillets, tender octo- 
pus, or shrimp - can be ordered in a variety of prep- 
arations: mojo de ajo (with crispy garlic and olive oil), 
a ta Veracruzana (in a tangy tomato, garlic, olive, 
caper sauce), or a la Mexicana (with sauteed tomato, 
onion, and chile), all served with rice and salad. 
Other specialties include the filete relleno de maris- 
cos ($7.99), a seafood-stuffed fish fillet topped with 
a delicious cream sauce, and the Aguachile ($7.99), 
a dish common on the Pacific coast consisting of 
shrimp lightly cooked in lime juice (like ceviche) 
served in a fiery sauce of green chiles. It can be 
deliciously painful to eat, but just get Juanita to 
bring you another beer. For the less adventurous, 
there are shrimp in cream sauce, breaded fried 
shrimp, and fried fish fillets, the last two also per- 
fect for kids. 

The star of the menu, of course, is the house spe- 
cialty, the Mojarra Feliz ($10.99). This very well 
could be the best seafood bargain in the city: a 
whole tilapia fried with garlic, a la Veracruzana or en 
papillote (your choice), served with rice, salad, 
french fries, two garlic shrimp, two breaded fried 
shrimp, and two oysters Luigi. Talk about a one-dish 
meal! Appetizers, salad, and main course in one 
marvelous dish. I'm not quite sure how happy the 
tilapia really is, but let me tell you: Just like me, you 
will be muy, muy feliz after a lunch or dinner at my 
new favorite hangout. - Claudia Alarcon

Fair Bean Coffee is sunny, open, 
and spacious. The decor is understat- 
ed: clean neutral tones, gentle light- 
ing, plain wooden tables, and long, 
low white sofas. The music is usually 
acoustic and barely perceptible. This 
is a space meant for grownups, per- 
fect for concentrating and communi- 
cating. Both of which are helped 
along by coffee, of course. 

The coffee is the focus here. 

Sacks and bins of both green and 
roasted coffee beans shore up the 
counter, and the green pot-bellied 
coffee roaster, vented through the 
ceiling, dominates the 
entire space. As the 
name implies, Fair 
Bean Coffee aims to be 
socially responsible, 
and posted on the wall 
is a Fair Trade meter. 

“We intend to be 
entirely Fair Trade eventually," 
explains owner Andres Salvador in 
his soft Venezuelan accent. “Until 
then, we keep this meter on the wall 
in a spirit of full disclosure. Right 
now we are hovering around 58 per- 
cent.” The problem with becoming 
entirely Fair Trade is supply. Salvador 
buys green coffee directly from the 
growers, because Fair Bean roasts 
virtually all of the coffee they sell. 

“As time goes by and I develop rela- 
tionships with more growers, that is 
what will get me to 100 percent. You 
have to be sure you can obtain what 
your business is selling, you know?” 
he laughs. 


Fair Bean carries 
five varieties of 
coffee - Ethiopian, 
Costa Rican, 
Honduran, Guate- 
malan, and espresso blend - and all 
are roasted on-site and cost between 
$9.50 and $10.50 a pound. Of 
course, most of the clientele is here 


for espresso drinks, and this is 
where Fair Bean has won my alle- 
giance. “For great espresso, you 
have to be vigilant,” Salvador insists. 
“The espresso must be properly 
roasted; you must have a spotlessly 
clean, quality espresso machine - 
we have a La Cimbali. The grind 
must be correct, and the barista 
must be knowledgeable." Salvador's 
zeal pays off for the customer: The 
espresso (and hence the cappucci- 
no, and every other variation) is per- 
fect - strong, hot, aromatic, and 
never bitter. (The double cappuccino, 

I might add, has three 
shots of espresso.) 

The exemplary quality 
is consistent no matter 
when you go in and no 
matter who is working 
the machine. 

Brewed coffees, iced 
coffee, iced tea, rooibos tea, and 
protein shakes are also available, 
as well as Venez-uelan and Spanish 
specialties. “My parents are 
Spanish, and I was born in 
Venezuela, so I decided to go with 
the food I know best,” Salvador 
says. “Here on South First, there 
are so many great taco places! I 
knew I had to do something at least 
a little different." 

Venezuelan pastries called rotos 
($4.50/$5), temptingly stuffed with 
cheese, raisins, onions, and chicken, 
are displayed alongside savory South 
American empanadas ($2.25/$2.50). 
Both have marvelous, crisp pastry, 
and Fair Bean makes vegetarian ver- 
sions of each. Espresso tres leches 
cake ($2.25) and carrot-pumpkin cake 
($3.25) are always under glass, and 
wedges of authentic Spanish omelette 
($2.25) are served, hot or cold, 
throughout the day. Even so, Salvador 
feels he has barely begun to tap the 
potential of the brand-new and spa- 
cious kitchen. - Kate Thom berry

Keep It on the Download 

Gaming, the agoraphobic way 


The era of the little game is hardly upon us. The 
Grand Theft Autos and BioShocks still rule the gam- 
ing roost, but the Wii is the little system that could, 
and the handheld Nintendo DS, the fastest-selling 
platform on the market. Meanwhile, the big boys, 
Xbox 360 and PlayStation3, offer downloadable 
content to stay small and capture the casual mar- 
ket. The casual gamer isn’t wowed by hi-def bells 
and whistles and would rather zone out and then 
continue on with his or her normal life. Gaming 
and a normal life . . . what will they think of next? 

The Wii’s downloadable content, acquired via its 
Virtual Console, consists of classic Nintendo titles. 
That’s a good deal of quality nostalgia - I could 
play Kid Icarus for hours - but nothing new for 
anyone around the age of, say, 30. Xbox Live and 
the PlayStation Network are where you’ll find new, 
addictive titles and vintage arcade rarities to fill up 
your time when you’re not at work, because playing 
Bejeweled at home is pathetic. -James Renovitch 

Xbox Live 

Xbox Live sits on the online gaming throne 
thanks in no small part to the Halo franchise, and 
while they offer new titles regularly, recent releases 
simmer in the casual-gaming mold. 

Omega Five offers solid, side-scrolling action 
that plays more like an experiment in sensory 
overload. One thumb controls where you move, 
and the other thumb where you shoot. It’s as 
simple as that but painfully difficult. From the 
moment you start in one- or two-player mode, 
you’re bombarded by robots, aliens, and robot- 
aliens. Rule of thumb: Don’t stop shooting. 

Cooked in the Tetris mold (like so many casual 
puzzle games), Boogie Bunnies plays more like 
Bust-a-Move. The bunnies keep encroaching as 


the insipid music starts to mess 
with your head. Throw similar- 
colored bunnies together, and 
they’ll disappear. Dancing bunnies mean extra 
points, and yet I still find myself resenting the 
funky little suckers. The puzzle gamer/cute- 
bunny lover in your life will eat it up. Everyone 
else? Stick with the Russian severity of Tetris or 
the Japanese asceticism of Sudoku. 

Disney, capitalizing on the unfathomable popu- 
larity of Tron, made 1983’s arcade oddity Discs of 
Tron so people could relive the “excitement” of a 
small fraction of the movie. Throw discs, and don’t 
get hit by your opponent’s discs. Like reverse Pong, 
and just as enjoyable. 

Commander: Attack takes the turn-based strat- 
egy game and sprinkles just enough old-school 
charm and kitsch to make it worth your while. 
Take the chance out of Risk, and you have 
this art-deco-inspired war between humans and 
superhumans. Enjoy your underdog status. The 
game is easy to learn but quickly ramps up in 
difficulty. Strategies get complicated quickly, and 
before you know it, you’re trying to destroy the 
enemy stronghold without realizing they’re sack- 
ing your headquarters. 

What Xbox Live does have is choices, and once 
downloaders define their niche in the casual- 
gaming world, they’ll find something to waste 
hours playing. Give me Asteroids any day. - J.R. 

PlayStation Network 

There’s no denying that Xbox Live has 
PlayStation beat as far as downloadable games 
go, but Sony is doing its damnedest to catch the 
wave of online action. The PlayStation Store is 
chock-full of game add-ons, PSP downloads, and 



a sampling of downloadable games. For those not 
content with playing Go! Sudoku onscreen - who 
are you? - PS3 introduced these three worthy 
downloads over the past year. 

Sony’s Snakeball is more than your average 
puzzle game. Gliding over a pixilated floor, picking 
up multicolored balls, and adding them to a trail- 
ing tail, the player navigates the likes of obstacles 
and mines in an attempt to deposit the balls in 
their respective goals. It’s like Japanese basketball 
on acid. It’s as addictive as all those arcade games 
of yore, but it looks a hell of a lot better. 

And then there’s Pain . Call it Jackass for PlayStation. 
Using nothing more than a human-sized slingshot, 
the dumbass flies toward buildings, billboards, and 
moving cars in order to create the perfect chain of 
events. The more “pain” you cause by smashing 
into windows, tossing bombs midair, and straddling 
barricades, the more points you accumulate. 

After a night of self-inflicting pain and scooting 
around on an ice rink at high speeds, flOw is a joy. 
Developed by two University of Southern California 
doctoral students as part of a thesis, it’s pure ther- 
apy. Set against a brilliant blue background, flOw 
uses no controls other than the PS3’s underutilized 
Sixaxis wireless controller. Tilt forward, and a tiny 
aquatic organism dives forth eating whatever is in 
its path. It’s slow and surreal - onscreen yoga - 
and while flOw might not scratch that gaming itch, 
it’s quite possibly the next generation. 

So take that, Xbox 360. We don’t need your 
stupid headsets and plethora of gaming choices. 
Sony is taking baby steps toward the modern-day 
gamer with these creative options. And surely 
there are many more to come. - Darcie Stevens

moral code (and further inspiration 
from actress Joan Bennett’s real-life 
scandal involving her agent/lover, a 
cuckolded husband, another borrowed 
apartment, and a couple of spent 
rounds). Pickings are slim in this new 
release - a lone (talking-point-heavy) 
commentary track from historian 
Bruce Block, a doc that repeats much 
of the same information, and a justifi- 
ably fawning short, “Magic Time: The 
Art of Jack Lemmon” - but no matter: 
The movie, crisply transferred, is a 
meal in itself. Fifty years on, it’s still 
a marvelously cracked affair - what 
kind of tender tyrant hinges a love 
story on a suicide attempt? - still 
spot-on in every sense: romanticwise, 
comedywise, and otherwise-wise.

'TREE' COMES TO SMITHVILLE 

The other day the tree arrived in Smithville. It 
weighed 65,000 pounds and had to be hauled 
about seven miles through the middle of town. 
Gawkers greeted it every step of the way. “We 
didn’t publicize it,” says Adena Lewis, executive 
director of the Smithville Area Chamber of 
Commerce. "But when something happens in a 
small town, it doesn't take people long to catch 
on.” That something is Terrence Malick's film 
Tree of Life, which is the biggest thing to hit 
Smithville since Hope Floats landed here a decade 
ago. Malick’s filming plans look to be much more 
ambitious - with Brad Pitt and Sean Penn expect- 
ed for the March start of filming - and have been 
top secret for more than a year, as casting agents 
crisscrossed the state for an unnamed "Flollywood 
family film” in search of the perfect young star for 
the Fifties period piece. The plot itself remains 
unclear. “We know the tree is an important part of 
it,” Lewis says. “It's all pretty closely held. We’re 
respectful of what they want to release.” Smithville 


is outside Austin's 30-mile radius, which means 
union rules require cast and crew to be housed 
locally, and locals are also being cast as extras. 
Seven hundred people showed up for the first 
human casting call, and 300 dogs made it to 
another. Lewis says the film project is expected to 
stay until June. On Saturday, the Smithville cham- 
ber celebrates its certification by the Texas Film 
Commission as the first official film-friendly commu- 
nity in the state, and banners around Downtown 
alert everyone that Flollywood has indeed arrived. 

'LIGHTS' FLICKERS POST-STRIKE 

The official writers’ strike toll in Texas is $30 
million. That’s the lost revenue from the Friday 
Night Lights episodes not shot in Austin and the 
Prison Break episodes not lensed in Dallas. The 
worse news is that the cameras are still not rolling 
on either project, and neither has been picked up 
for another season. “In the big scheme of things, 
we got off light,” says Bob Hudgins, head of the 
Texas Film Commission, on the strike, “but it did 
hurt.” Because of the strike’s length, much of the 
current television season is dead in the water, with 
any filming aimed at the following season. But, 
ominously, FNL, which has suffered from weak rat- 
ings but remains one of the top shows recorded to 


DVRs, was not on NBC’s list of shows returning. 
Internet fan sites, including www.savefridaynightlights. 
com, have been deluging NBC with letters, e-mails, 
lightbulbs (keep the lights on), and minifootballs in 
support of the show. “If NBC does indeed drop it, 
it will be a sad thing,” Fludgins says. 

STARS ALIGN FOR SXSW, 

HALL OF FAME 

Add director Mike Judge ( Office Space, King 
of the Hill) and glamorous actress Morgan 
Fairchild ( Falcon Crest, Flamingo Road) to the

BURNOUT PARADISE 

Electronic Arts, $59.99 

The first Burnout franchise game made 
for PlayStation3 (also on Xbox 360) isn’t 
about speed or control; it’s not about cus- 
tomizable cars or the near-vertigo graph- 
ics. Burnout Paradise is all about the tum- 
bling, head over ass, yard-sale crashes. 
Immediately upon entering the sprawling 
metropolis of Paradise City - and yes, 
G’N’R soundtrack is included - the wind- 
ing roads and half-complete bridges beg 
for conquer. 

Sure, racing is paramount, and there are 
more than 100 separate types of open-city 
races where shortcuts await every turn, but 
there’s nothing quite like landing a mam- 
moth Super Jump in the middle of a Stunt 
Run: Acquire the most points from jump- 
ing, smashing through barricades and bill- 
boards, maneuvering barrel rolls, and doing 
doughnuts. Secondary to the Stunt Run is 
the Road Rage race, with the objective of 
taking out as many cars as possible. 

After one of 75 cars has taken a rough 
beating, just trade it in at the closest junk- 
yard, or drive through a repair shop. The 
paint shops are teases. Burnout Paradise 
doesn’t approximate racers like Midnight 
Club , never mind the exhaustive depth of 
addictive Grand Theft Autos, and fortunately, 
it doesn’t even try to. 

With a seemingly infinite amount of cours- 
es - resetting with every new car - the game 
won’t grow old, but playing solo might. With 
no split-screen, the only multiplayer option is 
playing with strangers and friends online. 

Good old-fashioned racers have gone 
the way of the GameCube, but as far as 
smashing, crashing, and big air go, Burnout 
Paradise is a shiny 1969 Camaro next 
to Midnight Club’s chopped and chromed 
Hummer. Comfort is nice, but sometimes 
power is really where it’s at.

NFL Tour has 
as much 
appeal as an 
Alvin and the 
Chipmunks 
Play the Music 
of Matchbox 
20 tour. Both

fictional) would appeal to the same demo- 
graphic: young kids. Really young kids. Young 
enough not to grasp the subtleties of EA’s 
Madden behemoth. 

If you are looking for less-complicated 
controls in your football video game, NFL 
Tour has got you covered. The controls are 
as simple as the impact of 
global warming is compli- 
cated. Get things started 
by creating your own player, 
picking a team, and taking 
off on tour to face your NFL 
opponents in a rock-concert-type atmosphere. 
No helmets, no pads, but plenty of fireworks 
and flash. The seven-on-seven pigskin play is 
more similar to the style of the Arena Football 
League than the NFL, with defensive stops as 
rare as an entertaining awards show. The goal 
is to impress with your created player and 
earn a spot on an NFL roster, but it is almost 
unimaginable that someone would play this 
game long enough to accomplish anything 
other than wasting a perfectly good evening. 

Arcade-style sports games have a short 
shelf life. NFL Tour has the longevity of a fruit 
fly. Sure, you’ve got your turbo boosts and 
your big hits - players can break tackles or 
lay down crushing blows with proper button- 
mashing skills - but the thrill of the arcade 
glitz wears thin almost immediately. This is 
one tour that should have never started.

DEVIL MAY CRY 4 

Capcom, $59.99 

The formula for a Devil May Cry game is 
straightforward: superfast action combin- 
ing sword and gunplay, a brutal difficulty 
curve, lots and lots of demons, and some 
goth-rock. The newest entry, cleverly titled 
Devil May Cry 4, is the first to be released 
on the newest generation of consoles and 
is a visual feast. The game does what one 
expects from a sequel but doesn't add any- 
thing particularly revolutionary. 

A strong anime bent, absurdly large 
swords, and superhuman acrobatics set the 
stage for a combo system that continues to 
deepen as you unlock new moves to add to 
the mix. Besides just completing each level, 
you’re scored based on speed, combo chains, 
and damage-avoidance. As you improve, you’ll 
be enticed to replay the levels on harder set- 
tings in order to improve your score. After a 
lot of practice, you’ll get in a “groove” - pull- 


ing off a long series of assaults on whole 
rooms of enemies at once, and at these 
moments, the game really shines. 

The game’s visuals are stunning, show- 
casing gorgeous vistas and highly detailed 
interiors. The all-too-frequent cut-scenes 
feature beautifully realized characters and 
have amazing production 
values. Unfortunately, the 
characters are uninterest- 
ing and the dialogue overly 
serious. A heavy metal 
soundtrack cranks up 
whenever you’re in combat (so pretty much 
all the time), becoming grating after just a 
few battles. The game features six levels 
of difficulty, which range from fairly reason- 
able to utterly insane. There are also a slew 
of hidden levels and unlockable features 
that will keep fans happy. Infuriatingly, the 
camera retains a habit of jumping around in 
the middle of a fight and ruining a complex 
combo, which is a severe flaw in a game 
that prides itself on furious, nonstop action.

TUROK 

Touchstone, 

$59.99 

The last time 
we saw Turok was 
in 2002, when 
he debuted on 
the Nintendo 
GameCube, Play- 
Station2, and the 
original Xbox. Now 
Touchstone has 
reincarnated Turok for the Xbox 360 and 
PlayStation3, so what does the new dino- 
saur slayer have to offer? 

First of all, the plot. The 2008 Turok has 
changed storylines again, which he has done 
since the day video games grabbed this old 
comic-book character and threw him into a 
digital realm. Joseph Turok is no longer a 
uni-dimensional dinosaur hunter/time trav- 
eler; he’s now part of a military commando 
squad, with his mission being to capture his 
former mentor, Roland Kane, on a planet full 
of bloodthirsty dinosaurs that look and act 
as if they’re overdosing on adrenochrome. 
Turok’s crew, which could do without him, 
spends the days and nights weeding through 
Kane’s forces and mowing down dinos along 
the way like Rambo in Jurassic Park. 

Make no mistake; Turok is a manly man’s 
game. His old crew was the Wolf Pack; 
his new club is the Whiskey Company, 
and his comrades’ one-liners are cheesy 
enough to make James Bond jealous. Not 
for the animal-rights activists, Turok’s gang 
tears through the jungle mercilessly kill- 
ing any reptile, carnivore and herbivore. If 
Touchstone made this a movie, a 1970s-era 
Burt Reynolds would be cast perfectly. 

Turok’s niftiest aspect is its ability to use 
the dinosaurs’ feeding habits to Turok’s 
benefit. If an enemy is near a pack of 
dinos, Turok can pop a flare at the human 
target, in effect inviting his scaly pets to a 
face-eating party. The controls are fluid, and 
the missions are easily accomplished; it’s 
like a Schwarzenegger flick that’s uncannily 
predictable, but the senseless violence and 
pure-cheese factor make it worth watching, 
if there’s nothing else on cable.

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TV EYE 

The Best TV 
on the Block

The Cartoon Network has been promoting its 
Adult Swim programming on a billboard above 
the intersection of Guadalupe and Martin Luther 
King Boulevard for a while now. The billboard 
first caught my attention when it was promoting 
Aqua Teen Hunger Force emblazoned with this 
text: “TV is not a right. It’s a privilege!” 

I wondered: Was this a punch line only fans 
of Aqua Teen Hunger Force would get? A snarky 
non sequitur? Or a wake-up call, subversively 
tacked onto a promotion for the late-night car- 
toon? I wanted to believe the latter, especially 
after I was invited to facilitate a panel at the 
Texas Community Media Summit on March 
1. (Go to www.texascommunitymedia.org/content/ 
summit-agenda.) 

As I mentioned last week, the summit aims 
to bring together Texas media makers, stake- 
holders, activists, and advocates from across a 
full spectrum of community media: art, theatre, 
print, radio, film, television, and the Internet. 
Organizing the event is ChannelAustin (for- 
merly Public Access Community Television), 
along with the Dallas iMedia Network, 
Houston Media Source TY and the Texas 
Media Empowerment Project. The purpose is 
to gather Texas media makers to discover com- 
mon goals and develop collaborative projects. 
This is all good. But another goal needs to be 
how to make the average person realize what’s 
at stake on the local and the national media 
scene and why it affects their lives. 

For example: In December of last year, 
the Federal Communications Commission 
moved to eliminate the 30-year-old ban on 
cross-media ownership. Aggressively shep- 
herded by FCC Chairman Kevin J. Martin, 
the new ruling allows newspapers in the 
Top 20 markets to buy any broadcast station 
that isn’t among the Top 4 in its market. 
While that doesn’t sound bad on the surface, 
the repercussions for smaller, local media 
include more disenfranchisement, less local- 
ism, and further commercialization of news 
and information. 

Why didn’t you hear about this? Probably 
because it didn’t get Page One play in any 
news media. Even if you did hear about 
it, you didn’t think it affected you. One of 
two (constantly) dissenting voices on the 
FCC, Commissioner Michael J. Copps called 
the decision one that “would make George 
Orwell proud.” 

Closer to home, the Texas Cable Association 
recently won an appeal to sue the state 
of Texas, challenging state law that opened 
the market to more competition. Their com- 
plaint is that new competitors (e.g., telephone 
companies) do not have to follow the same 
regulations cable companies must follow. One 
requirement in particular is the franchise 
agreement between Time Warner Cable and 
the city of Austin. It is under this agreement 



that ChannelAustin functions, mostly in equip- 
ment funds. While the franchise agreement 
doesn’t expire until 2011, ChannelAustin fears 
that if the Texas Cable Association lawsuit is 
successful, it will allow Time Warner to get out 
of the franchise agreement and that money (to 
the tune of $1 million in capital equipment 
funds) will be lost. 

There is no lack of ill will in this town toward 
Time Warner Cable. However, it’s ChannelAustin 
that has the larger public-relations dilemma. 
Some people have told me cable access TV 
doesn’t “look like real TY” meaning the pro- 
duction values are low. This is true, for a variety 
of factors related to the ongoing recovery from 
bad past management. While ChannelAustin 
is working to improve production values, the 
larger public-relations dilemma is that few value 
public-access TV to begin with. 

To understand the value of local access 
media, think of it this way: 

Let’s say a coffee shop opens on Congress 
Avenue. They put a sign in the window that 
says, “The Best Coffee in Austin.” Another 
shop opens across the street. They put a 
sign in the window that says, “The Best 
Coffee in Texas!” Still another shop opens 
next door to that one. They put a sign in the 
window that says, “The Best Coffee in the 
Country!” And then another shop opens, 
a small mom-and-pop operation. They put 
a sign in their shop that reads, “The Best 
Coffee on This Block.” 

Size does not automatically equal quality. 
In this coffee-shop scenario, it’s the appeal 
to the local, the immediate, and the personal 
that wins the patronage. Local access media 
should work in the same way. It is not a closed 
community; it is open to whomever comes 
in the door and receives appropriate training. 
ChannelAustin is changing. What isn’t chang- 
ing quickly enough is how the public values its 
access media. 

Take some time to think about that earlier 
statement I saw on the billboard, except this 
time, say it this way: 

“Public access media is a right and a privilege.” 

What are you doing to protect your rights and 
make the most of this unique opportunity?

"My store is a bit more rock & roll,” says owner Spot, a former Waterloo 
Records clerk, whose tune has changed much since his original plans to 
open the shop on the corner of Pedernales and Cesar Chavez fell through 
last year (see “TCB," Nov. 24, 2006). Located next to East Side Pies, 
Trailer Space opens its doors Friday with an in-store performance from the 
Strange Boys.

MIND CONTORTED 


The Daniel Johnston-inspired 
rock opera Speeding Motorcycle 
at Zach Scott Theatre is a ticklish 
romp through the artist’s vision and 
obsessions, like simultaneously lis- 
tening to his tapes and flipping 
through his comic sketches, only 
better. On Friday, the encore to the 
Jason Nodler-directed musical, 
which runs through April 13, actual- 
ly occurred outdoors on one of the

Beginning in 2002 with a small showcase at 
the Austin Convention Center, the publicly funded 
British Underground has worked in partnership with UK 
Trade & Investment to present British music at South 
by Southwest, providing grants and promotional plat- 
forms to artists.

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Walter Hyatt, 1981 


A decade after his tragic death, Walter Hyatt's voice rises anew

On the afternoon of May f f , f 996, Walter Hyatt boarded a DC-9 in Miami. 
With the flight already an hour delayed, Hyatt was anxious to get to Virginia, 
where his daughter Haley was graduating college the next morning. 

Only minutes after takeoff, a distress call was radioed to air traffic control. 
Fire had broken out in the cargo hold, and smoke began to fill the cockpit 
and cabin. The plane banked to return to Miami International Airport but 
at 2:14pm disappeared from radar. Valujet Flight 592 had crashed into the 
Florida Everglades. 

All 110 passengers and crew aboard the plane were killed. 


The crash of the Valujet flight was as much 
a national scandal as it was a tragedy, the 
first low-cost airline having already been the 
subject of countless safety investigations. Yet 
with the death of Walter Hyatt among the pas- 
sengers, Austin had lost a piece of its heart. In 
his obituary for Hyatt in the Chronicle, KUT’s 
Larry Monroe wrote: “It was like losing a 
member of the family. After all, we first knew 
him as Uncle Walt.” 

Alongside David Ball and the late Champ 
Hood, Hyatt founded Uncle Walt’s Band, one 
of Austin’s most popular 
acts in the 1970s and 
early 1980s. The acoustic 
trio’s tight harmonies and 
swath of talent melded an 
amalgam of influences, 
folk and country cut with 
an easy jazz swing and 
a soulful lilt. Their high- 
energy shows and poi- 
gnant, smart songwriting 
attracted devotion from 
Austin’s musical elite; 
artists like Lyle Lovett, Jimmie Dale Gilmore, 
Marcia Ball, Junior Brown, and Nanci Griffith 
would all later mark Hyatt’s and the band’s 
influences in their work. 

“I loved that band; I loved everything about 
them,” attests Jimmie Dale Gilmore, who first 
heard Uncle Walt’s Band upon moving back 
to Austin in the early 1980s. “A friend of mine 


had a tape, I think just a copied-off cassette. 
Stylistically, it was utterly different from the 
music I was coming from, but I just loved the 
sound of that band. And of course, when I got 
to know them, I loved all three of the guys, not 
only as musicians but as people.” 

On his solo work, Hyatt shone with a gently 
smooth croon rolling lightly atop jazz and blues 
accompaniment, songs like “Tell Me Baby” and 
“In November,” striking in their directness, cut | 
to the bone without pretense or affectation. £ 
In 1990, Lovett produced Hyatt’s debut, King I 
Tears, the first album for 
MCA’s Master Series to 
feature a vocalist. 

“That was just a great 
experience in my life, 
something I’ll always 
cherish, getting to work 
that closely with Walter 
and getting to record 
some of his songs that 
people hadn’t heard yet,” 
remembered Lovett in a 
1998 interview with the 
Chronicle (“Lyle Lovett,” Sept. 10, 1998). 
“Walter’s arrangements were just always so 
precise and thought out musically and lyrically. 

His songs are so thoughtful and complete and 
so honest - from his heart. 

“Walter was like that as a person.” 

When he died at age 47, Hyatt left behind a 
mass of unfinished recordings, songs that his

friends affirm are some of his finest work. Now, 
a decade on, those songs are finally beginning 
to be heard with the release of Some Unfinished 
Business, Volume One, a collection curated by 
his widow, Heidi, and featuring studio contri- 
butions from David Ball; Champ Hood’s son, 
Warren; Dobro legendjerry Douglas; plus Carrie 
Rodriguez, Allison Moorer, the Jordanaires, and 
Hyatt’s 18-year-old son, Taylor. The album is a 
testament to Hyatt’s timeless talent, a voice and 
art transcending his loss, hauntingly elegant 
and inconsolably beautiful. 

When You're Alone 

“I didn’t want Walter to go,” says Heidi 
Hyatt from her home in Nashville. “I loved 
him, and I have always felt like I was still with 
him. I raised my kids kind of with the idea 
that their dad was still there, that he was sort 
of only on the road. It would be like, ‘Dad 
would like that,’ or, ‘What do you think Dad 
would say to that?’ They were raised with me 
and with Walt, with his values. And having his 
voice and his likeness around, I think they felt 
really close to him. Other people, other fami- 
lies, when they lost someone on [the flight], 
that was it; they didn’t have these recordings, 
the voice and pictures and the images.” 

The presence and memory of Hyatt scored 
into reels of magnetic tape offered a powerful, 
if incomplete, solace to those he left behind, 
especially his children: Haley, his daughter 
from a previous marriage; Taylor, who was only 
6 when his father died; and then-8-month-old 
Rose. When Heidi received word of the crash, 
she immediately felt the responsibility to ensure 
Walter’s voice was preserved and shared. 

“I just knew when he died that, somewhere 
in a bigger design, it had to be that his music 
would be heard still in some other way,” she 
recalls. “Friends and fans came to me and 
brought recordings that they had, and we went 
through the archives of studio work he had 
done in the last year and even some recordings 
he had that we kind of pulled up, a lot of mate- 
rial that hadn’t gotten finished.” 

As artists gathered in the Nashville studio 
to finish his songs, the magic of Hyatt’s music

When Walter Hyatt died in the ValuJet 
plane crash in 1996, a major influence on 
the Austin music scene of the 1970s and 
1980s was silenced. Now, nearly 12 years 
later, that voice returns, and it sounds as 
sweet as ever. As the title, Some Unfinished 
Business, implies, these are songs that 
Hyatt was working on for his third album 
when he was killed, 12 tracks out of the 
almost 40 that he left partially complete. 
His wife and album producer, Heidi Hyatt, 
gathered friends from Nashville and Austin 
- Jerry Douglas, Warren Hood, David Ball, 
Carrie Rodriguez, among others - to add 
their parts to what he had recorded, and 
the results are what Uncle Walt’s fans 
would expect - wildly eclectic and supreme- 
ly melodic. Two songs will be familiar, 
soul twist “Motor City Madman” and the 
bluegrass shuffle “Deeper Than Love," the 
former an Uncle Walt’s Band tune, the latter 
recorded by Jerry Jeff Walker. Influences as 
diverse as Elvis Presley and Tony Bennett 
are evidenced with the smooth rocking 
"Foolin’ Round” and the pensive “I’ll Come 
Knocking.” Some Unfinished Business will 
be welcomed with wild applause from the 
faithful who believe that Hyatt left us much 
too soon. 

★ ★★ - Jim Caligiuri 
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mingled with the palpable sadness of his 
absence. The grief was so strong that although 
the arrangements and recordings were finished 
nearly five years ago, Heidi has only now been 
able to follow through on the promise to dis- 
tribute the songs with the help of David Dorris, 
who established the King Tears label to ensure 
the album’s release. 

“Now I feel like I can stand here and talk 
about it without breaking down and hurting 
other people with my own raw emotions,” she 
acknowledges. “Even two years ago, to talk 
about it too much was just sad, so sad. Going 
in the studio, I got to where I could hear his 
voice, and I know a lot of people when they put 
this record on, they’re not good for a while. It’s 
so intimate, and you just feel like he’s singing 
to you about the sadness that’s there. 

“I cried a lot in the studio,” she sighs. “It’s 
tough, and it’s beautiful. There were tears of 
joy to just simply look at what we have, how 
beautiful these recordings are. And what if 
there were nothing, if he hadn’t worked on it? 
It’s like scrambling for that roll of film that had 
a picture, and you can’t find it. 

“But we had, and it’s Waltei; and it’s beautiful.” 

Music Town 

To hear Walter’s older brother, George, 
tell it, the Hyatts lived an idyllic childhood. 
Spartanburg, S.C., is a small city tucked into 
the northwest comer of the state along the 
sloping foothills of the Blue Ridge Mountains. 

“Spartanburg was a lot of fun; we didn’t 
know any better,” laughs George Hyatt with an 
easy Southern drawl. “We grew up ramblin’ in 
the woods and the fields all over the place. We 
grew up with that happy freedom to go and do 
and be, just to play or think or go climb a tree. 
To us, it was a very pleasant, happy time.” 

The small Hyatt family cabin sat on 13 acres 
just on the outskirts of town, thick forest and 
broad, fertile fields surrounding the home. 
Simpson Hyatt was a small-office defense attor- 


ney, often receiving payment Atticus Finch- 
like: in fresh vegetables and what his clients 
could spare. Emma Hyatt, who had studied 
music at nearby Converse College, taught 
Walter, George, and their younger sister, Kathy, 
to play the piano and took them to occasional 
symphonies and operas at her alma mater. 

Nicknamed “the Hub City” because of 
its culmination of transportation routes, 
Spartanburg was also a confluence of musical 
styles. Bluegrass flowed down from the moun- 
tains while soul swept up from the South and 
Nashville country trucked in from the west. 
Spartanburg bred the Marshall Tucker Band 
but also boasted blues legend Pink Anderson. 
It provided a rich musical heritage that Uncle 
Walt’s Band encompassed fully. 

“We listened to everything,” says David Ball, 
who joined Hyatt and Hood to form Uncle 
Walt’s Band in 1969. “We weren’t only adven- 
turous playing music but listening to stuff. A 
lot of people were confused by our music, and I 
think that if we had maintained that Spartanburg 
connection, it would help define that.” 

Taking its name from the Grateful Dead song 
“Uncle John’s Band,” the trio quickly became 
a local favorite. From the start, its shows were 
enthusiastic and virtuosic affairs, with Hyatt 
playing rhythm guitar to Hood’s blazing lead 
and David Ball handling the upright bass. 
All three contributed to the songwriting, but 
Hyatt, the oldest of the three, emerged as the 
charismatic centerpiece. 

“Walter was a great showman,” says George 
Hyatt. “He could stand there in the middle of 
a crowded bar in the old days and everybody’s 
clinkin’ glasses and hollerin’ and carryiri on, 
and he’d walk out and recite ‘In the White 
Giant’s Thigh’ by Dylan Thomas or something, 
and the whole crowd would shut up and listen 
to him. He’d stand up there and scratch his 
head and look out at the audience and just 
launch into it, and I swear you could hear a pin 
drop before he was through.”

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Leaving Wofford College after his second 
year, Walter moved the trio to Nashville in 
1972, where the group gained popularity but 
few breaks. After nine months, Texas song- 
writer Willis Alan Ramsey convinced them to 
move to Austin. 

“Austin was just the opposite [of Nashville],” 
remembers Ball. “More work than we could 
handle, sun shining all the time, friendly 
people. I just loved it. It was so cheap to live 
down there that we could do nothing but play 
music. And there was an audience for us. We 
could always get at least 75 or 80 people, and 
we worked the town all the time.” 

In 1974, the group briefly returned east to 
record their debut, Blame It on the Bassanova, 
in Charlotte, N.C. They hoped to use the 
album to attract attention from a major label 
when they returned to Austin, and they almost 
succeeded, thanks to the Armadillo World 
Headquarters and a trunkload of Lone Star. 

“The Armadillo World Headquarters was 
kind of happening then and had gotten a lot 
of national press,” relates Ball. “So a bunch 
of them loaded up about 30 cases of Lone 
Star beer, they took a Freddie King record and 
Greezy Wheels record and a bunch of local 
music, and they went to New York and rented 
a suite and started calling people up, just any- 
body they could - major labels, record people, 
song people, songwriters, performers - and 
they were saying, ‘Hey, we’re over here at the 
hotel; come by and see us.’ 

“They had a 24-hour party going on for 
about four days. 

“They were trying to get something going, get 
an Armadillo record label started or something. 
And way back on the bottom of the pile, as 
Eddie Wilson tells the story, someone had given 
him an Uncle Walt’s Band record, that first 


album that we had done. So they’re in there 
just playing whatever, and they start playing that 
Uncle Walt’s Band record, and, to hear them tell 
it when they got back to Austin and were calling 
us up, the people up there in New York, that 
was the record that they responded to.” 

Warner Bros, contacted the trio and took 
them in the studio, but the sessions, accord- 
ing to Ball, were mired by personnel and execs 
who had differing visions of what Uncle Walt’s 
Band should be. The members themselves were 
also feeling pressure to move in new directions. 
Nothing came of the Warner Bros, sessions, 
and by 1975, the trio had disbanded. 

Outside Looking Out 

Following the breakup of Uncle Walt’s Band, 
Hyatt and his first wife, Marylou, who had man- 
aged the band in Austin, moved to Nashville. 
Their daughter, Haley, was bom later that year. 

Hood soon followed Hyatt to Nashville, and 
the two joined forces with Tommy Goldsmith 
and Steve Runkle of the Pritchard Avenue Band, 
adding dmmmerjimbeau Tabard Walsh to form 
the eclectic roots-rock outfit the Contenders. 
The Contenders lasted until 1978. By the 
release of their eponymous debut, the group 
had already split. 

“I was back in Austin looking to do some- 
thing,” remembers Ball. “I think Walter was on 
his own in Nashville, so he was interested in 
coming down. He and I just left Champ out of 
it and assumed he would come,” he adds with 
a long laugh. 

In Austin, Uncle Walt’s Band had achieved 
a posthumous popularity, setting the stage for 
the trio’s return. The group held a weekly resi- 
dency at the Waterloo Ice House, which became 
regularly packed events as word spread. 


Marylou had stayed behind in Nashville 
working as Waylon Jennings’ manager, and 
she and Walter slowly grew apart. They soon 
divorced amicably, and a new woman entered 
Walter’s life. 

“I was working at the Buffalo Grill and the 
Waterloo Ice House Downtown, all the places 
they played, so Walter and I kept crossing 
paths,” recalls Heidi. “He was very sincere, 
but not in a sappy, soft way, because he was 
quite witty and quite the funny guy. There 
was something just very quiet and powerful 
about Walter. He was really loving, but he 
was worldly, had been around and made his

mistakes. Some call him an old soul; he had 
a strange sensibility. But he was so sweet. He 
would go to a show, and he couldn’t leave for 
hours, because everyone wanted to talk to him, 
and he gave everyone his time. He really got 
his fan base one person at a time by giving of 
himself that way, and anyone who knew him 
felt extremely close to him.” 

In 1980, Uncle Walt’s Band recorded their 
second album, An American in Texas. They 
appeared on Austin City Limits and found a 
modicum of financial success, but the same 
impulses to stretch beyond the confines of 
the band’s acoustic sensibilities into different 
directions still pulled at each of the members. 

“Once again, we fell into that thing of 
just playing live all the time, and we never 
rehearsed, and if someone wrote a new song, 
maybe we would start doing it, but more than 
likely we wouldn’t,” says Ball. “We just kept 
playing what Champ would refer to as ‘the 
Hits!’ We were so in the moment that I guess 
you’d say we weren’t really professional, but 
that was part of the charm.” 

Following a live album recorded in 1982 
at Waterloo Ice House, the band split a final 
time in 1983. The three Spartanburg boys 
remained close, however, contributing to one 
another’s recordings and often covering the 
others’ songs. 

Walter and Heidi married in 1986 and moved 
back to Nashville to be close to Haley, now 12 
years old. Hyatt’s solo career was continually 
frustrated in spite of, or perhaps because of, 
the freedom he finally had to pursue his own 
unique art. 

In 1990, Walter and Heidi gave birth to their 
son, Taylor. That same year, Hyatt secured a 
one-album deal with MCA, resulting in the 
Lovett-produced King Tears. The album was 
Hyatt’s masterpiece but far from the mainstream 
appeal that the label had hoped. Hyatt was one 
of the most admired artists in Nashville yet was 
left working soundboards and small sandwich 
shops to support his family.

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Out Where the Blue Begins 

In the spring of 1996, Hyatt was offered a 
show in Florida. Since it was the same weekend 
as his daughter’s graduation, he was reluctant 
to take the gig, but the pay was too good to 
pass up. Friends had already comped him stu- 
dio time to lay down tracks for the follow-up to 
1993’s Sugar Hill release, Music Town. 

The Friday night show was a roaring success. 
Supported by his recently formed King Tears 
Band, Hyatt was called back for two encores 
with standing ovations. During the finale, he 
stood on the stage and recited Dylan Thomas 
to the crowd drawn silent. The following morn- 
ing he hurried to the airport, leaving the band 
behind to make his flight to Virginia. 

“There’s so many emotions that I don’t even 
bother to categorize,” says Ball. “It’s the saddest 
thing in the world, and yet it’s the greatest music 
and just goes on and on. If I step off into really 
thinking about Uncle Whit’s Band and Whlter’s 
music and Champ’s music like that, at the end of 
the day, I can get very melancholy and frustrated. I 
think Whiter was in a good place with his music. He 
was creating some great stuff and I know he knew 
it. And I think that’s the most important thing.” 
Champ Hood succumbed to cancer in 
November 2001, at age 49. His and Hyatt’s 
memory and talent, however, linger indelibly 
within the songs they left behind, songs that 
continue to inspire a new generation of artists. 
Young groups like the South Austin Jug Band 
and the Belleville Outfit display the contempo- 
rary influence of Uncle Whit’s Band, and both 
have recorded songs from the group.

“It wasn’t until I was a teenager that I was 
really able to appreciate that music,” says 
Whrren Hood, whose eponymous solo debut 
later this year will feature two songs each by 
Hyatt and his father, Champ. “It doesn’t really 
start making sense to you until you hit about 
16 or 17, and the older you get, it’s amazing 
how the songs keep getting better and you keep 
hearing new things. They are certain types of 
songs that keep growing on you.” 

In the future, Heidi plans to release more 
albums of Whlter’s archive, which includes 
more than 40 more unfinished songs. An 
extensive catalog of Uncle Whit’s Band live 
shows also exists, thanks to Darren Appelt, 
who frequently recorded the band’s perfor- 
mances beginning as early as 1970. 

“I really just hope that these people who are 
great singers out there get to hear these songs 
and discover them,” says Ball. “Once you get 
into Whiter and his melodies, it’s got you for 
life, and you will be a fan always. Everyone that 
got to know Whiter and really heard his songs, 
you just can’t help but be amazed, but a lot of 
people never saw that side; they never heard 
that music. He would write something that was 
really great, and then he’d move on. He was 
always interested in the next song.” ■

THE APE-SHITS 

BeerLand, Feb. 15 

Throughout its short history, punk has existed 
as the scab that just won’t heal, constantly pick- 
ing itself and exposing a new layer. Whereas the 
genre sprung from societal and political disen- 
chantment, a punk band trying to express genuine 
disgust in 2008 has to pick a little harder. Local 
quartet the Ape-Shits has crystallized its bleak 
world-view in the manic, disheveled energy of its 
debut on Austin imprint Super Secret Records, La 
Pollution Culturelle. Celebrating its release Friday, 
the Ape-Shits picked with gusto, their shows 
always one lobbed beer can away from total 
chaos. A shambolic "I Come Alive” and "I Want 
No One” whipped the soused Friday night crowd 


into a frenzy, but it was LP highlight “(I See) White 
People," spit by guitarist Shawn Carpetbagger 
with a great sing-along chorus, that could become 
an Austin classic: “They’ve got blond hair. They’ve 
got blue eyes. They watch reruns of Friends and 
drive north on 35.” As the 45-minute set pro- 
gressed and more libations were consumed, there 
was an impromptu rendition of “Que Sera, Sera 
(Whatever Will Be Will Be)” and a couple of G.G. 
Allin covers. Maybe the stars were aligned just 
right that night, because a fight broke out near 
the front of the stage, which resulted in guitarist 
Dean Beadles and a handful of others escorting 
a man out of Beerland and the end of the show. 
The Ape-Shits ripped the scab so fast we didn't 
feel a thing. - Audra Schroeder 


KRUDAS CUBENSI 

Victory Grill, Feb. 16 

“iQue viva Cuba!" The Cuban flag hung above 
the well-worn stage at a capacity Victory Grill 
Saturday night as local musicians donated their 
talents to raise money for ArtReach’s commu- 
nity music and youth mural-painting programs. 

In a biting parody of Cuban salseras like La 
Lupe and Celia Cruz, Wanda Krudas of local trio 
Krudas Cubensi shelved her hardcore feminist 
hip-hop persona to don a showgirl dress, neon- 
pink wig, and high heels. Equal parts musical 
performance and Spanglish comedy routine, she 
belted out tunes like “La Negra Tiene Tumbao” 
and pulled flasks and phones from her bosom 
as if it were a junk drawer. Then, she lost the 
outfit, and Krudas Cubensi launched an all-out 


verbal assault on the patriarchy, spitting rugged 
rhymes over banging Latin-tinged beats. The 
femcees celebrated Cuba, womanhood, and 
Afrocentricity, skewering Western standards of 
beauty with call-and-response choruses like, 

“La gorda llego; la gorda soy yo!” (“The fat lady 
has arrived; I am the fat lady!”). Krudas proved 
they’re not only the best black, radical, Cuban, 
lesbian, feminist, bilingual hip-hop crew in Austin 
but among the best hip-hop crews in Austin 
period. Local MCs beware: Step to Krudas, and 
get knocked the hell out. Carnival time followed 
as Buscando el Monte, a ninepiece ensemble 
featuring three horns and a small army of per- 
cussionists, pounded out a frenetic Afro-Cuban 
comparsa as enormous paper puppets paraded 
through the crowd. - Thomas Fawcett

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BALMORHEA 

Ballet Austin, Feb. 16 

In the shadow of Explosions in the Sky, Austin’s 
Western Vinyl label has inducted a new class of 
instrumentalism into the River City, one existing 
purely outside the planes of post-rock. The indie 
label showcased its two local artists Saturday at 
a dimly lit Ballet Austin studio. Setting the tone 
for the evening, Bexar Bexar began with a 30-min- 
ute exercise in controlled environmentalism, 
diluting distorted acoustic guitar, field recordings, 
and electronic samples played through a series 
of filters that magnified the subtleties of sound. 
Brian Sampson, the lone local artist behind Bexar 
Bexar and Western Vinyl, built his ambient struc- 
ture in the same manner as one piecing together 
a jigsaw puzzle without referencing the picture 
on the box, plugging and unplugging devices 


and tweaking knobs as the fragments slowly fell 
into place. Commemorating the release of its 
exceptional second album, Rivers Arms, headliner 
Balmorhea bridged the neoclassical realm of Max 
Richter with the refined elegance of Sigur Ros, 
at times employing similarly wordless, voice-as- 
instrument verses. The core of the local four- 
piece’s compositions, like cornerstone “Barefoot 
Pilgrims,” was guided by pianist Rob Lowe, with 
heavy brushstrokes of violin, cello, and acous- 
tic guitar accentuating his expressive playing. 
Maybe it was the studio’s hardwood floors and 
wall-length mirrors or the completely silent awe 
shared by the audience, but in this environment, 
Balmorhea’s linear arrangements seemed specifi- 
cally designed for dance sequences - a poised 
adagio or graceful tour en Lair - that conveyed 
the fluidity of movement. - Austin Powell 


FLOYD MOORE MEMORIAL 

Antone's, Feb. 17 

With his white Stratocaster sitting unmanned 
at the front of the stage, Floyd Moore was given 
a 3V2-hour all-star tribute Sunday at Antone’s. 
The Port Arthur native, who passed away last 
month, was a fixture of Austin’s blues scene in 
the 1970s, and on Sunday, a handful of local 
acts paid homage to his legacy. Erin Jaimes 
unloaded first with a Joplin-esque wail matched 
by "Banzai” La Rocca’s harp on “I Love You 
Baby” and the all-out jam of Larry Davis’ “Funny 
Stuff.” Eve Monsees joined to harmonize on the 
rolling rhythm of “Find My Love” before Jaimes 
bowed out with the soulful “A Woman Will Do 
Wrong.” Monsees returned with her band, the 
Exiles, to lay down a set of thumpin’ rocka- 
billy blues on “Deed and Deed I Do” and the 


Flomer Henderson-led “She’s My Morning Cup 
of Coffee.” Alan Haynes opened with an elegiac 
tone while ripping some of the night’s best licks, 
no small feat given the next set’s guitar assault 
with Gary Clark Jr. joining Jimmie Vaughan and 
Omar Kent Dykes. Vaughan offered up “Kinky 
Women” and the Fabulous Thunderbirds’ “Roll, 
Roll, Roll” before Dykes brought his doghouse 
growl to Howlin’ Wolf’s “How Many More Years” 
and Willie Dixon’s “Little Red Rooster.” Lou Ann 
Barton emerged rather bleary and aimless, it 
being her birthday, but her rafter-rattling vocals 
awed undiminished on ZZ Top’s “Thunderbird.” 
The night’s lasting image, though, belonged to 
Moore: A short documentary excerpt showed 
the bluesman laughing, “I’ll never grow old,” as 
he waded into the ocean - fishing - against the 
rolling waves. - Doug Freeman

SXSWUK 08 is in a state. In a stalemate betwixt 
love and hate, Amy and Blake. And Pete, post-Kate. 

The Gorillaz are extinct, and with barely a Queen, 
good, bad, or indifferent, in site (wither Mika?), it’s 
been left to a New Yorker of all things to resurrect 
the anarchic spirit of Thatcher-era UK punk pioneers 
Crass that’s so sorely needed now. Hullo SXSWer 
Jeffrey Lewis 

“If you want a vision of the 
future,” Orwell wrote, “imagine 
a boot stamping on a human face 
- forever.” Prescient though he 
was, bear in mind one Liverpool 
lad’s more optimistic visioneer- 
ing: “Imagine there’s no war ...” 

Tough one, that, but then that’s 
why Britain’s so great: equal 
measures of dark, war-tinged 
stoicism and funked-up electro 
anthemics, plus, for the first time 
in a long time, enough tradition- 
ally Churchillian bulldog eccen- 
trics (Fuck Buttons are but one) 
to detect a musical strategy along 
the lines of that Liverpudlian’s 
How I Won the War. The resis- 
tance would be proud. 

It’s not just the UK that’s 
gone round the bend, of 
course. We’re all waiting for the great leap for- 
ward, as Billy Bragg once noted. While last year’s 
SXSWUK superstar Amy Winehouse was snagging 
(snogging?) a fiver at the Grammys and never-ever- 
getting-a-visa boys Babyshambles put together the 
best LP of their career - this despite Pete Doherty’s 
disreputable promises to Rumpole of the Bailey et 
al. that he would “never, ever do anything like that 
again” - the rest of the world fell apart even worse 
than those two. You’ve not noticed that on Yank FM, 
to be sure, but it’s all over Steve Lamacq’s program- 
ming on BBC Radio. 

Take, for instance, the case of Riz MC, ne Rizwan 
Ahmed, the London-based, Muslim actor (Michael 
Winterbottom’s The Road to Guantanamo ) and rap- 


per, who, since this time last year, has been pub- 
licly pilloried and briefly held against his will by UK 
Immigration and the Special Branch chiefly due to the 
sardonic wordplay on his ruthlessly humorous hip-hop 
take on terror, Tories, and other dangerous UXBs, “Post 
9/11 Blues.” We’ll believe he’s actually here at South 
by Southwest and not shackled up in some officially 
nonexistent Black Ops detention center in Ifyrgyzstan 
when we see him perform. (Best of luck, Riz!) 

Still, while there’s an unmistakable air of 1984 
redux arriving at SXSWUK 08, 
it remains - against all odds - 
hopelessly, helplessly hopeful, 
bursting with the return of big 
beat; a fresh fleet of harder- 
than-hard, ruffer-than-ruff, 
Jamaican dancehall-influence 
hip-hop from South London’s 
Dizzee, Rascalian, grime- 
encrusted streets; and plenty 
of the olde guard on hand to 
guide their underclassmen in 
Political & Musical Upheaval 
101 at least to their “O” levels: 
Former Clash diva Mick Jones 
and former Generation X/Sigue 
Sigue Sputnik-launcher Tony 
Janies are now Carbon/ 
Silicon, “national treasure” 
and perpetual one-man-Clash 
Billy Bragg arrives as Mr. Love 
& Justice (think Judge Dread but with more hugs: “I 
am the love!”), ska-novators the English Beat saved 
it for later after all, and the Slits come back with 
vengeance like the nonstop groove of reggae master- 
mind Pato Banton. 

The globe (not Mick Jones’ Globe, mind you) may 
be well and truly fucked, but here at SXSWUK 08, to 
quote Spaced’ s gun-toting Territorial Army teddy bear 
Mike, we’re “the fuckest uppest,” so grab yourself a 
pint and a Wombat, and “let’s dance to Joy Division 
and celebrate the irony. Everything is going wrong, but 
we’re so happy!”

Flight of the Conchords 

The reality about Aussie and Kiwi acts

Oi, oi, oi. 

That’s the joke, see? That they can’t get people 
to come see them play live. It’s really just a joke, 
though, because it’s the premise of a TV show, and 
if you have a TV show, you’re famous. Well, unless 
you were on Cop Rock and aren’t Sheryl Crow, who 
was on Cop Rock and became famous anyway. 

So there they were, Jemaine and Bret. At a 
South by Southwest day party two years ago. 
Under a tent. Playing to what couldn’t have 
been more than 11 people. Sure, everybody 
whose path to musical success didn’t involve 
Paula Abdul has experienced playing to a most- 
ly empty space. This was different, however, 
as it involved coming literally halfway across 
the world - from Wellington to Austin - for an 
audience of less than a dozen folks. In a tent. 

It had to seem like disaster, or at least 
a disappointment. And a pricey one as, in 
airfare alone, that’s a cost of about $250 per 
audience member. 

Less than a year later, that’s the schtick. 
That and the songs. Both of which landed 
Jemaine and Bret a series on HBO: Flight of the 
Conchords. Now they might just be the biggest 
export of their native New Zealand. It’s either 
that or yachtsmen, but despite Larry Ellison’s 
best efforts to piss away millions, the world- 
wide entertainment market still dwarfs the 
sailing market. 


Yet, other than the posters on their man- 
ager Murray’s wall, almost nothing about the 
show’s humor revolves around the duo being 
Kiwis in New York City. Maybe just five years 
ago, there’s no way they could have gotten 
away with doing Conchords where it wasn’t 
about being fish out of water: “Speed bumps? 
My, what a silly term. No, we call them judder 
bars.’ That’s far more sensical.” 

Ryan McPhun of the Ruby Suns, he went the 
other way, from Cali to Auckland. Wing, she 
emigrated from Hong Kong to New Zealand, 
yet, save for the accent, there’s nothing about 
her geography that makes her AC/DC and 
Beatles covers any less of a “super sweet joke” 
or a “super sweet not joke.” 

It has never really mattered where acts were 
from. Anyone never buy a Split Enz album because 
of where they called home? Now more than ever, 
it’s irrelevant. There are Americana bands in 
Seville and Britpop bands in Tuscaloosa. 

Likewise, the antipodal acts at SXSW 08 are 
refreshingly free of any telltale provincialism. Put 
another way: They don’t seem like they’re particu- 
larly Aussie or Kiwi musicians anymore, just musi- 
cians. They span all genres, fit rigidly in some, defy 
others, and one or two even endeavor to create 
their own. Other than their accents, you’d have a 
hard time knowing from whence they hail. 

Even then, three-quarters of y’all would mis- 
take them for Brits. ■

While her South by Southwest 07 
showcase was marred by sound prob- 
lems, Tijuana’s charming Ceci Bastida 
returns to showcase her pliable tunes 
that bend with ache, perk, and sassi- 
ness. Guadalajara’s Elis Paprika flips 
her sweet-and-sour voice like the hem 
of a schoolgirl’s skirt, an amusing 
match to sometimes acerbic lyrics, as 
in (go to) “Hell. ” The queen of this trio 
is Spanish badass Mala Rodriguez, 
whose sweet image belies her power 
as a rapper. “Toca Toca” will get the 
blood flowing.

You might think Barcelona’s Tokyo Sex 
Destruction belongs on the Japan Nite line- 
up, but no. Their Black Noise and hard jam- 
min’ funk, soul, and punk influences, with 
vox channeling Marvin Gaye, Tom Jones, and 
Little Richard, is here and now. For more 
funky fun, check Madrid’s Right Ons, while 
Zarautz’s Delorean turns techno to pump up 
the danceable tunes.

Cannibalist Manifesto 


Argentina, Brazil, and Colombia on the pitch

In 1946, Brazil and Argentina played a particu- 
larly nasty football match for the South American 
championship. Less than 30 minutes into the 
game, the Argentine captain suffered a career-end- 
ing broken leg, rival players brawled on the pitch, 
and riotous fans swarmed the field. The teams 
refused to play each other for another decade. 

Be it football, politics, economics, or actual 
wars, these South American giants have long 
been bitter rivals. The two neighbors bring a 
friendlier competition to Austin as more than 
a dozen Brazilian bands and almost as many 
Argentine acts play South by Southwest 08. 
Throw in two Colombian bands, and it all adds 
up to the largest showing ever at the music 
festival for South American artists. 

Of the Argentine contingent, more than 
half (Axel K Soundsystem. El Remolon, 
Frikstailers, Tremor, and King Coya & el 
Trip Selector) belong to a bubbling under- 
ground Buenos Aires club movement that mash- 
es up cumbia with dancehall, house, hip-hop, 
and reggaeton. The loose collective of artists 
are the masterminds behind Zizek, Buenos 
Aires’ hottest weekly dance party named for 
the Slovenian-born philosopher Slavoj Zizek, 
who married an Argentine scholar and lingerie 
model. Like Zizek’s philosophy, the collective’s 
electro-cumbia is a hodgepodge of ideas that is 
fun, elusive, and wholly original. Having been 
blessed with the Diplo stamp of approval, the 
Zizek crew brings its underground dance party 
to Ninety Proof Lounge on March 13. Don’t miss 
multi-instrumentalist Axel Krygier’s Axel K 
Soundsystem, who spices up his dubbed-out 
big beats with live percussion and accordion. 

Brazil has its own philosopher whose ideas 
manifest in the country’s music, though he 
may not have eloped with an underwear model. 
Oswald de Andrade’s 1928 Cannibalist Manifesto 
suggested that the country’s great strength is the 
way in which Brazilians devour foreign influenc- 
es in the process of creating something uniquely 
Brazilian. It’s a philosophical thread that weaves 
its way throughout Brazilian music history and 
can be seen in the stable of Brazilian artists play- 
ing SXSW 08, many of whom meld the modem 
with traditional, indigenous with the foreign. 

From Sao Paulo, Curumin injects traditional 
samba with splashes of soul, reggae, funk, and 
hip-hop. Signed to San Francisco’s Quannum 


Projects, this modem sambista stands out on 
a label full of left-coast lyricists. Yet the mix of 
breezy melodies and boom-bap beats on his 
2005 release, Achados e Perdidos, fits the Bay 
Area vibe, be it San Francisco or Sao Salvador 
da Bahia de Todos os Santos. 

Like Curumin, Brazilian hip-hop legend 
Marcelo D2 mixes old with new, mining heavy 
1970s Brazilian funk as a canvas for his rapid- 
fire Portuguese rhymes. The MC got his start 
with Planet Hemp and has since collaborated 
with Sergio Mendes and traded verses with 
Will. i. am of the Black Eyed Peas and Chali 2na 
of Jurassic 5. His 2006 release, Meu Samba E 
Assim (Sony BMG), solidified his place as one 
of Brazil’s most important young artists. 

Those who enjoyed the freaky coming-out 
party of Bonde do Role at last year’s SXSW will 
want to check out the noisy lo-fi electro-rock 
of Lucy & the Popsonics. The guitar duo 
doesn’t dabble in bade funk, but the madden- 
ing effect of its music - a raucous off-kilter 
dance party - is the same. It doesn’t hurt that 
Lucy herself is the most adorable punk rocker 
you could ever hope to see. 

A historic number of South American art- 
ists play SXSW this year. Let’s just hope the 
Brazilians and Argentines can play nice. ■

Kortedala Syndrome

Kortedala is a small housing district on the northeastern out- 
skirts of Gothenburg, Sweden, notable to locals for having the 
city’s largest ice-skating rink, Isdala. Last year, however, the suburb 
was thrust into the international spotlight as the backdrop to Jens 
Lekman’s sublime pop opus, Night Falls Over Kortedala, a stunning 
example of the way regional styles develop in the most unlikely 
places. The album features contributions from fellow Swedes El 
Perro Del Mar and Frida Hyvonen, samples local electronic duo the 
Tough Alliance, and is rich with tropicalia orchestration popular 


in the area. From Lekman’s personal accounts of the city, Night 
Falls sounds a lot safer and more interesting than night actually 
falling over Kortedala. 

The new musical syndrome of Stockholm, meanwhile, can either 
be traced back to the breakout success of Peter Bjorn & John or the 
Knife, whose influence on Norway’s small-town supersound and 
local club scene can’t be masked. Sure, there’s still death metal, and 
there always will be, but in 2008, the music scene in Scandinavia is 
defrosting nicely. ■ 


FIVE DEGREES OF 
PETER BJORN & JOHN 

Shout Out Louds: Bjorn Yttling produced the 
quintet’s stellar sophomore effort, Our III Wills 
(Merge), a dreamy indie-pop record, rich with 
evocative male-female exchanges and Cure- 
esque melodrama. The Impossible EP is due 
in April, featuring remixes from Studio and 
Van Rivers & the Subliminal Kid. Bassist Ted 
Malmros also directed the animated video for 
PB&J’s “Young Folks.” 

Peter Moren: One-third of Peter Bjorn & John 
makes his solo debut with The Last Tycoon, due 
April 8 on Quarterstick. Judging from his stark 
cover of Gene Clark’s “For a Spanish Guitar” on 
2006 tribute The World Turns All Around Him, 
expect tunage more stripped-down and ethereal. 
Lykke Li: There’s an allusive charm to the lo-fi 
and unmistakably Swedish indie-pop of this 
21-year-old chanteuse on her 2008 debut, Tbuth 
Novels, produced by Bjorn Yttling. 

Ida Maria: Indie songstress likened to the 
Concretes or Taken by Trees runs her own 
label, Nesna Records, and cut two equally 
addictive singles, “Oh My God” and “The One 
That Got Away.” Presumably has some connec- 
tion to PB&J. 

Robyn: Sweden’s pre-eminent pop princess, 
Robyn’s impact across the Atlantic has been 
minimal due to label complications. That should 
change with American distribution of Robyn, 
boasting production from the Knife. Ytding 
recendy remixed the single “Handle Me.”

Lindstrom: Space disco explorer Hans-Peter 
Lindstrom has remixed Franz Ferdinand and 
LCD Soundsystem, collaborated with Prins 
Thomas, and runs his own label, Feedelity. 

NORWAY'S LEADING LADIES 

Hanne Hukkelberg: Enchanted, idiosyn- 
cratic pop songs halfway between Joanna 
Newsom and Bjork. 

Kate Havnevik: Elegant and heavily tex- 
tured electro-pop fleshed out by grandiose 
strings. 

Silje Nes: Hushed vocals and aqueous 
atmospherics reside in Ames Room, an almost 
ambient album of patchwork instrumentals 
that seems to magnify by the minute.

Inevitable Influx 

Asia, Africa, and everything after 

BY DOUG FREEMAN 



The biggest story in world music this year 
hardly dented Western media. In October, South 
African reggae superstar Lucky Dube was killed 
in a carjacking in his native Johannesburg. Often 
considered the contemporary successor to Bob 
Marley, Dube was a powerful voice for peace 
and social justice on a continent that remains 
plagued by genocide, famine, and disease and is 
still perpetually overlooked by the world. 

Africa contributes only a small contingent 
of artists to South by Southwest this year, but 
most impressive is Iran’s representation. In 
a country where the official doctrine forbids 
Western-styled shows, simply picking up the 
mic is a political action, but an increasingly 
empowered youth culture has begun carving 
out a rock scene under the regime. Meanwhile, 
Eastern Bloc countries are beginning to experi- 
ence a cultural renaissance in film, art, and 
music as the first generation to grow up post- 
Cold War comes of age. 

Asia is likewise at a cultural crossroads as 
China’s rapidly growing economy provokes a 
tenuous balance with the inevitable influx of 
global influences. Though the Asian mainland’s 
rock seems stalled two decades behind, its elec- 
tronica proves as progressive as anywhere. ■

Chiwoniso: This former member of interna- 
tionally renowned African hip-hop collective 
EO.E. offers an enticing mixture of Shona 
and English sung over mbira percussion. 

ROCK ME AHMADINEJAD 

127: Playfully but skillfully eclectic sixpiece 
hone their nu-jazz contortions into catchy, 
swooning odes touched off with Dire Straits- 
like vocals and sharp brass bursts. 
Hypernova: Debut EP questions, Who Says You 
Can’t Rock in Iran ? Answer: Not the Strokes. 
Tarantist: The quartet smelts droning 
dark metal with nuclear-reactor riffs and 
intimidating vocal growls commanding, 
“Kill Your Father.” 


ASIAN INVASION 

YB (Korea): Korea’s veteran guitar heroes 
unload 1970s riffs into 1980s glam.

Once bitter enemies with very different 
views of love, France and Germany have put 
aside their historical differences and now share 
a common goal: dance. 

When the “new rave” (or “nu-rave”) genre 
popped up sometime around 2006, it was hard 
not to get scared. Overseas, the Brits radiated 
DayGlo, and a rave wave seemed ready to crash 
the chill-out tent. As much as the NME fluffed 
and fondled the newfangled genre as the sec- 
ond coming, Brit rave culture isn’t remembered 
so fondly here in the States. 

Instead, it was Parisian duo Justice that 
became the face of dance rebirth in 2007, and 
electronic label Ed Banger (say it with a French

accent) was the midwife. Suddenly, everyone 
was talking about their favorite French remix 
DJ, and Paris was an epicenter, yes, tres cool. 

Veteran French DJs Daft Punk teaming up 
with Kanye West last year, as well as playing 
with him on the Grammys on a set approaching 
Tron, was one spark of life from the old guard. 
Justice playing parties in Brooklyn that left hip- 
sters without tickets frothing on the sidewalk is 
a sign from the new. People aren’t just dancing 
at Justice shows; they’re stage-diving. 

While neither of those duos is performing at 
South by Southwest this year, France’s electro 
contingent yields diverse sounds. Some of the 
more intriguing acts include the experimental 
Parisian trio Cheveu, which sounds like a 
screwed and chopped Mark E. Smith fronting 
Metal Urbain; animated club DJ the Toxic 
Avenger; electro-twiddler Adam Kesher; and 
mysterious youth party collective Fluokids. 

Never a country that likes to be outdone, 
Germany has its own electro-renaissance going 
down in its epicenter, Berlin. By Deutschland’s 
inherent nature, it’s a bit more grimy and dark 
than France’s party-all-the-time anthemism. 
Avant-garde singer/multimedia artist Janine 
Rostron, aka Planningtorock, trots the same 
path as Chicks on Speed but with more 
theatrics and performance-art creepiness. 
Hip-hop/electro remix duo Sick Girls and 
pogo-friendly Hamburg duo Digitalism, the 
only non-Berliners, splay gutter-grooves from 
Berlin’s club scene, where DJs like Cock Rock 
Disco proprietor Jason Forrest continue to 
work the breaks. 

Now, can we finally forget about that whole 
Franco-Prussian War thing? ■

The New Lucky Restaurant has been around since the 1950s in Ahmadabad, India, serving 
diners among the gravestones located at various points around the tables. No one is certain 
who was buried under the restaurant, according to a December Associated Press dispatch, 
but Indians aren't much spooked by the experience. Said a retired professor: "Graveyards 
in India are never scary places. We don't have a nice literature of horror stories, so we don't 
have much fear of ghosts." The restaurant's main concern is that waiters know the floor plan 
and don't trip over the ankle-high monuments. 


Five of the 10 bestselling novels in Japan 
in 2007 were originally composed, and serial- 
ized, on cell phones, thumbed out by women 
who had never written novels, for readers 
who mostly had never before read one. The 
genre’s dominating plotlines are affairs of the 
heart, and its characteristics, obviously, are 
simplicity of plot and character and brevity 
of expression (lest authors’ sore thumbs and 
readers’ tired eyes bring down the industry). 
Said one successful cell-phone writer, for a 
January dispatch in The New York Times, her 
audience doesn’t read works by “professional 
writers” because “their sentences are too dif- 
ficult to understand.” 

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL 
SPIRIT! 

• It’s the “holy grail” of beers, said a 
Boston pub manager, but, still, only 60,000 
cases a year of Westvleteren are brewed, 
because the Belgian Trappist monks with the 
centuries-old recipe refuse to expand their 
business (and even get on the phone to harass 
black-marketers). Westvleteren is sold only at 
the monastery gate, by appointment, with a 
two-case-a-month limit, at a price that’s rea- 
sonable for retail beer, but anyone who gets 
it from a reseller will pay 10 times that much. 
Producing more, said Brother Joris, to a Wall 
Street Journal reporter in November, “would 
interfere with our job of being a monk.” 
Furthermore, said Brother Joris, referencing 
the Bible, “ [I]f you can’t have it, possibly you 
do not really need it.” 

• Life’s Necessities: 1) In January, Taser 
International introduced the Taser MPH, a 
combination dart-firing weapon and MP3 
music player (that holds 150 songs). 2) In 
November, Bergdorf Goodman in New York 
City revealed that it was offering showings 
of the Guerlain cosmetic house’s KissKiss 
Gold and Diamonds lipstick, which retails 
for $62,000 (housed in an 18-karat gold tube 
containing 2.2 carats of diamonds). 

SCIENCE ON 
THE CUTTING EDGE 

• Latest Ape-tfuman News: The 4th Texas 
Court of Appeals in January affirmed a lower- 
court decision that monkeys and chimpanzees 
have no legal right to file lawsuits against 
an animal preserve for mistreatment. In 
Apeldoom, Netherlands, however, one promi- 
nent member of the family is full ol human 
nature: Sibu, an orangutan at the Apenheul 
Primate Park, has so far rejected all overtures 
to mate with other orangutans and instead 
appears smitten with blond female zookeep- 
ers, especially those with tattoos, according to 
an October Reuters dispatch. 

• To learn how cockroaches socialize, a 
research team from Free University of Brussels 
created tiny robots programmed to act like 
cockroaches, doused them with the proper 
pheromones, and set them free within crowds 
of cockroaches to see if they could influence 
behavior. While some of the robots coaxed real 
cockroaches to follow them into an unshaded 
area (away from a dark area that most normally 
prefer), nearly half of the robots, despite pro- 
gramming, fell under the “spell” of the real 
ones and headed for the darkness. 


LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

It was not only banks in the U.S. that freely 
loaned money over the last few years, but also 
those in India, and not surprisingly, many of 
their debtors have recently run into trouble 
making payments. Indian banks, inexperienced 
at collecting from so many defaulting consum- 
ers, often prefer to hire “goondas” (thugs) to 
settle debts the old-fashioned way, according to 
a January Wall Street Journal report. Though iron- 
bar beatings are frowned upon, some bankers 
say it’s their only recourse because of the numb- 
ingly slow pace of the Indian legal system.

Police in Madison, Wis., believe they ended 
the spree of vandal defecations in an apartment 
house on Schroeder Road (laundry room, hall- 
ways, items of clothing) with the January arrest 
of Ronnie Ballard, 19. At Ballard’s first court 
appearance, Dane County Court Commissioner 
Todd Meurer set bail at $1,400 and issued a 
ruling he said he never imagined having to 
make: As a condition of release, should Ballard 
make bail, Meurer ordered him to defecate only 
in toilets. 

RECURRING THEMES 

Undignified Deaths: 1) A 25-year-old 
woman jumped to her death from a depart- 
ment-store roof in Tokyo in November and, as 
sometimes happens with such suicides, she 
landed on a pedestrian (who was hospitalized 
in serious condition). 2) At least five people 
choked to death in Japan over New Year’s, as 
usual, from eating the extremely sticky mochi 
rice cakes that are a staple of the holiday. 3) 
In Ogden, Utah, in December, a 73-year-old 
woman was accidentally fatally run over by 
a motor home. It was unclear whether the 
first pass over her was fatal, but the driver 
behaved as others have: After feeling a thump- 
ing sound, he said, he stopped and backed up 
to see what he had hit, thus driving over the 
body a second time.

Woodward Ranch, south of Alpine, is an oasis on the desert spread- 
ing north from the Big Bend in the Rio Grande. At the base of an ancient 
volcano on the ranch, worlds collide in a rugged harmony. 

“Between the cattle, the deer hunters, and the rock hunters, we man- 
age,” Trey Woodward says in a slow but steady Texas drawl. He’s the 
fourth-generation steward of a 2,400-acre ranch his ancestors began in 
1884 and the third-generation Frank Woodward. “I 
named my son something else so that he wouldn’t 
have to be called ‘Cuatro,’” he says with a big 
smile and a laugh. 

Built like a fireplug and with the friendliness of a 
minister, Woodward welcomes visitors to his world. 

This would be a great place to visit even if it 
weren’t the only place in the world to find red 
plume agates. As blood-red on the outside as the 
cliffs that rise above the ranch headquarters, 
inside the biscuit-shaped rocks are quartz and 
gemstones that can be polished into beautiful col- 
ors and shapes. 

There are more than 60 different kinds of agate 
found on the ranch, as well as labradorite, quartz, 
amethyst, fluorescent calcite, and Texas' only pre- 
cious opal. More than 40 million years ago, a vol- 
cano began forming the gemstones by burying the 
area in lava more than 750 feet deep. Over the 
centuries, water seeped into pockets formed by 
gases leaving behind minerals and forming quartz 
crystals. 

Woodward is happy to show visitors around his 
rock shop next to his home. The store was the 
original Big Bend National Park visitor center. A siding of red rocks found 
on the property hides the old wood walls. In the facade are white rocks in 
the shape of the ranch’s brand - an inverted turkey track. 

Besides being a rancher, Woodward and his wife, Jan, are lapidaries. 
They can cut the red plume agate wafer-thin and then polish it to a 


smooth finish. When the Texas sun shines through the rock, it releases a 
West Texas sunset of colors. 

Featured in the shop are jewelry and polished rocks by Texas crafts- 
men, but the highlight is the rock collection begun by his father. The spec- 
imens come from around the world and show a diversity of minerals. His 
father and mother were featured in National Geographic magazine for their 
geology work. 

In a small room off his living room, Woodward shares heirlooms from 
the ranch's more than 100 years of operation. He even has the blanket 
that his mother was born on. 

The rock fireplace in the living room is a showcase of rare geological 
finds. Woodward points out the whimsical shapes of the rocks with a run- 
ning commentary. “A fireplace will warm you three times,” he says with a 
sly grin. “When you cut the firewood, when you 
haul the wood to the fireplace, and when you 
clean the ashes out." A furnace does the actual 
warming of the ranch headquarters. 

Along with rock hunting, the ranch offers visi- 
tors full recreational vehicle hookups to enjoy the 
cool summers and mild winters in the high coun- 
try of West Texas. For those whose homes are 
not on wheels, the ranch rents a rustic but com- 
fortable cabin that has air conditioning, heat, a 
full kitchen, and will sleep up to 10 people. 
Downstream is a primitive campground for tent 
campers. “It's in a really beautiful grove of oak 
trees on the creek,” Woodward says. “It’s a great 
place to get outdoors or to just do nothing.” 
Woodward Ranch is 16 miles south of Alpine 
off TX 118. Visitors are welcome to hunt for gem- 
stones for $2 per person and $2 per pound for 
the good rocks. Or you can rummage through the 
piles of rocks around the yard at the rock shop 
for $5 per pound. 

Besides rock hunting, visitors can bring their 
mountain bikes, horses, or all-terrain vehicles to 
ride the dirt “roads" around the pastures. The 
ranch is also on a migratory route for birds and butterflies, and the views 
seem to stretch almost to the national park 60 miles away. For informa- 
tion about the ranch, call 432/364-2271 or go to www.woodwardranch.net.

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Before a grand entrance constructed mostly of arches and 
a staircase sit a table and chair and a tub filled with water. A 
woman in a wedding dress enters, seemingly enraptured. She 
removes her dress and veil, steps into the tub, lies down, 
and luxuriates. A young man enters, sees her, and gently 

introduces himself as Giuliano. She tells him 
her name (Lydia), then tells him that she and 
her sisters were being forced to marry their 
cousins but didn’t want to, so on their wed- 
ding day, they all got on a boat and sailed 
from their home in Greece to Italy. 

That’s the beginning of Charles L. Mee’s 
Big Love, a “modern reconstruction,” if you 
will, of a trilogy of plays by the Greek trage- 
dian Aeschylus. While only one of the plays 
from Aeschylus’ trilogy, The Suppliants, has survived to the 
present day, the basic story of both Mee’s play and the trilogy 
is the same: Fifty sisters flee from one country to another, 
seeking asylum from forced marriage to their cousins, and 
while asylum initially is offered, eventually the 50 sisters are 
forced to comply with the marriage contract. They then band 
together and decide to ... well, while I’m sorely tempted to 
tell you the rest, I'm not going to. You can find out easily 
enough for yourself. 

Or you can allow yourself to be surprised, in more ways 
than one, and see this physical, energetic staging of the play 
at the University of Texas’ Oscar G. Brackett Theatre. Director 
Franchelle Stewart Dorn has managed to mine the Theatre 
Department's students and come up with a cast of actors 
nigh on perfectly cast in their roles. While they don’t always 
hit the mark actingwise - playing emotional qualities and 
thus flattening out or creating a caricature rather than a char- 
acter - they all get the story out clearly, and some embody 
their roles more than effectively. This is particularly so of 
Qadir Kahn, whose soft and gentle nephew, Giuliano, charms, 
even when wearing a cocktail dress that shows off his dis- 
tinctly manly upper arms. Also bringing plenty to the story 
are Lesley Gurule’s Lydia and Mark Scheibmeir’s Nikos, who 


allow us to believe they fall in love in front of our eyes, and 
La Tasha Stephens’ Bella, who expounds on the joys and tra- 
vails of motherhood and serves as the voice of reason when 
all seems destined for loss. Tom Truss also does well in dual 
roles, playing both Piero, the man who takes the women in 
after they threaten to hang themselves in front of his house, 
and Leo, Piero’s partying house guest. 

Throughout, Dorn's actors use an emotive, physical style. 
The stage picture almost never stops moving, and though the 
movement serves to distract on occasion, for the most part 
it works, which makes me think Mee wrote the play to move 
in exactly this way. The broad, constant movement works 



best in two different sections of the play, where three of the 
sisters (we never actually see all 50 onstage at the same 
time - and it’s a good thing, because finding a stage where 
they all fit would be difficult) join with three of the brothers 
in reciting Mee’s poetic, politically charged text while moving 
choreographically, often in unison. Much of the play is dance- 
like and is, in fact, set against music - entirely appropriate 
for this story about love in all its aspects. Because in the 
end, the play is, like so many stories, another ode to that 
most encompassing of all human subjects: big, small; funny, 
sad; lost, found; living, dead; and, despite its ancient origins, 
very much here, now. - Barry Pineo

In the Nigerian city of Oyo in 1946, ruling British officials prevented a tribal 
chief from committing a ritualistic suicide. It was a case of misunderstanding 
and much uproar, and from this historical seed, Nobel Prize-winning playwright 
Wole Soyinka grew his much celebrated Death and the King's Horseman. 

Elesin, a prominent chief, must die a month after the king passes in order 
to guide the king’s spirit to the next world. He’s been assigned this task since 
the day he was born, and the entire Yoruba tribe expects him to keep their 
world in harmony by fulfilling his duty. Knowing that if there’s one day to be the 


cock of the walk, it’s his last on earth, Elesin prowls about like a prizefighter, decides to take 
a sumptuous new bride, and dances to his heart’s content. 

The British, having caught wind of the planned death, decide to intervene, and disaster 
ensues. Horseman represents the Brits as the comical caricature of colonialism, at best 
referring to the Nigerians as Jane Goodall might refer to her chimps and at worse slandering 
them as “sly, devious bastards.” Little is at stake for the British in this play or in Nigeria, save 
for impressing the prince, so they inject their morals wherever they see fit. For the Yoruba, 
though, everything will be at stake if Elesin doesn’t commit suicide and play his role of inter- 
cessor to the other world: Their people will be condemned, the universe out of order, their 
future in doubt. 

But while Soyinka’s play has its share of colonial lament, the blame game in Horseman isn’t 
nearly as black-and-white as it seems. The British certainly play their part with discrimination, 
racial slurs, and total lack of understanding, but neither Soyinka nor his Yoruba protagonists 
hold the English solely responsible for Elesin’s botched suicide. Blaming the Man - the White 
Man, in this case - is the easy out. It solves nothing. There is more power in Horseman’s 
climax because it turns away from the British, is between Yoruba tribe members, and focuses 
on greater issues like the power of death, the nature of man, and how humanity connects to 
the earth and the world beyond. Despite its colonial context, the heart of Horseman lies in a 
much deeper place. 

It warrants mentioning that Death and the King’s Horseman is also a beautifully written 
play. Borrowing from the mythology and metaphors of his homeland, Soyinka galvanizes the 
English language with a lyricism it’s rarely given. In this production at St. Edward’s University, 
Marc Pouhe as Elesin and Richard Romeo as the Praise Singer deserve recognition for both 
embracing and delivering Horseman’s wonderful poetry. Director Stephen Gerald creates many 
dynamic images onstage, and the high energy that the play demands never flags. The Mary 
Moody Northen Theatre at St. Ed’s has co-produced Horseman with ProArts Collective, a local 
nonprofit that helps produce the artistic works of the African diaspora, and the collaboration 
has paid off in the form of lively drumming and singing, as well as a vibrant stage design by 
Denise Forbes-Erickson. 

A magnificent play, Death and the King's Horseman transcends categorization with moments 
of comedy, poetry, music, philosophy, and drama. Soyinka speaks beautifully on death, life, 
and human nature in the play, and Mary Moody Northen Theatre and ProArts give us the full 
range in their vibrant, captivating, and true production. - Avimaan S yam

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' Greetings From Berrydale’ 

Okay Mountain, through March 15 


The playful combination of Michael Berryhill's 
and Ryan Lauderdale’s names in the title of Okay 
Mountain’s current two-person exhibition has a 
good ring to it, but the artists’ works mix less flu- 
ently. Both have exhibited around Austin in group 
shows over the last couple of years, and “Greetings 
From Berrydale” provides a well- 
deserved, in-depth look at the work 
of each. But whereas the best 
two-person exhibitions encour- 
age a visual conversation, draw- 
ing out aspects of each artist’s 
work through shared themes or 
contrasting methods, this pairing 
does little for either. 

Lauderdale applies the art-nouveau-inspired 
stylization of late-1960s poster and album-cover art to drawings based 
on group photographs from a youth church camp. This strange combination 
of imagery was inspired by Lauderdale’s simultaneous encounter with the latter and popular 
music during his childhood. Bold black lines outline rainbow-colored patterns that take the 
form of mastaba-shaped scales, flowers, and horizontal bands of color. The decoration over- 


takes each figure, melding them into a total design that may allude to losing oneself 
in music, religion, or both. 

This mixture of cult and pop music carries over into the artist’s video works. In by 
far the most entrancing video installation to appear in Austin in recent memory, 
the face of a man wearing large, dark sunglasses fills the screen of a monitor 
set up like an altar. The video is reflected in a candle-lined mirror that sits 

flat on the floor, while a Persian rug and long black-light tubes extend 
up the wall. His singing seems slowed-down and distorted, almost 
like a chant. It is at once creepy, mysterious, and oddly soothing; 
watching the video, I feared I could be easily indoctrinated. 

Berryhill’s paintings and drawings have an air 
of American scene or regionalist painting with an 
amplification of that era’s surreal undertones. 
Draped shapes appear in several works, enigmat- 
ically looming in desolate landscapes. A small 
painting of stacked eyeballs crisscrossed with 
yellow streaks of paint and crowned by a patch 
of wavy hair is even more bizarre. 

What ties these works together is Berryhill’s 
distinctive quality of line. It moves in wispy waves 
and hairy curlicues, endowing his still lifes with movement and lending his figures a frenetic 
energy. This is most apparent in the large graphite drawings that are his best pieces in the 
show, as well as in a series of T-shirts that fills one wall in the gallery’s back room. Berryhill's 
idiosyncratic vision has little relationship with Lauderdale’s quasi-psychedelic art, but both art- 
ists make a strong showing in this introductory exhibition. - Amanda Douberley

Working 
from his own script, Mungiu shoots 4 Months in stark, unedited sin- 
gle takes - some lasting upward of 10 minutes - that eliminate the 
distance between film and audience and trap viewers in Gabita and 
Otilia’s reality, with no hope of escape or even respite. It’s face-down- 
in-the-muck filmmaking at its most immediate and unapologetic, 
stripped of all artistic affectation and metaphor. It's also not a little 
bit difficult to watch. Mungiu never flinches from the cold realities 
that attend back-alley abortions (a scene in which Gabita’s “care- 
giver," Mr. Bebe, pulls from his case the rubber gloves, syringes, 
tubes, and other tools necessary to his trade is almost unbearable 
in its matter-of-factness); nor is he interested in easy definitions of 
heroism or morality. All of which makes 4 Months a curious filmgoing 
experience: Virtuosic, assured, and possessed of undeniable aes- 
thetic force, it’s also hard not to turn away from. - Josh Rosenblatt

Romania in 1987 was a real low point 
for us as a species. The revolution that 
would eventually topple President Nicolae 
Ceausescu and bring 
about the first chirpings 
of democracy was still 
two long years away; in 
the meantime, the coun- 
try was the portrait of a 
post-Stalinist police state, 
with enormous, lifeless, 
gray edifices passing for 
architecture; a convoluted 
system of identity cards 
and social paranoia passing for citizen- 
ship; and assembly-line institutions pass- 
ing for universities spitting out beige-clad 

drones passing for students. In other words, Romania in 1987 was 
hell, only much, much colder. Now, imagine living in hell and trying to 
arrange an illegal abortion, and you’ve got 4 Months, 3 Weeks and 2 
Days, Mungiu's bleak, unrelenting Palme d’Or winner from last year’s 
Cannes Film Festival that will make you think twice about ever having 
sex in a communist country again. Vasiliu plays Gabita, a pregnant 
college student with an air of impassive victimhood about her, like 
she’s long since given up belief in her own free will. When we first 
meet her, she’s pacing nervously around her cluttered dorm room, 
smoking a cigarette, and looking like a child lost in a grocery store. 
Luckily for her, she’s got Otilia (Marinca), her roommate, who is pos- 
sessed of enough strength and common sense for the both of them. 
Over the film’s two hours, Otilia lies, begs, manipulates, dodges 
suspicious policemen and hotel employees, meets with intimidating 
back-alley “doctors," and does much, much worse for the sake of a 
friend whose naivete and half-truths are conspiring to make a ter- 
rible situation untenable, even life-threatening (past the three-month

The idea of using the setting of a beauty 
parlor or barbershop as a microcosmic 
array of human life has a solid tradition 


within the history of film. In Caramel, the 
familiar narrative hook finds a home in 
Beirut, Lebanon, and offers a revealing 
look at the conflicts experienced by women 
there in finding a comfortable balance 
between cultural traditions and modern 
realities. The first-time feature director, co- 
writer, and star of Caramel, Labaki, can be 
forgiven the commonness of her dramatic 
setting because of the gracefulness of her 
storytelling and the strength of her vision. 
With the help of nonprofessional actors, 
Labaki has carved out a delectable slice 
of life whose flavors are rarely available 
on these Western shores. The film is also 
revelatory to our eyes because it depicts 
a Beirut that is not war-torn by religious 
strife and dominated by artillery-pocked 
buildings and such. In ways, the film is a 
Lebanese-style Steel Magnolias, in which 
five women (three work in the shop, one 
is a constant customer, and another is 
the seamstress next door) help and sup- 
port one another through their various yet 
typical female troubles. Layale (Labaki), 
who owns the shop, is a 30-ish Christian 
woman who still lives with her parents 
(as is the custom) but is dating a married 
man (as is not the custom). Flairdresser 


Nisrine (Al Masri) is a Muslim about to 
be married, although she turns to surgery 
to disguise her previously lost virginity 
from her new husband. Rima (Moukarzel) 
awakens to the sensuous feelings she has 
for the black-haired beauty whose tresses 
she shampoos, while Jamale (Aouad) is 
an aging beauty junkie who is confident 
she’ll find happiness with each new pro- 
cedure and hairdo. Rose (Fladdad), the 
older seamstress next door, has forsaken 
her own happiness and chance for love 
by devoting herself to the care of her not- 
quite-sane sister (Semaan). They represent 
a cross section of ages, religions, and atti- 
tudes, but the common attribute of wom- 
anhood binds them together. The film’s 
lovely opening-credits sequence is a good 
example of the story’s double-edged mes- 
sage: The camera glides across the lugu- 
brious caramel, a sugary paste used for 
body wax, sensuously wrapping itself in the 
doughy, taffylike ooze whose ultimate func- 
tion is to painfully rip undesirable hairs 
from the body. Flappiness and satisfaction 
are indeed possible; they just may require 
a bit of pain, deception, and camouflage to 
achieve. - Marjorie Baumgarten

CHARLIE BARTLETT

If the fictional characters Ferris Buelier 
(during his “day off”) and Max Fischer (the 
would-be Rushmore alum) joined together 
and had a child, their spawn would most 
certainly turn out something like this movie's 
titular character, Charlie Bartlett (Yelchin). 
This new, R-rated teen comedy would very 
much like to become the emblematic high 
school movie of its times, and its stellar 
cast and topical storyline about overpre- 
scribed pharmaceuticals help kick Charlie 
Bartlett toward the vicinity of its goal line. 

But the soft and derivative script by new- 
comer Gustin Nash and the lax direction by 
editor-turned-first-time-director Poll lend the 
film about as much kick as a placebo. The 
story is set into motion as rich kid Charlie 
is kicked out of his final private school (this 
time for manufacturing fake IDs) and his lov- 
ing but narcotized mother (Davis) sends him 
to a public high school. Even though adults 
advise him that there's more to high school 
than being well-liked, Charlie desperately 
wants to fit in and carve out his own little 
domain. When he realizes that he can dole 
out to his classmates the Ritalin and other 
drugs that the psychiatrist (whom his fam- 
ily keeps on retainer) prescribes for him, 
Charlie discovers the makings of a whole 
new status-creating enterprise. Soon he has 
set up office in the school restroom to dole 
out pills and common-sense psychological 
wisdom to his grateful classmates, using 
the bathroom stalls like mock confessional 
booths. A budding romance with the princi- 
pal’s rebellious daughter, Susan (Dennings), 
puts Charlie in the crosshairs of principal 
Gardner (Downey Jr.), a self-medicating 
alcoholic who would like to go back to 
being a simple history teacher instead of 
the school's chief disciplinarian. Although 
Charlie does achieve popularity, events occur 
midway through the film that cause the 
teen to renounce his drug dealing, at which 
point the film becomes a hodgepodge of 
standard high school situations and a push 
toward Charlie’s resolution of his absent- 
dad issues. As Charlie, Yelchin ( Alpha Dogs) 
almost sells the movie by the sheer virtue of 
his dynamic performance. The young actor 
announces his talent with the same kind of 
“here I am” nonchalance that was displayed 
by Matthew Broderick in Ferris Buelier’ s Day 
Off and Jason Schwartzman in Rushmore. 
When Yelchin shares scenes with a power- 
house like Downey Jr. (who gets the biggest 
meta-laugh of the movie when he declares 
in his stupor, “Never attack a drunk guy with 
a gun"), the screen is barely able to contain 
the two. Sequences like the silly montage of 
Charlie on Ritalin (which just looks like the 
precious doodles of a former editor), griev- 
ously underdeveloped characters, and 
heavy heapings of sap instead of snark 
keep Charlie Bartlett from making the dean’s 
list. - Marjorie Baumgarten

This new Bollywood film from the director 
of 2001’s Oscar-nominated Lagaan: Once 
Upon a Time in India tells an epic, 16th 
century love story about a marriage of alli- 
ance that gave birth to true love between 
a great Mughal emperor and a Hindu prin- 
cess. Gowariker has a marvelous sense of 
epic storytelling - and not just in length (at 
three hours and 33 minutes, Jodhaa Akbar 
is only a few minutes shorter than Lagaan). 
The Indian director displays a heroic sense 
of visual composition and frames charac- 
ters in vivid relief against the landscape 
and interior backgrounds. I can’t vouch for 
the accuracy of his historical imagination 
(he co-scripted the film with Haidar Ali), 
although it's clear that the filmmaker's vis- 
its to the past are not barren exercises but 
attempts to lend context and insight to the 
present. Jodhaa Akbar argues for religious 
tolerance, a concept that violently war- 
ring Hindus, Muslims, and Sikhs in India 
some 500 years later have yet to embrace. 
Jalaluddin Mohammad Akbar (Roshan) was 
the first Mughal emperor to be born on 
Indian soil. A rather forward-thinking fellow, 
the ruler sought ways to unite his country’s 
many kingdoms and win the hearts of his 
Hindu subjects. Though his marriage to the 
princess Jodhaa (Rai Bachchan, now using 
her married name professionally) was politi- 
cal in nature, their alliance, in time, grew to 
encompass love and affection. He agreed 
to his wife’s demands to maintain her reli- 
gion and have a prayer shrine in her quar- 
ters. He championed religious tolerance, as 
well as a restructuring of the tax system in 
order to reduce its strain on his subjects. 
Their courtship doesn’t begin until about 
an hour into the movie, after their marriage 
has been agreed upon. Their struggle to 
overcome their differences and natural 
trepidation is at times like a Hollywood 
screwball comedy, no more so than when 
they lie in bed separated by a hanging 
sheet, a la It Happened One Night. It helps 
that Roshan and Rai Bachchan are excel- 
lent and captivatingly lovely to look at: We 
can barely wait for these two to couple and 
start making gorgeous babies. The music 
and dance that are such hallmarks of 
Bollywood filmmaking are here seamlessly 
incorporated into the story rather than cre- 
ating a pause in the action. Though the his- 
tory and the palace intrigue are not at all 
difficult for Westerners to grasp, a tighter 
running time would probably help this epic 
reach more eyes in America, where it has 
received the biggest release ever for a 
Bollywood film. - Marjorie Baumgarten

no shortage of melodrama in this tale of 
two brothers who run afoul of the local 
sheriff amidst the mossy waterways that 
provide an idea of what Venice might look 
like in a thousand years. (It's of woeful 
note that Little Chenier wrapped production 
just one month before Hurricane Katrina 
obliterated the entire coastal area where 
the film was shot.) Schaech plays Beaux 
Dupuis, who, with his mentally retarded 
brother, Pemon (a remarkably immersive 
turn by Koehler), sells shrimp from his 
houseboat and fishes the bayou, barely 
scraping by with a little help from longtime 
friend T-Boy (Collins Jr.). Beaux’s true love, 
Marie-Louise (Braun), has recently married 
the aforementioned sheriff Carl (Davidson), 
whose only pleasure in life seems to come 
from tormenting his former rival. Like the 
Gothic tradition from which it springs, 

Little Chenier is crammed to bursting with 
snaking subplots, but the heart of the 
story is Koehler’s childlike Pemon, whose 
high-pitched giggles and pleasantly addled 
world-view encompasses little else but 
his brother and the swamp outside their 
houseboat. Koehler's sing-songy perfor- 
mance may grate on some nerves, but 
it’s a dead-on portrait of simple, genuine, 
brotherly love that, in the end, collides 
head-on with the harsh realities of keeping 
your head above water in a world where 
dry land and whole hearts are in short 
supply. Kudos to director of photography 
Tanja Koop, who makes this unseen world 
as real as the one outside your window. 
Rarely, if ever before, have the patois- 
laden Cajun natives of southern Louisiana 
been portrayed so realistically - so much 
so that subtitles are often employed to 
cut through their frequently impenetrable 
accents. It’s of mice and men and gators 
and girls on a bayou now long gone. (Little 
Chenier premiered in Austin during the 
2006 Austin Film Festival.) - Marc Savlov

D: David Bruckner, Dan Bush, Jacob Gentry; with 
Anessa Ramsey, Justin Welborn, A.J. Bowen, Cheri 
Christian, Scott Poythress.

An outright horror film that nonetheless 
veers on occasion into surreal black come- 
dy, The Signal (a favorite at last year’s 
Sundance and SXSW Film festivals) takes 
Marshall McLuhan’s famous statement “the 
medium is the message" to extremes not 
explored since David Cronenberg’s seminal, 
frighteningly prescient Videodrome in 1983. 
(It also bears a striking resemblance in 
both story and tone to Stephen King’s novel 
Cell, currently on its way to the big screen 
courtesy of Eli Roth.) Willowy blonde Mya 
(Ramsey) and Simon Pegg look-alike Ben 
(Welborn) are lovers who are apart when, 
without any explanation whatsoever, their 
friends and neighbors - including Mya's 
jealous husband, Lewis (Bowen) - go ber- 
serk and begin killing each other in graphic, 
violent, wholly inexplicable ways. The theory 
among the survivors is that a bizarre radio/ 
television/cell-phone transmission is the 
source of the sudden explosion of random 
violence, but (as in George Romero’s Dead 
films and his thematically similar, little-seen 
1973 semigem The Crazies ) exactly how or 
why this is happening misses the point. 
Divided into three interlocking stories, each 
helmed by a different director, The Signal is 
a shuddery critique of the ultrapervasive 
influence of big (and little) media on human- 
ity and the paranoia engendered by its 
sheer invasiveness. It’s also a snarky stab 
at the desensitizing aspects of everything, 


from horror movies (the film begins with 
what appears to be a Last House on the 
Left knockoff) to the slow and steady 
demise of the “good neighbor” concept. 

(Do you know the names of everyone on 
your block? And would you trust them with 
an ice pick during a crisis?) Midway 
through, as both the signal-deranged Lewis 
and a wounded Ben are pursuing the miss- 
ing Mya, The Signal almost (but not quite) 
turns into an Upright Citizens Brigade 
sketch, as it slows down to take in the car- 
nage - mental and otherwise - at a young 
couple’s suburban homestead, where 
guests are arriving for a planned New Year's 
Eve party. Surprisingly, this ends up being 
the most unnerving slice of paranoiac night- 
marishness in the film, with freakish halluci- 
nations and ultraviolent death (and zany 
party hats!) as the order of the day. The 
Signal envisions a remarkably effective 
breakdown-of-society scenario on an obvi- 
ously low budget and does it in a new and 
interesting way. True, Mya and Lewis’ apart- 
ment setting looks to be straight out of the 
opening tenement sequence in Dawn of 
the Dead, but even that homage, intentional 
or not, only adds to the film’s overall sense 
of claustrophobic doom. Both apocalyptic 
and suitably vague, The Signal’s only seri- 
ous weakness comes from some borderline 
histrionic performances; then again, it’s 
tough to call hysteria anything other than a 
sane response to a world gone mad. Crazy, 
man. - Marc Savlov

The advent of computer-generated imag- 
ing is a mixed blessing for films like The 
Spiderwick Chronicles. The sophisticated 
special effects made possible by CGI can 
bring a fantasy world to life as never before, 
and yet they can also overwhelm the human 
element in a film to the point of distraction. 
The Lord of the Rings trilogy managed to 
keep it real despite its heavily laden special 
effects, while more than one of the Harry 
Potter movies just seemed like a showcase 
for the technical wizardry of computer 
geeks. Based on the bestselling series of 
children’s books created by Tony DiTerlizzi 
and Holly Black, The Spiderwick Chronicles 
starts off promisingly by empathetically 
depicting the fear and anger children feel 
when their parents separate, but ultimately 
its human emotions are dominated by gob- 
lins, trolls, and other CGI-generated crea- 
tures running amok on the screen. (Nolte’s 
turn as a horrible ogre hell-bent on world 
domination, however, gives the movie an 
enjoyable spark.) Leaving New York City to 
start a new life in the country, Helen Grace 
(the always wonderful Parker) and her three 
children move into the mysterious and run- 
down Spiderwick Estate that she has inher- 
ited. Weird things begin to happen once 
the family starts to settle in, and the embit- 
tered son Jared (Highmore, who is start- 
ing to resemble an adolescent Haley Joel 
Osment) is blamed. As it would happen, 
however, the kids discover a terrible secret 
within the walls of the crumbling mansion, 
one in which the fate of the world hangs in 
balance. Young moviegoers will like the way 
the film empowers their cinematic peers 
in this battle of good against evil, though 
smaller children will probably be scared out 
of their wits by the ferocity of some of the 
movie’s otherworldly baddies. And what will 
their parents think of having to sit through 
The Spiderwick Chronicles? Unlike their 
experience with most family fare aimed at 
the kids, it’s likely they won’t be wishing 
they were somewhere else.

In case you weren’t aware, there’s an 
epidemic plaguing our cities. I'm not 
talking about escalating crime rates or 
dilapidated schools, rotting infrastructure 
or political corruption. I’m talking about 
the threat of wandering bands of teen 
guerilla dancers turning our subways and 
street corners into nightclubs and gener- 
ally flouting our belief in the need for a 
society where honest, tax-paying citizens 
can walk the streets at night without being 
performed at against their wills by kids 
in baggy pants gyrating wildly, twisting 
their bodies into pretzels, sliding about 
on their heads, and wearing baseball 
caps at insolent angles. This, anyway, is 
the world presented by the producers of 
Step Up 2 the Streets, Hollywood’s latest 
exercise in redemption through midriff- 
baring and hip-hop cross-marketing. The 
film’s two heroes, Andie (Evigan) and 
Chase (Hoffman), are from opposite sides 
of the tracks: She is from the streets of 
Baltimore; he is the scion of upper-class, 
performing-arts-school royalty. Together, 
they’re out to show all the keep-it-real 
street kids and blowhard stuffed shirts 
that, in a world of struggle, the best way to 
achieve peace and tolerance is to dance, 
dance, dance! Step Up 2 the Streets (the 
sequel to 2006’s Step Up, which, by the 
way, was written by Duane Adler, who also 
wrote Save the Last Dance, salsa picture 
The Way She Moves, as well as Make It 
Happen, yet another movie, due later this 
year, about a teenager finding her soul in 
dance - I have no point; I just can’t believe 
one man is responsible for all these mov- 
ies) is everything you’d expect it to be: 
inspirational, melodramatic, cliche-ridden, 
and accompanied by a soundtrack with 
enormous profit potential. Its only novelty 
comes in the form of those renegade 
dance troupes prowling the city, shocking 
the squares during rush hour, and making 
a mockery of society’s rules. I, for one, 
had no idea this was going on. In fact, 

I didn’t even realize that break dancing 
on the subway was illegal until I saw this 
movie. Now that I do, however, I’m coming 
down firmly on the side of law and order. 
Because if we don’t stop these public 


dance-offs here and now, before too long 
we're going to have an entire generation of 
kids seeking salvation as backup dancers 
for Justin Timberlake. - Josh Rosenblatt

Like 
the Akira Kurosawa classic, Vantage Point 
replays a single event - in this case, 
the assassination of the United States 
president at a Middle East peace summit 
- from multiple points of view. The views 
include those of an onsite cable-news 
producer (Weaver), a camcording tour- 
ist (Whitaker), a mystery man (Noriega) 
and an equally unknowable femme fatale 
(Zurer), a Secret Service agent (McGill), 
and, the key to it all, Thomas Barnes 
(Quaid), a recently rehired Secret Service 
agent who previously took a bullet for the 
prez and now enters and exits every situ- 
ation with a panicky grimace that recalls 
nothing so much as wee Jasen Fisher’s 
anxiety-prone adolescent from Parenthood . 
Quaid does what he can with a role that 
appears to be little more than a cheap 
carbon copy of Clint Eastwood’s similarly 
embattled presidential protector from In 
the Line of Fire, but after watching him 
dash hither and yon, searching for the 
truth in a plaza of lies, it’s just not enough 
to make Vantage Point anything other than 
another pre-election also-ran. I shouldn’t 
even bring up the outlandish - and pre- 
posterously cliched - story contrivance 
that revolves around a young boy separat- 
ed from his mother amidst the conflicting, 
ever-escalating crises (the poor little plot 
point ends up on a crowded highway, no 
less), but fuck it, I just did. Cue screech 
of brakes, Whitaker’s unlazy eye, and 
me, exiting the theatre to go rewatch The 
Usual Suspects and ponder the nature of 
exploitave POV usage.

Imagination typically should be encouraged in 
children, but an excess of it leads to tragedy in this 
more than worthy adaptation of Ian McEwan’s novel. 
Thirteen-year-old Briony (the wonderfully unnerving 
novice Ronan) is indulged, but also largely ignored, 
by her family, which includes her headstrong 19-year- 
old sister, Cecilia (Knightley, seductively husky, winc- 
ingly angular). One day in 1935, Briony witnesses a 
bewildering act that involves Cecilia and the house- 
keeper's son, Robbie (McAvoy). Only later does she 
realize how one person’s vantage, one person's 
truth, doesn't always square with another’s. But 
that epiphany doesn’t arrive until the film’s second 
of three sections, when a now-18-year-old Briony 
(Garai) attempts to write a novelization of that day 
in 1935. (The film’s epilogue takes place in modern 
times.) Atonement is a work consumed with the 
nature of storytelling and the moral responsibility 
of the storyteller. The film is not quite as brutalizing 
as McEwan’s brilliant source novel, but it ravishes 
nonetheless in its grand exploration of the sins of 
the daughter and a lifetime spent making repara- 
tions.

“I had survived a war, but a banal love 
story nearly killed me,” she comments sardoni- 
cally at one point. The film's flat, mostly black- 
and-white animation helps convey some of the 
sense of a graphic novel, but moreover, the visual 
look complements the story's moral sphere, a 
realm governed by absolute rights and wrongs and 
lots of gray in-between areas. As befits a coming- 
of-age story, there are a couple of indulgent pas- 
sages, but they hardly get in the way of the overall 
flow.

RAM BO

In this wholly unnecessary fourth installment 
of the franchise, Stallone's one-man weapon of 
mass destruction takes on the villainous Burmese 
army in a mission to rescue a group of kidnapped 
Christian missionaries deep in the Myanmar 
jungles. Gone, however, is the manufactured 
macho image of an oil-slicked physique ready for 
action. In the 20 years since we last saw him, 

John Rambo (Stallone) now looks like a real human 
being, albeit one still given to tough-guy utterances 
accompanied by a don’t-fuck-with-me glare. No 
question, there is a perverse satisfaction in watch- 
ing Stallone the actor shoot, stab, and strangle his 
way to victory, and Stallone the director handles 
those scenes well. But even as the body count 
rises, you're left to wonder whether there can ever 
be anything more. The initial Rambo film, First 
Blood, was an above-average action film with a real 
human element to it, but its follow-ups are this 
side of parody.

© TAXI TO THE DARK SIDE 

D: Alex Gibney. (R, 106 min.) 

This documentary about the patterns of abuse 
and murder of “enemy combatants” held by 
American armed forces - at Bagram Air Force 
Base, Afghanistan; Abu Ghraib prison in Iraq; 
and Guantanamo Bay, Cuba - is impossible to 
shake off. Director Gibney rips to shreds Donald 
Rumsfeld's “a few bad apples" explanation for the 
outrageous human-rights abuses visited upon the 
uncharged captives - the vast majority of whom 
were swept up off the battlefronts in Afghanistan 
soon after 9/11. Gibney's simple presentation of 
the facts in the case of an innocent Afghan taxi 
driver named Dilawar, who was the second person 
to die in the custody of U.S. troops at Bagram, is 
a step-by-step primer in dehumanization. His focus 


is not only on the detainees but also their keep- 
ers: young, often inexperienced American military 
personnel who, despite requests for guidelines 
from their superiors regarding the handling of 
prisoners and interrogation techniques, were given 
only the vaguest of outlines, or often none at all.

Opening at the dawn of the 20th century, this 
film epic is a compelling portrait of capitalism 
gone mad and the collective shams we hold on to 
as truths. Anderson’s saga is one that rivals films 
like Giant and Citizen Kane in our popular lore 
as stories about how we came to be the people 
we are. Ambition and greed drive the ascent of 
Daniel Plainview (Day-Lewis in, hands down, the 
most gripping film performance of the year), a 
gold-prospector-turned-wildcatter-turned-oil-tycoon. 
Anderson, the director of such culture-rattling films 
as Boogie Nights and Magnolia, here tones down 
his signature visual and narrative flamboyance 
in favor of a more classically composed story 
while leaving intact the trenchant omniscience of 
his storytelling. The film also tackles America’s 
reliance on faith and the gnarled intersection 
between pragmatism and belief. At its most 
forthright, however, There Will Be Blood is a rich 
character study of a fascinating individual who is 
by turns likable, loathsome, admirable, monstrous, 
and driven.

Jane is stuck planning their wedding while 
simultaneously dodging the dogged attentions 
of Kevin (Marsden), a cynical journalist covering 
the wedding beat. Heigl anchors the film with a 
spazz-tastic charm, but the real star-making turn 
here belongs to Marsden, as a mixed-drink of frat 
boy and existential downer (or is it tall drink of 
water?). The jokes only hit about half the time -

“My Love” is Oscar-winner Alexander Petrov's 
story of a young man in 19th century Russia who 
falls for two women. Employing a rarely used (and 
painfully meticulous) animation technique involv- 
ing pastel oil paintings on glass, Petrov creates a 
melting, mellifluous world that looks like a Degas 
painting brought to life and then reimagined as a 
dream. At once both high art and low burlesque, 
“My Love” uses visual poetry to capture the swirl- 
ing erotic confusion and bodily desperation of 


adolescence and in the process creates its own 
entirely original vision of the world. Then there's 
"Peter & the Wolf,” Suzie Templeton’s stop-motion 
adaptation of Prokofiev's children’s story about 
a boy, his pet duck, and unforgiving nature. 
Unconcerned with sex but fascinated by confusion 
and desperation, this latest version of the clas- 
sic tale is a triumph of emotional ambiguity and 
shifting loyalty. The three other films - “I Met the 
Walrus” by Josh Raskin, “Madame Tutli-Putli” by 
Chris Lavis and Maciek Szczerbowski, and “Meme 
les Pigeons Vont au Paradis” by Samuel Tourneux 
and Simon Vanesse - are all technical and artistic 
marvels, but if there’s any justice in the world, “My 
Love” will take home the gold statue.

Though Roscoe Jenkins 
is hardly what you’d call subtle, most of the film's 
most boisterous, most scatological moments 
are left in the hands of other actors. Lawrence, 
meanwhile, is actually the soul of endearing inse- 
curity (with exceptions made for the occasional 
overblown sex scene or desperate fist fight). He 
plays Jenkins, a successful professional who 
returns home to rural Georgia, only to discover 
that, despite his fame, fortune, and newfound 
urbanity, around his family he’ll always feel like a 
petulant teenager.

"Maceo, blow your horn!” 

James Brown hollered that famous refrain nearly 45 
years ago, and Maceo Parker hasn't quit blowing since. 

By now, most music fans know Parker as the funkiest 
saxophone player who ever puckered, the man with the 
golden resume. Parker spent more than 15 years playing 
with Brown, including a stretch in the late 1960s and early 
1970s, when that outfit was the best around. Period. 

"It was a great pride to be a member of that band,” 
says Parker from his home in North Carolina. "There was a 
time when, if it was advertised that James Brown was com- 
ing to town, the question wouldn’t be whether you were 
going; the question would be, ‘What are you wearing?”’ 

It was quite the culture shock when Brown’s crew 
hopped aboard George Clinton’s Mothership in 1975. 
Parker and his bandmates donned freshly pressed slacks, 


while their P-Funk brethren, if the mood struck, might not 
wear any pants at all. 

“It was like night and day,” laughs Parker. “George 
Clinton's motto was, is, and probably always will be, ‘Life 
ain't nothing but a party.”' 

The 65-year-old saxman seems to have fused the phi- 
losophy of the two funk deities successfully. His marathon 
live shows prove Parker’s one of the hardest-working men 
in show business, and when he’s onstage, it's nothing if 
not a party. 

His latest, Roots & Grooves (Heads Up International), is a 
2-CD set recorded live in Europe with the German WDR Big 
Band and includes a disc-long tribute to Ray Charles. The 
party comes to Antone’s, a venue Parker knows intimately. 

“We've played that place so many times, going to 
Antone's is kind of like coming home.” - Thomas Fawcett

AVOID FORECLOSURE-RESCUE SCAMS 

I’ve had trouble making regular payments on my mortgage, 
and the lender may foreclose. I was contacted by a foreclosure- 
prevention company that says it can help me avoid foreclosure. 
Can the company really help me avoid foreclosure? 

The increase in foreclosures nationwide has lead to 
a new scam - “foreclosure prevention” or “foreclosure 
rescue” companies. Foreclosure-related scams are very 
lucrative for the scammers and are expected to increase 
along with the number of foreclosures in 2008. Last 
week’s “Common Law” column addressed the gen- 
eral problems with foreclosure-prevention and -rescue 
companies. Today’s column oudines several specific 
foreclosure-rescue scams. 

Refinance Scam: The lender claims it can rescue 
a homeowner who is on the brink of foreclosure by 
refinancing the loan with lower mortgage payments. 
Initially, the mortgage payments are low (usually 
because the homeowner is only paying interest) but 
are followed by a large balloon payment. Lenders 
sometimes target homeowners with large amounts of 
accrued equity, because when the homeowner defaults 
on the high payments, the lender forecloses and strips 
the homeowner of all equity. 

Phantom Counseling: A foreclosure-rescue com- 
pany claims to stop foreclosure proceedings by negoti- 
ating a repayment plan or organizing a preforeclosure 
sale. In truth, these companies charge very high fees for 
basic phone calls and paperwork that the homeowner 
can accomplish. 

Repetitive Refinancing: A lender tempts a home- 
owner to refinance multiple times by offering extra cash, 
money for home renovations, or vacation packages. The 
lender fails to explain to the homeowner all the conse- 
quences of a refinance, including higher interest rates 
and additional fees and costs. The repetitive refinancing 
puts the homeowner in debt and leads to foreclosure. 

The Bailout: The scammer “bails out” the hom- 
eowner by convincing the homeowner to surrender 
tide to the house on the promise that the homeowner 
can stay on as a renter and buy the house back in the 
future. The deal is arranged in a way that makes it 
virtually impossible for the homeowner to regain legal 
ownership of the house, and the scammers end up with 
the home, including its equity.

For the dancers themselves, this 
might just be a comfort mechanism, a way of mentally rehearsing 
the steps before they happen - the peace of mind of knowing what’s 
just ahead. For the wallflowers, whose primary solace is making 
catty comments about the grace of the chosen, this type of foresight 
is both annoying and dull - comparable to watching someone who 
moves their lips when reading. Like karaoke or NASCAR or ice- 
skating, the thrill of watching people dance is not derived from how 
well the participants perform, but rather from how badly they screw 
up. Sure, it’s a blast doing the “white-man’s overbite” or the “soror- 
ity-girl step through” or the “broken-armed robot,” but watching 
someone butcher any of the aforementioned is even funner. This is 
precisely why dancing is so popular, not just because it’s entertaining 
for the people who do it well, but because it’s equally entertaining 
for the people who don’t. Why? Because dancing is something nearly 
everyone has tried at one time or another. They might have failed 
miserably at it themselves, but even the most horrible dancer has just 
enough dance experience to be an excellent critic. Should you let this 
stop you from dancing? Absolutely not. You should, in fact, embrace 
it. Ridicule is an excellent forge of character. If you’ve never endured 
the merciless ridicule of friends and peers, you probably aren’t living. 
At some point you have to decide whether you’re going to live your 
life crippled by self-consciousness and doubt, or at least occasionally 
give yourself over to bouts of wild-eyed abandon.
